MONDAY, JANUARY 2, 1843. 

Chilton Allan, the member returned to serve in this House from the coun¬ 
ty of Clarke, and John W. Vaughan, the member returned to serve in this 
House from the county of Fleming, severally appeared, produced certificates 
of their election, and having severally taken the oaths prescribed by the 
Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution and Laws of this 
Stale, took their seats. 

Ordered, That Messrs. Thomasson, T. Marshall and Smith, be appointed 
a committee to inform the Senate that this House, having met, formed a 
quorum, elected their officers, are now ready to proceed to legislative busi¬ 
ness. 

A message was received from the Senate, by ]\Ir. J. S. Morgan : 

Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Senate to inform this Plouse, that the 
Senate having met, formed a quorum, and elected their officers, are now 
ready to proceed to legislative business. They have also appointed a com¬ 
mittee of three, on their part, to act in conjunction with a committee on 
the part of this House, to wait on the Governor and inform him that they 
are now ready to receive such communication (by way of message) as he 
may think proper to make. 

And then he withdrew. 

Whereupon, Messrs. Morehead, Todd and Campbell, were appointed a 
committee on the part of this House. 

Ordered, That Mr. Morehead inform the Senate thereof. 

The said committee then retired, and after a short time returned ; when 
Mr. Morehead, from the committee, reported that the joint committee had 
performed the duty assigned them, and were informed by the Governor that 
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lie would forthwith make a communication (by way of message) to both 
Houses of tiie General Assembly, in their respective chambers. 

A message was received from the Governor, by Mr. Harlan, Secretary of 
State: 

Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to lay before the House a 
message in writiim.

The said message was then taken up and read as follows : 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and House of Representatives: 

Since the close of your last session, our beloved Commonwealth, I am 
happy to say, has been favored with almost uninterrupted good health, and 
at the same time tlie most abundant crops. These great blessings have been 
bestowed upon us by the Great Author of all good, to whom we owe the 
sincere expressions of our devoted and unceasing acknowledgments of gra¬ 
titude. 

A^ou have again assembled as the Representatives of a free and enlight- 
ed people, to deliberate upon such measures of public concern as you, in your 
wisdom, may deem most e.ssential to advance their interest and happiness. 

It must be acknowledged on all hands, you meet under very embarrassing 
circumstances, and that the task which devolves upon you at this moment 
as the guardians of the people’s rights, is unusually onerous and responsible. 
In truth it may be well said, at no period of our history, since the organiza¬ 
tion of the government, was ever more practical experience, more dispas¬ 
sionate firmne.ss, more calm deliberation, or more enlightened judgment, re¬ 
quisite in the councils of the State. 

The people, with a perfect knowledge of the precarious posture of their 
public aflairs, fully confiding in your intelligence and known attachment to 
the honor and welfare of the Commonwealth, have selected you at this criti¬ 
cal juncture, especially to guard and protect its best interests. 

They do not, I presume, expect from you a redress of all the grievances 
of which they have the most perfect right justly to complain, because they 
know the great remedy for the evils they are bearing, is not in your hands; 
but at the same time, they look to you not for unsafe or dangerous experi¬ 
ments, but for prudent, practical and wholesome legislation. 

Animated, as I am convinced }'ou are, by the same high consideration of 
common love of country, of sincere devotion to its interest and its honor, 
ready to stand by it in the hour of its greatest need, I feel the most abiding 
assurance, that momentous and responsible as the duty confided to your 
charge may be, it will nevertheless be performed in a spirit of true and ex¬ 
alted patriotism. 

Our country at this moment, I am grieved to say, presents an aspect truly 
astonishing, and at the same time equally afflicting. Abounding in every 
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variety and profusion of the richest products of the earth, enjoying the bles- 
ings of peace with all the world at home and abroad, “no pestilence, no 
famine;’’ yet, with all these great advantages, our chief rulers have, by se me 
means or other, so contrived to mismanage and to derange our public aflairs 
as to empty the, National Treasury, to destroy confidence in monetary mat¬ 
ters, to reduce the price of every species of property, to cripple commerce, 
to paralize enterprize, to put down the wages of labor, to deprive the States 
of the proceeds of the public lands, and to create universal distress and dis¬ 
trust in the nation. That such is the unfortunate predicament of the coun¬ 
try, throughout its whole extent, with here and there occasional exceptions 
and modifications resulting from local advantages, it appears to me admits of 
no sort of controvers 3 ^ 

And all these calamities result as I believe—with all due deference to the 
opinion of others—mainly from the simple fact, that, the General Govern¬ 
ment has failed to comply with its high constitutional functions in refusing 
to provide and to establish a sound, uniform national currency, adequate to 
the business wants of the country. It seems to me perfectly manifest—and 
I say it most respectfully—to place the country in a proper position, to re¬ 
store it to its former prospeiitj’, to enable it to regain its lost character, to 
give it life and strength and confidence, we must have a fixed, equal, good 
circulating medium, furnished either through the agency of a well regulated 
National Bank, or, in some other mode equally salutary and efficient. Once, 
we were blessed with as good,if not the best, currency in the world, and 
being deprived of that, we have experienced little else than trouble from that 
day to this. 

We have seen the thrifty man suddenly ruined, we have seen the man of 
enterprize and industry visited by a similar reverse, we have seen the labor¬ 
ing man at the same time thrown out of employment, and his family at 
once deprived of their accustomed comfort and support, we have seen the 
farmer in the midst of his surplus abundance, greatly distressed for the want 
of a market. In short, we have seen a whole country with a good currency 
cheerful and happy, and without it, gloomy and wi-etched. 

We have been deluded and tortured from time to time with experiments, 
expedients and substitutes, all to no useful purpose, and now, a Government 
Exchequer financial contrivance is proposed which, if adopted, I fear will 
have no better effect. 

The sovereign remedy for the afflicting malady under which w^e have suf¬ 
fered so long and so severely is, I think, in the power of our national rulers. 
Whenever they may be pleased to administer it, speedy symptoms of recov¬ 
ery will soon follow. Until that is done, the disease can never be entirely 
eradicated, though there may be occasional temporary intervals of improve¬ 
ment. 
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But upon this subject, ami also in reference to the necessity of a good, sub¬ 
stantial, permanent tarifl’ aflbrding an ample revenue, and at the same time 
just protection to our own home labor, when coming in competition witli 
foreign labor, I have upon two several occasions given, most respectfully to 
the Legislature, my view's more in detail, and it is not now my purpose, by 
any means, to repeat the ai'guments which inlluenced those views. I beg 
leave, however, to say, tlie opinions I then had the honor to express, are 
still entertained with the most unshaken confidence in their correctness. 

But amidst all these appalling embarrassments of prostrated confidence 
and reduced prices of property, to which I have alluded, it affords me great 
consolation to say, the peoyde of the State have borne themselves most firmly 
and nobly. Admonished by experience to adopt the wdsest course of ac¬ 
tion in such emergencies, looking for assistance from no other quarter than 
Divine Providence and their ow'n united efforts, they determined promptly, 
if that desirable end could be attained, to extricate themselves from the op¬ 
pression w’ith which they have been so wrongfully visited. They therefore 
engaged in the work at once actively and earnestly; hence during the pre¬ 
sent year, a large amount of debt has been both extinguished and arranged 
upon time. This has been effected by the self-sustaining energy, untiring 
industry, and rigid economy of the people. 

Practicing upon the safe maxim of selling mwe and buying/ess, they have 
sold every thing that w'ould command a market even at prices shamefully 
low-, and gone in debt for nothing they could possibly do without. By this 
process, the aggregate amount of indebtedness has been much reduced and 
is still reducing, and at the same time, better symptoms of reviving confi¬ 
dence in some degree, appear to prevail. It is now hoped the great crisis 
has passed, and that more cheering prospects are ahead. And should the 
creditor portion of the community in a laudable spirit of liberality, of sym¬ 
pathy, of forbearance, extend to the honest struggling debtor class all 
proper indulgence, and avoid, as far as practicable, ruinous sacrifices of their 
property, and thereby w'eaken their ability to pay, the fruits of such for¬ 
bearance would be highly beneficial in most instances to both parties, and 
of course, a further improvement would immediately follow'. 

In this trying period of adversity, our Banks—which have undoubtedly 
been conducted with great caution, and which are believed to be as safe and 
as sound ns any Banks in the Union—have afforded, though in a limited de¬ 
gree, no inconsiderable assistance to the community. They adopted, I 
think, the most advisable course of furnishing facilities in aid of the business 
of the country in smaller amounts than had been their previous practice ; 
and in that way, a greater number of persons received accommodations. 
They resumed specie payments the first of June last, and have been fully 
able to sustain themselves without the slightest difficulty, and without di¬ 
minishing their circulation. The amount of specie now on hand, moreover. 
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ia the Banks, is considerably larger in the aggregate, as appears by the offi¬ 
cial reports, than it was at the period of resumption. Of their entire and 
complete ability to sustain themselves in specie payments, no reasonable 
doubt can be entertained. But hereafter, under no circumstances whatever, 
as it appears to me, should another suspension of specie payments ever oc¬ 
cur, or be allowed so long as there is left in the vaults a single dollar. They 
are in a condition now, I am happy to say, to increase their circulation 
without hazarding their safety. And should the business of the country 
require it, 1 am encouraged to believe they will adopt that course cheerfully 
and promptly. This step on the part of the Banks of extending their cir¬ 
culation is the more necessary, important and expedient as it is quite evident, 
there is still in the country, to some extent, a pecuniary pressure which they 
can be very instrumental in relieving until the new crops are brought into 
market, without endangering by any means, their ability to meet all their 
own engagements. 

Their paramount duty, of course, is to hold themselves in a position at all 
times to redeem all their liabilities in specie. That point should be guarded 
vigilantly. Their next duty is to aid the great agricultural interest which is 
now much depressed—and which, at last, is the foundation of all other 
interests—with such facilities as may be useful in sending their surplus pro¬ 
ducts to market. 

Our crops of every description—most providential for us—I am happy to 
say, have never been so great, indeed so exceedingly abundant in any pre¬ 
vious year since the settlement of the country, as they now are. From 
these resources—taking into the estimate also our surplus horses, mules, 
hogs and cattle, reduced as the prices are—we shall be able to realize quite a 
heavy amount of money, and great as the pressure has been, and to some 
extent may still be, may not the strong hope, indeed conviction, be enter¬ 
tained, b\' pursuing the course which has already been adopted, of persever¬ 
ing industry, systematized economy and mutual forbearance and indulgence 
towards each other, the good people of this Commonwealth will be able, 
triumphantly, to cast off the load of oppression which they have borne so 
long, and be once more restored to a state of prosperity? And may not the 
consoling hope be furthermore indulged upon the happening of that event— 
profiting by the lessons of severe experience—they will never again place 
themselves in a similar condition, under the vain expectation that just mea¬ 
sures will always emanate from the General Government, or that unpropi- 
tious fortune will never overtake them. 

It will be seen by the annual report of the Second Auditor, made at your 
last session, that the balance remaining in the Treasury at the close of the 
fiscal year of 1841, was $28,345 SO. I have now the pleasure of informing 
you, that by the report of that officer, which will be communicated to you 
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at an early day of the present session, it will be perceived the receipts into 
the Treasury of the ordinary revenue for the fiscal year ending the lOlh 
October, 1842, have been sufficient to pay all the demands upon it, and left 
a surplus of $61,887 69. With the exception of the two periods above 
mentioned, the ordinary annual expenses of the government exceeded its re¬ 
ceipts, in sums varying from $17,000 to $96,000; and the revenue of the 
succeeding year had to be anticipated by over drafts or loans from the Banks. 

The Auditor’s report for the present year will also show the amount 
which has been received into the Treasury and paid to the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund under the act of the 17th February, 1841. 

In my message at the commencement of the last session, it was stated, 
that the sum borrowed for Internal Improvement purposes, and for which 
bonds had been issued on behalf of the Slate—exclusive of those issued to 
the Board of Education and Commissioners of the Sinking Fund—amounted 
to the sum of $3,401,500, of which $515,000 was at an interest of five per 
cent., and $2,886,500 at the rate of six per cent, per annam. Since that 
time, bonds and scrip have been issued bearing an interest of six per cent, 
to the amount of $501,283, making the actual debt of the State $3,902,783, 
as will be seen from a statement made by the Secretary of State and an¬ 
nexed to this communication. 

It will also appear by that statement, that $64,283 of the increased in¬ 
debtedness of the State the past year, has been incurred for the repair of 
the Lexington and Ohio Railroad, leaving $437,000, expended for public 
improvements other than the Railroad. 

The act of the last session authorized the expenditure of $420,000 for the 
rivers and roads, and $100,000 for the repair of the Railroad; and direct¬ 
ed the Governor to issue the bonds of the State for those amounts; sub¬ 
ject, however, to the condition, that the amount issued should not exceed the 
resources of the Sinking Fund, to pay tlie interest thereon. In consequence 
of that proviso in the act, and under the advice of the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, the whole amount of the appropriation of last session has not 
been issued. 

And I take the occasion here to state, that, in estimating the resources of 
the Sinking Fund to pay the interest on the public debt, the Legislature 
doubtless acted on the supposition, that the act of 17th of February, 1841 
—which was limited to two years—would be re-enacted and continued in 
force for at least several years after that period. The increase of the public 
debt authorized by the laws of the two last sessions, was based on that pre¬ 
sumption. And it is very clear, indeed must be palpably evident to every 
one who will look into the subject for a single moment, that without the 
continuance of that act, more especially as there is a falling off within the 
last year in the aggregate value of property assessed for taxation of thirty 
millions of dollars—the resources of the Sinking Fund will be insufficient to 
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meet the interest of the public debt. 1 deem it unnecessary at present to 
give tlie details showing the correctness of this opinion. It will be seen by 
the annual report of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, which will 
shortly he laid before you, exhibiting the several amounts received and dis¬ 
bursed the present year, and an estimate of the receipts and expenditures 
for the next year. 

It affords me great satisfaction to say, the interest, as it accrued on the 
public debt, has been punctually paid, without the delay of a single day up 
to the 1st of January, 1843, and that our credit deservedly stands as high 
abroad as that of any State in the Union. 

The renovation of the Lexington and Ohio Railroad, in virtue of an ap¬ 
propriation of the last Legislature, is now in active progress. It would have 
been finished by the last of November, but for the failure of some of the 
contractors to deliver timbers in due time. The locomotive engines have 
been purchased and delivered; and the work has been thus far remarkably 
well executed; and when completed—which will be in a few weeks—the 
road w'ill be very serviceable to the public as well as profitable to the State. 

The controversy with the Schuylkill Bank of Philadelphia, growing out 
of the stupendous fraud perpetrated by that institution on the Bank of Ken¬ 
tucky—in which the State is very materially interested—is still undecided. 
A suit in chancery authorized by a special act of the last Pennsylvania Le¬ 
gislature, embracing the whole subject matter in dispute and bringing all the 
oflending parties before the court, is now in vigorous prosecution. I am ad¬ 
vised a speedy and favorable decision, without any doubt, maybe expected. 

Our portion of the proceeds of the public lands under an act of Congress, 
amounting to the sum of $24,731 31, has been received. It is to be re¬ 
gretted that this act, shortly after it went into operation, was repealed, by 
which, as I think, we have, with other States, been deprived of our just 
rights, but 1 trust only for a very short period. 

Congress, at its last session passed “an act for the apportionment of Re¬ 
presentatives among the several States according to the sixth census,” a 
copy of which is transmitted herewith. It will be seen from this act, that 
the number of Representatives to which this State will be entitled in the 
next Congress, is reduced to ten. The duty of laying off the State into that 
number of districts will devolve on the present Legislature. 

Permit me to call your attention to the laws authorizing the collection of 
fines imposed in prosecutions for misdemeanors. I have been informed that 
a recent decision of the Court of Appeals has made the question a doubtful 
one, whether under the existing law's, a defendant committed to jail under 
a writ of capias prqfine, is not entitled to the prison rules, the limits of 
which are co-extensive with the State. It is important the law on this sub¬ 
ject should be made clear and explicit. 
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The new buildings, consisting of the Clerk’s office, tlie Arsenal, Store 
rooms, &c. attached to the Penitentiary, have been handsomely finished, 
and add ver}'^ much to the convenience of the establishment. The institu¬ 
tion is managed in the same commendable manner as heretofore noticed, 
and is, I think, doing exceedingly well. Its discipline appears to be based 
upon principles of benevolence, mixed at the same time with firmness and 
decision. 

Owing to the numerous and constantly increasing obstructions in both the 
great western rivers, Mississippi and Ohio, navigation is rendered extreme¬ 
ly unsafe and hazardous. The immense destruction of life and property 
which is daily occurring in consequence of the shameful and wretched con¬ 
dition of these rivers, is almost beyond credence or endurance. Many, very 
many. Steam Boats, to say nothing of various other trading vessels with 
their valuable cargoes, within the last year have been totally wrecked upon 
these waters. Our citizens have incurred heavy losses in this way, and the 
evil is daily increasing. It is the business, indeed the imperative duty of 
the General Government, to make adequate appropriations to remove the 
obstructions in these National rivers without delay. Formerly, it was at¬ 
tended to, but recently it has been v'ery much neglected. It is true, at the 
last session of Congress by great exertions on the part of our members, a 
small sum was appropriated for this purpose, but it is scarcely enough to pre¬ 
pare for the work. Our stake, in this matter is too deep, too vital, to allow 
us to remain longer silent or inactive. I recommend, therefore, that a me¬ 
morial conveying the opinions, feelings and anxieties of the citizens of our 
State upon this momentous subject be speedily transmitted to Congress. I 
am persuaded if the subject wmre perfectly understood in all its connections 
and aspects, the necessary appropriations could not, and would not, be with¬ 
held. The cause is one of justice and humanity, and calls aloud for imme¬ 
diate action. 

The law creating the office of Second Auditor expires by its own limita¬ 
tion the present session of the Legislature. This department has been con¬ 
ducted with great efficiency, and it gives me pleasure to say, has proved 
most useful to the Commonwealth in every respect. I deem its re-en- 
action highly expedient, if not indispensably necessary, to the interestof the 
State, and therefore recommend it most respectfully to your favorable con¬ 
sideration. In the event the law is re-enacted, I recommend, moreover, the 
duty now in charge of the First Auditor, of calculating the interest and ma¬ 
king the proper endorsement upon the six years State Bonds, when present¬ 
ed by the holders for the payment of interest due thereon, be transferred to 
the Second Auditor. The performance of this duty requires great accuracy 
in calculation, and it is highly important to the State to avoid all mistakes. 
The First Auditor, I am sorry to say, has been in feeble health for a consid- 
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erab'e lengtii of time, and it wonkl, therefore, be quite proper to place this 
branch of business under tlie control of the Second Auditor. 

Tlie annual report of tlie Superintendent of Public Instruction will shortly 
be laid before you, showing in detail the progress of the Common School 
System, the number of school districts established under it, and their present 
condition. 

It will be perceived tl>3 State is in arrears to the organized districts. The 
sum to be sure is not large, but still, immediate provision should be made to 
pay it. The dividends of the Bank of Kentucky, which the Common 
School Commissioners expected to receive, it will be remembered, were ap¬ 
propriated by an act of the last session of tiie Legislature, to the benefit of 
the school at Louisville for educating the Blind. 

It is quite apparent, I think, from the slow progress which is made in the 
establishment of Common Schools, and the fierce opposition with which they 
are met in almost every quarter of the Stale, the existing system is by no 
means generally acceptable to the country. It is no doubt materially defec¬ 
tive, and in its practical bearings in many instances, operates oppressively 
and unjustly upon portions of the community. I recommend, therefore, 
most respectfully, that it be amended, modified or so changed as to remove 
its objectionable features. The whole subject is one of too much moment 
to the present and coming generation to be neglected or abandoned. It can¬ 
not be doubted by any one, at this enlightened period of the world, that a 
wise and a well regulated system of general education, in a free government, 
creates of itself a tower of strengtli both moral, civil and religious. It forms 
a hroad mantle, which covers the poor man’s offspring as well as the rich 
man’s. It protects the fatherless, and provides for the pennyless; imparts 
to them a word of comfort, bids them to be of good cheer, opens the way 
to the highest stations in society, places them upon more just grounds of 
equality tvith those who have been born under better auspices, and holds 
out the encouraging promise, that, though they may be destitute and ob¬ 
scure, they shall not be forgotten by the country. Those who are thus 
cherished and educated are not likely ever to prove traitors to the country, 
either in the ranks of the army, or at the head of the civil department of 
the government, and may frequently turn out to be the most useful and illus¬ 
trious citizens of the Commonwealth. 

Our institutions of learning of the higher order in the State, I am gratified 
to believe, are succeeding admirably well. The Transylvania University 
having recently been re-organized, has opened under the most flattering aus¬ 
pices, and I am happy to say, now' promises to become highly useful and to 
fulfil the expectations of its warmest friends. 

The annual report of the Board of Internal Improvement wdll in a few 
days be submitted to your consideration, to w'hich I beg leave to refer you 
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for information in detail, both as regards the present condition of the public 
works and the expenditures connected with the same. 

From this report it will be perceived that tlie navigation by means of 
slack water upon the Green and Kentucky rivers, both as regards safety, 
certainty and utility, is tested beyond all question, even at the lowest stage 
of water. The Green river works, it afl'ords me great pleasure to say, 
though in their infancy, by means of tolls during this year, have paid into 
the Treasury $1,500, and I un erstand wall in a few days pay a further sum 
of $500. This is certainly a flattering beginning, and the hope is entertain¬ 
ed that they will hereafter yield a handsome income to the State. The 
works on the Kentucky river, including lock and dam No. 5, have been com¬ 
pleted. The water power created by these improvements, to say nothing 
of many other advantages, is deemed of essential value and should be care¬ 
fully guarded. 

The improvements on Licking River, it will be seen from the report, have 
been discontinued. 

It is very manifest that the Turnpike roads, with a few exceptions, are 
not in a flourishing condition, indeed that many of them are badly manag¬ 
ed, and unless the Legislature devise some efficient regulations to enforce 
a more certain and speedy accountability against those who have them in 
charge, the interest of the State will suffer materially. 

The existing laws upon the subject are either defective or very lamely 
executed. Tfie State has incurred enormous expenditures in making these 
improvements, and certainly it is her duty to guard herself against all impo¬ 
sition. The Avhole proceeds derived from the roads, for the year ending the 
10th of December amount only to the sum of $11,978. 

The plan suggested in the report alluded to, of leasing the roads for a 
term of years, taking care to protect the interest of the State, both as to 
repairs and securing the amount stipulated to be paid in the safest manner, 
is a proposition worthy of your serious consideration. The whole subject, 
however, is before you, and I beg you to look into it closely. 

I have heretofore, in two several communications to the Legislature, most 
respectfully admonished them against a further increase of the State debt 
for purposes of Internal Improvement. I now repeat the admonition most 
earnestly and anxiously, but at the same time with all due humility. I do 
not mean to underrate the utility and the value of the public works already 
completed. I am aware, also, our debt, comparatively speaking, is not 
large, and that our resources are great; but still, frankness and duty com¬ 
pel me again to express the opinion, it is both inexpedient and unjust to 
prosecute the scheme further at this time. The State is not in a condition 
to justify a further expenditure. Let us look to the payment of the existing 
debt without turning to the right or to the left. Let us concentrate all our 
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energies and all our means to rid the State of embarrassment, and once more 
place her upon elevated ground. Our constituents are particularly alive to 
the obligations of good faith; they are honest in all their transactions; lofty 
in their bearing, and closely wedded to the Commonwealth, its honor, its 
character and its gloiy. They wish to pay what they owe, and to owe no 
more: they scorn repudiation in every form and shape, and never will, I 
venture to assert, allow it an abiding place in Kentucky. This fact is estab¬ 
lished by the unanimous vote of both Houses of the Legislature, at its last 
session upon this subject. What is the character of a repudiating State 
worth in the estimation of the people of the whole civilized world? Our 
constituents may be hard pressed, but never can be induced voluntarily to 
bring disgrace upon themselves or their posterity. Repudiation and Ken¬ 
tucky are words not made for each other. Our character now stands with¬ 
out blot or stain before the world, and I must say, is worth preserving 
at all hazards. These, I verily believe, are the sentiments and feelings of 
every human being in the State. Let us always maintain that character. 
Let our renowned Commonwealth keep herself covered with a moral 
armour that shall forever remain unpolluted by the vile touch of repudi¬ 
ation. Let her be so upright in all her actions, and so discreet in the man¬ 
agement of her public affairs, that the humblest citizen she may have when 
he crosses the borders of the State, shall feel proud to acknowledge himself 
a Kentuckian. May the day never come when he shall be ashamed to own 
his country. 

In conclusion, allow me to express the ardent and sincere wish that your 
deliberations may be harmonious, and that the fruits of your labors may 
prove highly salutary to the country, and at the same time, to assure you 
that I will cordially and cheerfully co-operate with you in all measures Avhich 
may be adopted for the good of the people of our beloved State.

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AN ACT for the apportionment of Representatives among the several 
States, according to the sixth census. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, J’lial from and after 
the third day of March, one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, the 
House of Representatives sliall be composed of members elected agreeably 
to a ratio of one Representative for every seventy thousand six hundred and 
eighty persons, in each State, and of one additional Representative, for each 
State having a fraction greater than one moiety of the said ratio, computed 
according to tne rules prescribed by the constitution of the!United States; 
That is to say; Within the State of Maine, seven; within the State of New 
Hampshire, four; within the State of Massachusetts, ten; within the vState 
of Rhode Island, two; within the State of Connecticut, four; within the 
State of Vermont, four; within the State of New York, thirty-four; within 
the Slate of New Jersey, five; within the State of Pennsylvania, twenty- 
four; within the State of Delaware, one; within the State of Maryland, 
six; within the State of Virginia, fifteen; within the State of North Caro¬ 
lina, nine; within the State of South Carolina,seven; within the State of 
Georgia, eight; within the State of Alabama, seven; within the State of 
Louisiana, four; within the State of Mississippi, four; within the Slate of 
Tennessee, eleven; wdthin the State of Kentucky, ten; within the State of 
Ohio, twenty-one; within the State of Indiana, ten; within the State of 
Illinois, seven; within the Slate of Missouri, five; Avithin the State of Ar¬ 
kansas, one; and within the State of Michigan, three. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enucted, That in every case Avhere a State is 
entitled to more than one Representative, the number to which each State 
shall be entitled under this apportionment, shall be elected by districts com¬ 
posed of contiguous territory, equal in number to the number of Represen¬ 
tatives to which said State may be entitled, no one district electing more 
than one Representative. 

Approved., June 25, 1S42.

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, be requested to cause a 
copy of this resolution to he sent to each of our Senators and Representa¬ 
tives of this Commonwealth, in order that prompt action may be taken 
thereon. 

Mr. Thomasson moved the following as a substitute for said preamble and 
resolutions, viz: 

Resolved, As the opinion of the House of Representatives, that the repeal 
of the Bankrupt Law would be unwise and unjust; that it is desirable it 
should be amended, so as to limit, or restrict voluntary applications.

Air. Allan moved the following preamble and resolutions, viz : 
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The last session of the Legislature'continued 63 days, during which were 
passed 429 laws and 21 resolutions, at the cost of $72,000. Take the last 
as a fair average of all past sessions in duration, number of laws, resolutions 
and e.tpenditure—then in the half century of the existence of our State, 
our Legislature has been in session 3,150 days, or over eight and a half 
years, and passed 21,450 laws and 1,050 resolutions, at the aggregate cost of 
$3,600,000. 

Excessive legislation is the curse of the American States and Nation. 
Ourliew laws chase the old ones out of existance so fast, that the people are 
forever kept on the inquiry, without ever being able to know what the laws 
are. The present condition of our agriculture, commerce and manufactures, 
shows the fatal effects of instability in onr laws. By the time our citizens 
have embarked their capital and enterprise in any einployment, upon the 
faith of an existing statute, its repeal and their ruin awakens them to their 
folly in placing their faith in unstable legislation. 

But besides the mischief produced by the continual changes in our general 
laws, there is another flagrant evil that is a standing reproach to every ses¬ 
sion—the time consumed in the consideration of divorce cases. 

A divorce is the rescission of a contract and presents a judicial question, 
and as such belongs to the Courts under the partition of governmental 
power in our organic law. But if the Legislature could rightfully resolve 
itself into a Court, one hundred and thirty eight judges would make a tribu¬ 
nal too slow and too expensive, at the rale of over $500 a day, to decide 
private causes. And it is a notorious practice in such causes, for the mem¬ 
bers to listen to ex parte representations out of doors, a practice in which the 
obscure will be always sacrificed by the powerful. 

The custom, at every session, of passing hundreds of local and personal 
acts, calls equally loud for reformation. In a free country, the people ought 
to be governed by general laws; but at the rate we are going on, there is 
danger of every influential man having a separate law passed for his own 
benefit. 

There is great danger that this w'ill be the longest, the most useless, and 
the most expensive session that was ever held in the State. For in addition 
to the subjects generally considered, it devolves on this session to divide the 
State into Congressional districts, always a tedious subject of distressing 
difficulty; and also, in addition to what is usual, we have to consider and 
decide upon the various plans of relief which may be submitted. 

Upon a full view of our past legislation, and of the present distressed con¬ 
dition of our constituents, would it not be wise to determine that all divorce 
and local cases shall be excluded, and our deliberations confined exclusively 
to the general questions in which all of our constituents have a deep in¬ 
terest. 

Now, when the people are oppressed with public and private debts; when 
their markets are closed and they have no vent for the products of their in¬ 
dustry; would it not be wise in the present Legislature to dispatch the pub¬ 
lic business in thirty days, and thereby save, in contrast with the last session, 
the sum of $36,000. 

At a time when the property of our constituents is daily sacrificed for 
almost nothing, would it not be wise to show our sympathy with their suf¬ 
ferings by reducing our own wages to two dollars per day, and thereby save, 
in contrast with the last session, the sum of $10,000. 
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And as it has now become evident that renewed efforts of industry and 
economy are necessary to restore private as weil as public prosperity, would 
it not be wise for law makers to set the example, by determining to make 
their daily sessions twice as long as has been usual, so as to render it certain 
that the whole length of the session may be curtailed one half; Therefore, 

Resolved, That in the present condition of our country, it is expedient to 
confine the attention of legislation exclusively to the general questions in 
which the people at large have a common interest. 

Resolved, That the wages of the members of the General Assembly ought 
to be reduced to two dollars per day, and that this session ought to close in 
thirty days; and to affect that object, 

Resolved, That during the present session, this House will meet at 9 
o’clock in the morning, and continue in session until half past one, and then 
have a recess until three, and then continue in session until nine o’clock at 
night. 

On motion of Mr. Allan, 

Ordered, That said preamble and resolutions lie on the table for the pre¬ 
sent. 

On motion of Mr. Thomasson, 

Resolved, That Jacob Elliott be permitted to occupy a seat in this House 
to report its proceedings for the Register. 

Mr. Ke}"^ moved the following resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That the committee on Banks be directed to enquire into the 
propriety of authorizing the Banks of this State to issue and circulate, until 
otherwise directed by law, notes of a smaller denomination than five dollars; 
and that they report by bill or otherwise. 

Which being twice read was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. R. M. Johnson, 

Resolved, That Joseph Gray, Sergeant-at-Arms, be authorized to avail 
himself of the services of his son, James Gray, to assist him in discharging 
the duties of his office. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved the following resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That the Superintendent of Public Instruction be requested to 
report, forthwith, to this house, how many School Districts, if any there are, 
which have not received their proportion of the School Fund required by 
law to be paid to them; in what counties such districts are situated ; how 
many instalments are due to them, and the amount of such instalments, 
and when they were respectively due and should have been paid according 
to law, and for what reasons defalcations in the payments have been made. 

Which being twice read was adopted.

Whereas, the practice of dissolving the marriage contract by Legislative 
enactment, has become a source of much evil, being as well attended with 
great expense, as pernicious to the morals of the country; and whereas, 
doubts exist whether the power to grant divorces is not vested, exclusively, 
in another department of this Government—Therefore, 
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Resolved, That all petitions for divorce be received, referred to the coni- 
miiteeon Religion, with instructions to re[)ort unl'avorable tliereto. 

Mr. Weir then moved the following as a substitute for the preamble and 
resolution proposed by Mr. M’Kee, viz; 

Whereas, the practice of dissolving the marriage contract, by Legislative 
enactment, has increased to an alarming extent, and has become a moral and 
political evil worthy of the serious attention of this Legislature; and 
whereas, a remedy has been provided in the judicial tribunals of the State, 
where the testimony upon both sides can be heard, and equal justice meted 
out to tlie weak and the strong—Therefore, 

Resolved, That the committee on Religion be directed to report unfavora¬ 
bly, in every case where the cause or causes set forth in the petition for a 
divorce, (either jointly or.seperately,) if proven, would give jurisdiction to the 
judicial tribunals of the State. 

Mr. Lewis then moved to lay said preamble and resolutions and substi¬ 
tute on the table for the present. 

And the question being taken thereon, it was decided in the negative.

A message was received from the Senate, announcing that they had 
adopted a resolution fixing on a day for the election of a Senator in Con¬ 
gress. 

The House again resumed the consideration of the preamble and resolu¬ 
tions proposed by Mr. Renfro. 

Mr. Smith withdrew his substitute proposed on yesterday. 

Mr. Smith then proposed the following as a substitute for said preamble 
and resolutions, viz: 

Whereas, In 1815, Major General Andrew Jackson, while in command 
of the military division including the city of New Orleans, the district Judge 
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of the United States Circuit imposed a fine upon him of one thousand dol¬ 
lars and costs, which he paid to the competent authority; And whereas. 
Some of the States of this Union, by their Legislatures, have passed resolu¬ 
tions expressive of their desire that the same, and with interest, should be re¬ 
funded, the members of this Legislature are unwilling to withhold their assent, 
and they believe it would meet the approbation of the freemen of this Com¬ 
monwealth; but at the same time, not being fully advised of all the facts 
that led to the infliction of the fine, they are unwilling to express any opin¬ 
ion, and desire that none should be inferred, touching the correctness of the 
decision of the court; yet, under the trying and embarrassing difficulties 
with which he was surrounded, and believing that his measures upon that 
great crisis were adopted from the purest motives of patriotism and a devo¬ 
tional love of country—Therefore, 

Be it resolved. That it is the opinion of the General Assembly of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, that Congress provide by law to refund to Major 
General Andrew Jackson, the amount of the fine and costs, with Interest, 
imposed by the district Judge of the United States at New Orleans, in 1815, 
while in command of that military division. 

Resolved, That Governor Letcher transmit to each of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress copies of the above. 

Mr. Renfro accepted of said substitute. 

Mr. Allan then proposed the following proviso to the first resolution, viz : 

Provided, It be distinctly stated in the preamble of said act, that the Con¬ 
gress of the United States, in the passage thereof, do not intend to be un¬ 
derstood as maintaining that General Jackson had any rightful authority to 
place New Orleans under martial law, or that he was justified in the impris¬ 
onment of Louallier, Judge Hall, Mr. Dick or Judge Lewis, or that the judg¬ 
ment of the court, is imposing the fine on the General, was not perfectly 
right. 

And after some discussion had thereon. 

The House adjourned.

ucation of the Blind, be paid to the Board of Trustees of said Institution, as 
provided by the second section of the act establishing the same, approved 
February 5, 1842. 

Sec. 3. That the School Commissioners in the several counties, who have 
received portions of the School Fund, pay the same into the Treasurj', and 
the same be carried to the credit of the Sinking Fund: Provided, This act 
shall not apply to any School Fund in any of the counties in this Common¬ 
wealth derived from any source other than the Common School Fund.

The rule of the House, constitutional provision and second reading of said 
bill having been dispensed vs'ith, it was referred to the committee on the 
Sinking Fund. 

Mr. French, from the committee who were appointed to prepare and bring 
in the same, reported a bill for the protection of the sheep of this Common¬ 
wealth—which was read the first time, and ordered to be read a second time. 

The rule of the House, constitutional provision and second reading of said 
bill having been dispensed with. 

The said bill was then amended. 

The said bill, as amended, reads as follows, viz; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hxj the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky That the several County Courts in this Commonwealth be, and 
they are hereby, authorized, at any time when there shall be a majority 
present at any County Court, to levy a tax on each and every dog in their 
respective counties, (the True Hound, Terrier, Pointer, Setter, and Bull 
excepted) which may belong to the head of any family, his servant, laborer, 
or child under the age of twenty one, of any sum not less than one, nor more 
than two dollars and fifty cents per head, to be collected in the same man¬ 
ner as county levies and revenue tax by the Sheriffs and under Sheriffs of 
each county; and ten per centum on the amount so collected, shall be the 
compensation of the said Sheriff or under Sheriff, collecting the same. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of each Sheriff, 
after the assessment may be made by the County Court, to have a book in 
which he shall place the name of each person surrendering a list of his dogs, 
in which the number of dogs shall be listed, together with the amount col¬ 
lected of each individual, and return the same, on oath, to the County 
Court. 
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Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the Sheriff to 
demand of each head of family, or single person paying tax, to make out 
such list on oath, which oath shall be administered by the Sheriff, as follows: 
Youdo solemnly swear, that you have rendered to me a list of dogs on your 
place, either belonging to yourself, your servant or servants, laborer, or child 
under twenty one years, to the best of your knowledge and belief—so help 
you God. And on refusal of any person to take such oath, the Sheriff shall 
return his name to the County Court, and thereupon a summons shall issue 
against such person so failing to show cause for such delinquency. Upon a 
return of such process served on the defendant, the court shall proceed to 
levy a fine against said delinquent, not exceeding five dollars, unless said de¬ 
linquent shall render to the court a satisfactory excuse for the same. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Sheriffs shall account to their 
several County Courts for all sums so collected, at their respective Courts of 
Claims. It shall then be the duty of the County Court to set apart a day, or 
days of fairs, for the exhibition of cloths of various descriptions manufactured 
from wool, and shall distribute the money so collected, in premiums to those 
who may exhibit at such fairs, the cloth or cloths manufactured in their own 
families; and may distribute the said sums in as many classes of premiums 
for each description of cloth, as may to them seem right; and may make such 
rules in regard to determining to whom such premiums belong, as they may 
think proper. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That any person owning a hound, or 
hounds, or any other description of dog, shall cause to be placed around his 
neck a collar of leather, or brass, with the name of the owner inscribed 
thereon; and for a failure to collar his or her dog, or dogs, the owner may 
be fined by any Justice of the Peace the sum of one dollar, to be recovered 
by warrant on application of the informer; the money to be collected and 
appropriated as aforesaid. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the owner of any sheep that may be 
killed, or worried by any dog, or dogs, shall have their right of action 
against the owner of the dog, or dogs, for five dollars for each sheep so killed 
or worried, to be recovered by warrant of trespass, before a Justice of the 
Peace; if the sum warranted for be less than fifty dollars ; if for more, an 
action of trespass, vi et armis, may be brought in the Circuit Court. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That each Sheriff, or under Sheriff, failing 
to demand such list, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars and fifty 
cents, to be recovered by warrant, upon the application of any informer, be¬ 
fore a Justice of the Peace; and all Justices shall render a list of such fines 
assessed before them; and the officer, or officers, making any collection of 
tax or fines under the provisions of this act, shall be ruled by the County 
Court, to show cause why judgment shall not be rendered against them for 
failure to make such payment; and, upon the hearing of such rule, the court 
may render judgment for the amount collected, and may demand the officer 
to respond, on oath, as to the amount he has so collected. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That all honafide housekeepers, be entitled 
to keep two dogs, without paying tax for the same. 

Mr. Bondurant then moved to lay said bill, as amended, on the table until 
the first day of June next.

13. Mr. Lykins presented the remonstrance of sundry citizens of Law¬ 
rence county, against the establishment of a new county out of parts of said 
county and the counties of Floyd and Morgan. 

14. Mr. A. Buckner pi'esented the petition of sundry citizens of the coun¬ 
ties of Barren, Hart, Green and Adair, praying the establishment of anew 
county. 

15. Mr. Lykins presented the remonstrance of sundry citizens of Floyd 
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county, against the establishment of a new county out of parts of said coun¬ 
ty and tlie counties of Morgan and Lawz'ence. 

16. Mr. Key presented the petition of sundry citizens of Mason county, 
praying tlie removal of the second gate on the Maysville and Flemingsburg 
turnpike road. 

17. Also, the remonstrance of sundry citizens of Mason county, against the 
removal of said gate. 

18. Mr. Cecil presented the petition of Henry C. Harris, guardian of the 
infant heirs of Ambrose Jarrell, dec’d, praying the passage of a law correct¬ 
ing an error in a land patent. 

Which petitions, memorials and remonstrances were severally received, the 
reading thereof dispensed with, and referred—the 1st, 2d, 7th, 9th, 10th 
and ISth to the committee for Courts of Justice ; the 3d, to the committee 
on Agriculture and Manufactures; the 4th, 11th, 12th, 16th and 17th to 
the committee on Internal Improvement; the 5th, 13th, 14th and 15th to 
the committee on Propositions and Grievances, and the 6th and 8th to the 
committee on Religion. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Morehead, Campbell, Ballard, D. B. John¬ 
son, Tibbatts, Key, Collins and W. C. Marshall the committee on the me¬ 
morial of certain citizens of Cincinnati, on the subject of the navigation of 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 

On motion, 

Mr. Allan was excused from serving on the committee on Internal Im¬ 
provement, and, also, on the committee appointed to visit the Transylvania 
University and Lunatic Asylum. 

Ordered, That Mr. Buford be appointed, in the place of Mr. Allan, to visit 
Transylvania University and Lunatic Asylum. 

The Speaker laid before the House a communication from the President 
of the Board of Internal Improvement, which is as follows, viz: 

Sir: In obedience to a resolution of the House of Representatives, of the 
14th inst., the Board of Internal Improvement respectfully ask leave to rep¬ 
resent : That the lock keepers upon the Kentucky river navigation will re¬ 
ceive at the rate of ^250 each, for the present year, commencing on the 1st 
of this month. Provision should be made for building a house, and for fen¬ 
cing the ground, at each lock on this stream, for the use of the lock keeper, 
to cost about $400, making, for the five locks, - - $2,000 00 

To which add the salaries of five lock keepers, - - 1,250 00 

$3,250 00 

The expense of making the ordinary repairs to the locks and dams, over and 
above what may be done by the lock keeper, will vary from two or three 
hundred to two or three thousand dollars per annum—depending upon the 
damage done to the dams during the winter and spring floods, the quantity 
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of sand and mud which may be deposited below and above the locks, and 
the logs and drift requiring to be moved from their lodgments in the pools, 
which may be estimated to cost for each lock and dam $1,000—in all, for 
five locks, $5,000 00 

It is believed that considerable labor will be required at dam No. 

1, next summer, and that the extra cost for gravelling, over 
and above the sum above mentioned, may be estimated at 2,000 00 
Add for gate keepers’ pay, and for building houses, &:c. as before 

stated, 3,250 00 


Total,.$10,250 00 


This may not be all required, but it should be placed at the disposal of the 
State authorities, in order that it may be available in case of need. 

No accurate estimate can be made of the amount of tolls received during 
the present year. As stated in the annual report of the Board, it remains 
for time and experience to determine this question. The amount, however, 
may be set down at from five to nine thousand dollars, which will fall short 
of the sum, as above stated, for repairing, for lock keepers’ salaries, &c. 
According to this calculation, it will be seen that nothing is expected to be 
derived from the use of this navigation for the benefit of the Sinking Fund, 
and that no surplus fund is expected to be derived from that source for the 
re-construction of cribs, or of other decaying works of the dams, when 
needed. 

The foregoing views are given upon the hypothesis that the claims of the 
contractors had been paid oft' on a final settlement of their accounts, which 
it is known has not been done. 

Lock houses are required to be built at locks No. 1 on Barren, and No. 2 
on Green river. They will cost, with the fencing, about $400 each. 

Five lock keepers upon this river will require to be paid the same amount 
as upon the Kentucky river. The works at No. 1 on the Barren, and No. 2 
on the Green river, are not yet finished. It is the opinion of the Board that 
considerable expense will have to be incurred before the dam upon the Bar¬ 
ren river can be considered permanently secure. 

When the contracts upon this line of navigation shall be completed and 
paid for, the sum required to repair, and pay lock keepers, will probably be 
about the same as that above stated, for the Kentucky river; providing in 
like manner for additional expenses that may be incurred by any extraor¬ 
dinary damages.

To the honorable, the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

The undersigned, your petitioners, citizens of Christian county, beg leave 
to state to your honorable body, that, as much time has been already taken 
up, and large amounts of money expended by Congress, both at its last and 
present session, about the manner and the language to be adopted in refund¬ 
ing to General Jackson the amount of the fine imposed on him, twentt' eight 
years ago, for imprisoning Judge Hall, under martial law, in New Orleans ; 
and as the same subject seems to have been taken up by several of the State 
Legislatures, which must also be attended with expenditures of large 
amounts of the people’s money, by the time so occupied by those honorable 
bodies, when it is notoriously known, as a matter of the history of the times, 
that some of the States are unable to meet their own liabilities; and as your 
petitioners are aware that the office of President of the United States, has 
heretofore, rather impaired than improved the fortunes of its incumbents, 
they presume that the prompt appropriation of the amount of the said fine, 
would be quite agreeable to General Jackson, at this time; much more so, 
they think they have reason to suppose, than at any former period, as the 
application is now made to a Congress, in which his political opponents have 
the majority, when it could, heretofore, have been made to a Congress whose 
majority was composed of his own friends; and as your honorable body has 
already had the subject under mature consideration, your petitioners pray 
that an act may be passed by the General Assembly of Kentucky, to pay 
the amount of the said fine, with interest, to General Jackson, by this State, 
out of the money received by her on the first instalment of her proportion 
of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, or out of any other fund 
that the Legislature may designate and set apart for that purpose. 

Your petitioners believe that hundreds of thousands of dollars have al¬ 
ready been wasted in Congress, and the several State Legislatures, in the 
discussion of this most important subject; and unless something shall be 
done to divert it, thousands more will be spent in like manner, and General 
Jackson may ultimately die before he gets the money. If General Jackson 
did, not truly want the money, at this crisis of general pecuniary embar¬ 
rassment, it seems to your petitioners, knowing his character as they do, that 
he would disdain the idea of the application being made to a Congress, the 
majority of which is composed of his political opponents, when it is also 
remembered, that for many years past. Congress was composed of a large 
majority of his own friends, to whom no such application was made. Your 
petitioners believe, by your honorable body making the appropriation to 
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him, out of the State’s portion of the proceeds of the sales of tlie public 
lands, that have been received, or some other fund, that a large amount will 
be saved, both to the Nation and the States, and that it will be a substantial 
act of gi'atitude and munificence, for the old hero’s militaiy services, that 
may render his last days comparatively easy and independent. It would 
be the brightest page on Kentucky’s most glorious histoiy,that while Congress 
was debating about forms of etiquette, and the phraseology of the bill by 
Avhich the appropriation should be made, for fear of offending Gen. Jackson’s 
delicacy, and Avhile other State Legislatures are wasting their time and mo¬ 
ney in passing resolutions about it, and instructing their Senators and re¬ 
questing their Representatives, that she magnanimously made the appropria¬ 
tion herself, and relieved both General Jackson and the country.

Mr. Thomasson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, re¬ 
ported a bill to establish the county of Mills—which was read the first time. 

The question was then put—Shall the bill be read a second time? 

And after some discussion had thereon, the hour of 12 o’clock arrived, 
when the House proceeded to the orders of the day. 

The House then took up for consideration the bill to amend the execution 
laws, and the amendments proposed as a substitute by the committee of the 
whole. 

The said amendment reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That all real and personal estate, equitable interests, and choses 
in action, taken under execution, attachment, or distress, or which may be 
subjected to sale by order or decree of a Court in Chancery, before any sale 
thereof shall be made, by any Sheriff, Coroner, Constable, Commissioner, or 
other officer, shall be first appraised after the manner prescribed for the ap¬ 
praisement of land by the 27th section of the act, entitled, “an act to reduce 
into one the execution laws of this State,” approved February 12, 1828, 
and no sale thereof shall be made unless the same shall bring two thirds of 
its appraised value; and any sale made without such appraisement, or with¬ 
out the property shall bring two thirds of its appraised value, shall be abso¬ 
lutely void, and shall pass no right, title or interest to the purchaser; and if 
any attempt to sell personal property shall prove unsuccessful, the officer 
shall return the same to the possession of the defendant in all cases whatever 
of execution, attachment, or distress, upon his executing a forthcoming bond, 
with security, as is now provided for by law. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That property mortgaged, or conveyed in 
trust, shall not be sold by any officer or Commissioner for less than two thirds 
of its appraised value, to be ascertained in like manner as is above prescrib¬ 
ed, and any sale of mortgaged or trust property, made by any officer or 
20 
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Commissioner, without such appraisement, or without the property shall 
bring two thirds of its appraised value, shall be absolutely void, and shall 
pass no right, title or interest to the purchaser; that when an unsuccessful 
attempt to sell personal property shall have been made, the plaintiff shall 
have the right, upon the execution being returned to the proper office, to 
cause a new execution to be issued, which he may cause to be levied upon 
any personal property of the defendant, to be designated to the officer by 
the plaintiff, and the same may be sold as is above provided for; but upon 
the issuing of such new execution, the property levied on by virtue of the 
first execution, shall be ipso facto released from all lien in favor of such first 
execution: And provided further. That the appraisers acting under this act 
shall not be entitled to any compensation for their services. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That when there shall be several execu¬ 
tions (on debts iona fide due and owing by the same defendant or defen¬ 
dants,) and the defendant or defendants may not have property sufficient to 
pay all his or their debts, neither execution creditor shall have any prefer¬ 
ence over the others, but all moneys arising from any sale, shall be divided, 
pro rata, among the several execution creditors, whose executions may be 
in the hands of the officer or officers, and present on the day of sale or sales. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That all laws now in force, which would 
authorize the institution of any suit or motion against any public officer or 
Commissioner, who shall fail or refuse to make sale, under law or pretended 
law, other than this act, are to that extent hereby repealed and declared in¬ 
operative; and any officer or Commissioner, who shall make any sale contra¬ 
ry 1o the provisions of this act, under any law or pretended law, proposed 
by this act to be repealed, shall be liable to the owner or owners of the prop¬ 
erty sold, in an amount, in damages, equal to the value of the property sold, 
to be recovered in an action on the case, in any court of competent juris¬ 
diction in this Commonwealth.

1. Mr. Todd presented the petition of sundry citizens of the city of 
Natchez, in the State of Mississippi, praying that the Rev’d Samuel Nelson, 
a lunatic, be permitted to remain in the Lunatic Asylum, at Lexington, as 
a charge upon this State.

declare in an audible voice—“You do solemnly swear, on the Holy Evangel¬ 
ists of Almighty God, (or on the Law and the Prophets of Almighty God, if 
the person be a Jew,) that the evidence you shall give, &c., shall be the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, as you shall answer at the 
last judgment, so help you God and then the witness, or deponent, 
shall distinctly say, “I do,” and shall kiss the book; and in all the courts in 
this Commonwealth a Bible shall be kept by the Clerk. 

Sec. 2. Witnesses and deponents wffio may be conscienciously opposed 
to taking an oath, shall declare, with the right hand uplifted, that they “do 
affirm before the presence of Almighty God, that the evidence they shall 
give, &c., shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, as 
they shall answer at the last judgment.” 

Sec. 3. If any one about to testify shall object to the manner of the oath, 
or affirmation, herein prescribed, because the same is not consistent with his 
or her conscience, he or she shall so declare, and shall state what mode will 
be most consistent with his or her conscience; but such mode shall contain 
a most solemn appeal to God, and then the oath or affirmation shall be ad¬ 
ministered in such manner. 

Sec. 4. If an oath to a witness or deponent shall be administered in any 
other manner than is herein prescribed, it shall be deemed valid, as hereto¬ 
fore; but the officer administering the same shall be liable to a line of ten 
dollars, to be recovered before any Justice of the Peace on a w'arrant for 
debt in the name of the Commonwealth, or any person suing for the same, 
or on the presentment of a grand jury. 

Sec. 5. Every deponent shall be sworn before his or her deposition shall 
be written down. 

Sec. 6. The penal part of this act shall not take effect until the first day 
of June next. 

Mr. Thomasson then moved to amend said bill, by adding after the w'ord 
“Jew,” wherever it occurs in said bill, the word “Friend.” 

Mr. Abell then moved to lay said bill and amendment on the table until 
the first day of June next.

A mes.sage was received from the Senate, announcing the passage of bills 
from this House of the following titles, viz:

6. Mr. Wilkins presented the remonstrance of sundry citizens of Hardin 
county, against being included in the proposed county of Larue. 

Which petitions and remonstrance were received, the reading thereof 
dispensed with, and referred, (except the Glh, which was laid on the table,) 
the 1st, 2d and 5th to the committee for Courts of Justice; the 3d to the 
committee of Propositions and Grievances, and the 4th to the committee on 
Religion.

The Speaker laid before the House the response of the Board of Internal 
Improvement, to the resolution of this House in relation to the Crab Or¬ 
chard and Cumberland Gap turnpike road, which is as follows, viz: 

Office or the Board of Internal Improvement, ) 
Frankfort, January 31, 1843. ) 

In answer to a resolution of the House of Representatives of the 2Sth 
inst. the Board of Internal Improvement beg leave, respectfully to state, 
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That ill tlieyear 1839, contracts were entered into by the Crab Orchard 
and Cumberland Gap Tui-npike road Company, for improving various parts 
of the road under their control. (See appendix II. R. Journal, 1839-40, 
page 305-308.) Some of the contractors commenced and progressed witli 
their work, until they had, as they said, claims upon the Company ainounl- 
inw to twenty five hundred or three thousand dollars. The Board refused 
to ratify these contracts. 

Early in the season of 1842, the Board determined to pay whatever was 
justly due the contractors, and to expend such additional sum, as would ren¬ 
der available some of the worst hills already worked upon. 

On the 17th March, 1842, they directed one thousand dollars to be hand¬ 
ed to W. H. Kirtley ,Esq., who presented papers signed by Parsons, Har- 
rel, Wilson and Prather, agreeing to take, at par, the bonds of the State for 
whatever might be due them—he, Kirtley, promising to disburse the same, 
and return proper vouchers for the same to the Board, &c., has since for¬ 
warded receipts from the following named persons, viz: 

John Prather,receipt dated 29th March, 1842, for $170 17 
B. Wilson,forGeo.Brown,receiptdated 27thMay, 

1842,. 40 00 

Parsons & Harrell, receipt dated 5th June, 1842, 355 81 

- $565 98 

The Board have also paid Paulette, for Parsons, &c. 344 00 

Also same, for George Brown, ... 60 00 

Also J. Wilson the sum of ... SOO 00 


There is yet in the hands of W. H. Kirtley, 


. During the past summer, the Board sent an agent to contract for the fin¬ 
ishing of the Dick’s river and Mount Vernon Hills. The agent pointed out 
the work to be done, and informed the people that he tvas ready to receive 
proposals for doing the wmrk. There were several bidders for each. Those 
upon the Dick’s river Hill varied from $780 to $1,300. They were all re¬ 
jected, and R. Langford engaged to hire hands and superintend the work. 
It has cost $502 881. The bids upon the Mount Vernon Hill varied from 
$1,800 to $2,500. These were also rejected, and Charles Colyer engaged 
to hire hands and superintend the work. He was subsequently directed to 
build a bridge across a small stream in or near Mount Vernon. The Board 
placed in the hands of James Terrill, Esq., $1,700 to pay for this work. His 
report shows that he has paid the orders ofLangford, amounting to $502 S 82 , 
being, as the Board understood, the entire cost of improving the Dick’s river 
Hill. He has paid the orders of Colyer to the amount of $1,184 85i, and 
the Board have understood from Mr. Colyer, that there is some four or five 
hundred dollars yet due to persons employed by him ; but his accounts have 
not'been presented in such a shape as to enable the Board to settle with him. 

No report has been received from the local board, the past year.

The Speaker laid before the House the report of the Agent of the Old 
Bank of Kentucky, which is as follows, viz; 

Old Bank or Kentucky, ) 
January 'ilth 1843.^ 

Sir: 

Having been appointed Agent in 1836, for the purpose of closing the con¬ 
cerns of this Institution, the following statement is herewith made for the 
information of the Legislature; 

Debts now due the Institution, $285,190 77; of this sum not more than 
$7 or 8,000 will probably be collected—the balance may be considered as 
lost. 

The nominal amount of real estate is $186,264 71. The value of that 
now remaining is about $2,000—the remainder has been the loss sustained 
upon property purchased and received in payment of debts, and heretofore 
sold. 

Notes now in circulation $30,431. It is probable that not more than $30 
will ever be presented for payment, $35 only having been redeemed within 
the last two years. 

Since my appointment as Agent, I have paid into the Treasury upon the 
States’ stock, the sum of $28,618 50, and will pay the present year, and 
in time to meet the interest on the public debt, the further sum of $4,000. 

At the session of 1S34-5, the President and Cashier, then in office, made 
an estimate for the use of the committee of the Senate, of the probable 
amount which would ultimately be received by the State. I have already 
exceeded that estimate by $8,653 50. The State will therefore receive more 
than $12,000 over the estimated value of lier stock in 1835. 

Within the last two years, I have found it difficult to make collections 
without producing great distress, and have, in some cases, purchased real 
estate under execution, subject to redemption. My collections for the last 
year only amount to about $2,000. 

There are five or six contested suits now depending, which I expected to 
have closed during the last year, either by compromise or judgment, but 
was not able to succeed. They will receive all necessary attention the 
present year. 

The expenses of the Institution, exclusive of my commissions for collec¬ 
tion, and which is the only compensation received, will be less than $200 
per annum.

Mr. Hogan presented the remonstrance of sundry citizens of Grant coun¬ 
ty, against adding a part of said county to the county of Gallatin—which 
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was received, the reading thereof dispensed with, and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on Propositions and Grievances. 

The House resumed the consideration of the bill for the benefit of bona 
fide occupants of lands. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz; 

Sec. 1. .Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That if any occupant of land within this Commonwealth has, or 
shall have been in the peaceable possession thereof, claiming the same 
bona fide as his own land, by written contract or deed, (without any other 
title) for and during the period of seven years, and another claiii.ant shall 
obtain the decision of any court for the recovery of the possession thereof, 
the defendant shall not be evicted until payment is made to him for all valu¬ 
able and lasting improvements made by him upon the premises recovered, 
or by any other person or persons under whom he claims, to be ascertained 
after the manner prescribed by the act, entitled, “an act to amend an act, 
entitled, an act to revive and amend the champerty and maintainance law, 
and more effectually to secure the bona occupants of land within this 
Commonwealth,” approved January 12th, 1825. And judgment or decree 
shall be entered therefor, and execution may issue accordingly ; and the de¬ 
fendant shall have a lien upon the land recovered, until he is paid the value 
of his improvements aforesaid: Provided, Thatawewire facias shall notissue 
in any case, unless the defendant shall file in the Clerk’s office of the court 
in which the decision may have been had, an affidavit to be made before a 
Justice of the Peace, that he, or he and those under whom he claims, have 
held in good faith a continued possession of the land recovered, for seven 
years prior to the institution of the suit. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted. That no ejectment or other action shall 
be maintained to recover the possession of land, unless the claimant, if re¬ 
quired by the defendant, shall make affidavit in writing, and file the same 
in court, that he or they have not employed any person or persons to insti¬ 
tute, prosecute, maintain or carry on the said suit, for any part or parts of 
the lands, or of the proceeds thereof, subject to be recovered, nor for any 
part of the proceeds on any compromise made, or to be made, with any oc¬ 
cupant or occupants, as a compensation for his or their services or agency; 
and if required by the defendant, the claimant or claimants shall produce 
satisfactory evidence under a rule of the court in Avhich the suit may be de¬ 
pending, that the taxes upon the land subject to be recovered, have been by 
him or them paid up to the period of the institution of the suit, and on his 
or their failure to produce such evidence, the suit shall be dismissed. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That after judgment in ejectment, it shall 
be lawful for any defendant or defendants, or any tenant or tenants in pos¬ 
session, to file a bill in chancery, setting forth that the claimant or claimants 
have no title to the land in equity, but that the title in equity is in some oth¬ 
er person or persons; setting forth in the bill the name or names of such 
person or persons holding the equity, and also charging that the ejectment 
has been prosecuted without the knowledge or consent of the holders of the 
equitable title, who shall also be made defendants to the bill; upon which 
bill, verified by affidavit, the court shall grant an injunction, staying 
further proceedings upon the judgment in ejectment until the final hearing 
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of the cause. And if, upon a final hearing, the facts set forth in the bill shall 
be sustained by proof or admission, or the defendants suffer the bill to be ta¬ 
ken for confessed, then the court shall perpetuate the injunction, and render 
such further decree as shall be necessary to quiet the possession of the occu¬ 
pant: Provided, That this act shall not apply to any case where suit is now 
depending, or in which judgment has been recovered. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved to amend said bill, in the first section, by adding af¬ 
ter the word “deed,” the following, viz: 

“From and under any person claiming title by deed recorded in the Clerk’s 
office of the county in which the land lies, or in the Clerk’s office of the 
Court of Appeals, or General Court.” 

And the question being taken on the adoption thereof, it was decided in 
the affirmative. 

Mr. Campbell then moved to amend said bill by adding to the first section 
the following proviso, viz: 

And provided further. That the provisions of the first section of this act 
shall not apply to any occupant who shall not have been in the adverse pos¬ 
session of the land seven years, next preceding any suit instituted against 
any such occupant for the recovery of the land, or the possession thereof, 
from such occupant, nor to any occupant who may have, at any time, en¬ 
tered under or taken a lease, or who may have rented, or who may have, at 
any time, resided on the land by the permission of the person or persons 
claiming the land, or of any person or persons under whom such claimant 
or claimants, who may seek to dispossess such occupant, derives title.

Mr. T. Marshall then reported said bill and substitute to tiie House. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Ccmmonwealth of Kentucky, 
That all laws prohibiting the importation of slaves, except for the purposes 
of merchandize, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

The substitute reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, That from and after the passage of this act, that the citizens 
of this Commonwealth shall be previleged to import into this State, 
from any one of the other States, any slave or slaves tor his or her own use : 
Provided, That the person or persons so importing said slaves, shall, within 
sixty days after said importation, make oath before the Clerk of the County 
Court into which said slave or slaves are so imported, that the said slave or 
slaves were imported for his or her own private use, and not as merchandize 
or speculation; and shall also make out a list of said slave or slaves, in which 
said list the person or persons so importing, shall give the name, age, color 
and sex of each and every such slave; a copy of which list and affidavit shall 
be recorded by said Clerk, in the County Court Clerk’-s office of said county 
wherein said slave may have been imported, who shall receive as a fee for 
recording said oath and list, twenty five cents for each slave embraced there¬ 
in : And ■provided further, That the person or persons, so importing said 
slave or slaves, shall not sell said slaves, or any one of them, in the State of 
Kentucky, within three years after the importation of said slaves, and after 
he shall have taken the oath as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted. That if any person shall sell within this 
Commonwealth, any such slave or slaves, so imported as aforesaid, within 
the said term of three years, or shall make any contract during said term 
for the sale of said slave; or shall hire out said slave or slaves for a term of 
years, with the intent to evade this act, or shall use any device whatever to 
evade said act, by hiring, sale or otherwise; that the person or persons so 
acting, shall, for each and ever}' offence, be subject to all the penalties de¬ 
nounced by the act of 1833, prohibiting the importation of slaves into this 
Commonwealth. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That if any person shall falsely take the 
abov'e oath, that the said person or persons, upon the proof of his guilt, or 
upon proof that he or she imported said slave or slaves as merchandize, and 
not for his or her own use, that the person or persons so falsely swearing, 
shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and shall be subject to indictment, and 
upon the proof thereof, shall undergo confinement in the jail and peniten¬ 
tiary of this State for the term of two years. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That so much of all and every act, or part 
of act, as comes within the purview of this act, be, and the same is hereby, 
repealed.

IN SENATE. 

The committee on the State of the Republic, to whom was referred the 
preamble and resolutions of the State of Kentucky against the doctrine of 
repudiation of State debts, cannot suffer the occasion to pass without ex¬ 
pressing our entire acquiescence in those resolutions, and their decided ab¬ 
horrence of the odious doctrine of repudiation as immoral and subversive 
of the very foundation of civilized society. If the Constitution of the Uni¬ 
ted States has closed the doors of the Courts of Justice against creditors of 
the several States, the obligation to meet all our engagements, becomes the 
stronger and more binding. We have placed this barrier beyond which the 
creditor cannot pass; and to avail ourselves of it, to defeat the claims of others, 
is alike unjust and dishonest. Nor is the case at all changed, or tlie obligation 
lessened, if the borrowed money has been misapplied, and the State de¬ 
frauded and deceived by its own agents. The State was in fault in appoint¬ 
ing unfit or dishonest agents, and it should bear the consequences. 

It is a beautiful feature in our government, and strongly illustrative of 
that high-toned moral feeling which characterized the Fathers of the Revo¬ 
lution; that so far from repudiating their debts, they incorporated the obli¬ 
gation to pay into the very charter of our national existence. Tliis spirit 
should animate their descendants. 

Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Georgia, That they view' with horror, this novel and dislionest 
doctrine of repudiation, as a stain upon the escutcheon of this country, and 
can never recognize its validity. 

Be it further resolved, That there is a moral obligation upon every Gov¬ 
ernment to discharge its pecuniary obligations, and any State refusing to do 
so, or to provide the means of payment, is false to the principles of common 
honesty and an enlightened civilization, and is unworthy of the confidence 
of its sister States. 

Be it further resolved, That whilst we entertain these opinions, we would 
embrace this opportunity in advance, to express our unqualified disapproba¬ 
tion of any assumption of State debts by the General Government, and to 
enter our solemn protest against the same, as unjust and unequal; a dan¬ 
gerous usurpation of power, and a violation of the spirit of the Federal 
Compact.

1o forward copies of the above preamble and resolutions to the President ot 
the United States, and to the Governors of the several States of this Con¬ 
federacy.

IN SENATE, 


The committee on the State of the Republic, to whom was referred the 
various resolutions from other States, beg leave to report: 

That among the resolutions transmitted by his Excellency, the Governor, 
are certain resolves of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, against the im¬ 
prisonment of free negroes, under the laws of those States which forbid the 
ingress of such persons within their borders. 

Your committee would have passed by these resolutions, unnoticed, as 
the sickly elfusions of a wdid and reckless fanaticism, had they not pronounc¬ 
ed such a law a gross violation of the Federal Constitution. 

Georgia has such a law on her Statute Book; and we deem it our duly to 
repel the charge as unfounded in truth, and as manifesting a spirit which, if 
not rebuked and checked, will, sooner or later, destroy our In.stitulions and 
dissolve our Union. No State has a legal or moral right to interfere with 
the domestic policy or internal regulations of a sister State. Georgia has 
never rebuked Massachusetts for fraternizing with negroes, nor held her up 
to the reprobation of the States of this Union, for her violations of the 
Charter of Confederacy, by proclaiming those citizens, who were not so at 
the time of the adoption of the Federal Constitution ; thereby attempting 
to add to that sacred instrument, and thus violating the letters and spirit of 
the Compact. 

If your committee had no other lights to guide them, than those furnished 
by the Constitution, they xvould be at a loss to ascertain what clause is re¬ 
ferred to by the Legislature of Massachusetts, as being violated by the law 
above alluded to ; but we are constrained to suppose that this bold assertion 
is based upon that section which grants to the citizens of each State, all the 
privileges of citizens in the several States. The meaning of this article is 
two plain for cavil; and could only have been intended to guarantee to the 
citizens of any one State the privileges to which citizens of other States 
were entitled—or in other words, admitting negroes to be citizens under the 
Constitution, (which is utterly denied.) Georgia would have no right to ex¬ 
clude the black citizens of Massachusetts from privileges granted to the 
black citizens of Maine or New York. It is an universal rule of construe- 
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lion, that terms used in Statutes, are to be construed according to the gen¬ 
erally received import; and this rule applies witli great i'orce to the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, were negroes or persons of color, regarded as 
citizens at the time of the adoption of tlie Federal Constitution ? They 
were not; and the term citizen, as ased in that instrument, can only refer 
to those who rvere embraced in its definition at the time of its adoption. 
But upon this subject, Georgia will not condescend to argue; she rvill adopt 
the language of Massachusetts, in her remonstrance against the embargo, 
and say, “that the people of this country are not accustomed to class among 
their rights, such enjoyments and privileges as depend on the will of any set 
of men whatever; under such circumstances, they would cease to be the 
rights of a free people.” 

Be, it therefore resolved, That negroes, or persons of color, are not citi¬ 
zens, under the Constitution of the United States; and that Georgia will 
never recognize such citizenship. 

Be it further resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, transmit a copy 
of the above preamble and resolutions to the Governors of the several States 
of this Confederacy.

'['he said bill reads as follows, viz : 

Sec. 1, Be il enacted by the Geneeul Assembly of the CnmniomueaUh of 
Kentucky, 'I'hat from and after the day of all that part of 

the county of Hickman, situated and included within the following bounda¬ 
ry, viz: Beginning on the Alississippi river at the first section line south of 
the mouth of Obion creek; thence with said line to the Bayou de Chien; 
thence with the Ba 3 mu de Chien to its fork; thence with the south branch 
thereof to the first township line; thence with said lino to the Graves county 
line; thence with the Graves county line to the State line; thence west with 
the State line to its termination on the Alississippi river; thence up the 
river, including the islands thereof, to the beginning, shall be, and the same 
is hereby, created into one distinct count}', to be known and called by the 
name of Alills, and that the seat of justice thereof, be, and the same is here¬ 
by, established at Alills’ Point.

of their sftuaUons; and the unfeeling usurer, who demands 
interest of men who borrow his money to furnish articles ot clothin^ and 
food for their famished and starving families. And that this and be¬ 

nevolent object may be accomplished, your petitioners, with due i expect foi

Upon the arrival of your committee at the City of Louisville, the resolu¬ 
tion of the House of Representatives, directing the committee on Banks also 
to inquire the terms upon which the appropriate apartments for the accom¬ 
modation of the Legislature, and other offices necessary at the seat of gov- 
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ernment, could be i'urnished in the City of Louisville, was communicated to 
the Mayor of said City, lour committee was afterwards waited upon by 
the Mayor and Councilmen of Louisville, and conversed with those gentle¬ 
men touching the subject matter of the inquiry proposed by the resolution 
of the House of Representatives. 

The Mayor and Council having deliberated on the subject of the resolu¬ 
tion, invited the joint committee on Banks to visit the building between tilth 
and sixth streets in said City, known as the New Court House, and to judge 
of the fitness of l aid building for the accommodation of the General Assem¬ 
bly of this Commonwealth, and the ollices necessary at the seat of govern¬ 
ment. Your committee were shown, by the Alayor of the City, tlirough 
the various apartments of a vast and magnificent edifice, capable of furnish¬ 
ing accommodations to the Legislature, to all the Courts, and to every officer 
necessary at the seat of government. The design of the Architect is not 
known to your committee; but had the building been reared from its founda¬ 
tion, with the intent to combine elegant and spacious accommodation for the 
Legislature, safety to the archives of the government, and convenience of 
approach to the offices, in the opinion of your committee, the object would 
have been fully accomplished in the erection of the Court House at Louis¬ 
ville. Your committee, after a personal inspection of the premises, were 
satisfied that the building would afford apartments sufficient for all the public 
offices, and Halls for the Senate and House of Representatives, a Library 
and Committee rooms conveniently situated to each other. The building is 
so constructed that the two lower stories are fire proof, and would afford 
places of deposit for the public records and papers of absolute and entire 
safety. 

A'our committee having examined the building, received from the Mayor 
and Councilmen of Louisville, assurances of the great pleasure it would af¬ 
ford them and the people of their City, to accommodate the officers of gov¬ 
ernment, and that they would formally appoint a committee to correspond 
with the joint committee on Banks upon the subject matter embraced by the 
resolution of the House of Representatives. Your committee have been 
addressed by the committee authorized by the Mayor and Council to act on 
their behalf, and present, herewith, the following communication for the con¬ 
sideration of the General Assembly, embracing, as the committee conceive, 
the subjects proposed by the resolution of the House. The committee of 
the Mayor and Councilmen of Louisville, desirous of affording all the infor¬ 
mation necessary, and clothed w'ith the powers to act in behalf of the City 
of Louisville, hav'e attended at the seat of government, with plans, exhibits, 
and details, ready to furnish such information as may be desired in reference 
to the subject embraced by the resolution of the House. Your committee 
having discharged their duty, refrain from any suggestions upon the occasion 
naturally arising iVom the propositions they have presented, as coming from 
the City of Louisville, but yield the subject to the enlightened consideration 
it will no doubt receive from the General Assembly.

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The undersigned, committee appointed by the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Louisville, to confer with the joint committee on Banks, who are 
charged, by a resolution of the House of Representatives, with an inquiry 
as to the terms on which suitable apartments can be procured in the City of 
Louisville, for the accommodation of the Legislature, the courts, and the 
offices necessary at the seat of the Government, have the honor to submit 
the following report: 

That they are authorized by the Mayor and Council to say, that in the 
event the seat of government shall be removed, by an act of the present 
General Assembly, from Frankfort to the City of Louisville, they are wil¬ 
ling, on or before the first of December next, to finish, in a suitable and ap¬ 
propriate style, at the exclusive charge of the City, all of the unfinished 
apartments necessary for the accommodation of the Legislature, the Courts, 
and the offices at the seat of government, in the stone edifice known as the 
New Court House, situated on Jefferson street, between fifth and sixth Streets, 
and cause to be made to the State of Kentucky, a clear and unencumbered 
conveyance to the grounds on which said edifice is erected, with a proviso, 
that if the seat of government shall ever be removed from the City of Lou¬ 
isville, the title to said ground, and the improvements thereon, shall revert 
to, and be vested in the City of Louisville and the county of Jefferson, in the 
proportions now held by them. 

The undersigned are prepared with drawings, exhibiting the dimensions, 
the relative positions of the different apartments in the buildings, to afford 
the committee and the members of the Legislature, all the information re¬ 
quisite to a proper understanding of the appropriateness of the building, for 
the purposes contemplated. 

They are also prepared to show, that the grounds and the building pro¬ 
posed to be ceded, have already cost the City of Louisville and county of 
Jefferson, three hundred and fifty nine thousand dollars. 

All of which is most respectfully reported.

That the Clerk of the Penitentiary has regularly made his quarterly re¬ 
ports of the “business, contracts, expenditures and income of said institution,” 
as provided by the 13th section of said act; and as the construction of the 
dormitories, authorized by said act, were in progress, and it appearing from 
said reports that the profits to which the State would otherwise have been 
entitled were expended in said work, and, consequentljq nothing was com¬ 
ing to the State, the Commissioners did not deen it necessary—indeed did 
not feel authorized—to have any settlement with the Keeper, as provided 
by the 4th section of said recited act, until the work was completed. That 
event having lately happened, the Commissioners have appointed tw'o gen¬ 
tlemen, well qualified for the service, to examine the account of the Keeper, 
and the buildings erected by him, and estimate the value thereof, as provided 
by the 17th section of said act.

Mr. Irwin read and laid on the table the following preamble and resolu¬ 
tions, viz; 

Whereas, It is represented to the General Assembly of the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, that the different States of this Union are greatly em¬ 
barrassed, and the distress of the people, resulting from the enormous debts 
of the States, as well as the vicious condition and scarcity of the currency, 
is without parallel in the past history of the country; the taxes necessary 
to be imposed for the payment of the interest of these debts, is not only 
embarrassing to the citizens, but threatens us with national dishonor, by 
bringing about repudiation; this doctrine should be met by some Legisla¬ 
tion which is calculated to arrest it, enable the States to meet demands 
against them, and establish their credit upon a basis which will insure future 
confidence, prosperity and happine.ss—Therefore, 
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Resolved hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives be re¬ 
quested, to vote for some proposition, not unlike the one ofi’ered by the Hon. 
W. C. Johnson, of Maryland, which proposes to create $200,000,000 of 
government stock, to be distributed among the dilferent States of this Union, 
according to their federal representation. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this General Assembly, that the public 
lands of this government should be pledged for the final redemption of the 
stock, if any should be created, subject to the limitations and restrictions 
imposed by the act of Congress passed on the fourth day of December, 1841, 
providing for the distribution of the proceeds of the public lands among the 
different States. 

Resolved, That the Governor of this Commonwealth be, and he is hereby, 
instructed to transmit a copy of these resolutions to the President of the 
United States, and to each of our Senators and members of Congress. 

Mr. Woodson asked leave to bring in a bill to abolish capital punishment 
in this Commonwealth. 

And the question being taken on granting the leave, it was decided in the 
negative. 

Mr. Tibbatts, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill pro¬ 
viding for appeals and writs of error in criminal cases, reported the same, 
with an amendment as a substitute for said bill—which was concurred in. 

Ordered, That said bill, as amended, be referred to the committee for 
Courts of Justice. 

On motion of Mr. M’Kee, 

Ordered, That the bill concerning mortgages and deeds of trust, be post¬ 
poned to, and made the special order of the day for, Tuesday the 14th in¬ 
stant.

The House again resolved itself into a committee of the whole—Mr. 
Crow in the chair, on the bill to establish the Safety Fund Bank; and alter

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That all that part of Caldwell county lying within the following 
bounds, viz: beginning at the point where the old road, leading from Eddy- 
ville to Hopkinsville, crosses the Trigg county line; running thence to the 
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house of John Boyd, on the turnpike road, including the said John Boyd’s 
house in the new county; thence to Livingston creek, at the point where 
the State road leading from Princeton to Salem crosses said creek, at Old 
Centreville; thence with said creek to the Cumberland river; thence with 
the Livingston county line to the Tennessee river; thence with the Tennes¬ 
see river to the Trigg county line, and thence with said line to the begin¬ 
ning, shall be, and the same is hereby, made and erected into a county, to 
be called and known by the name of Lyon. 

Sec. 2. That the seat of justice for said county shall be located within the 
limits of the town of Eddy ville. 

Sec. 3. That the County and Circuit Courts for said county shall be had 
and holden at some convenient house in said town, to be provided 
by the citizens thereof, until suitable public buildings are erected for said 
county. 

Sec. 4. That the county of Lyon shall be entitled to ten Justices of the 
Peace, who, after being commissioned, shall convene on the first Monday in 
April next; and, having themselves first taken the oaths of office according 
to law, and qualifying the Sheriff to be appointed for said county, they shall 
appoint a Clerk for the County Court of said county. 

Sec. 5. That the county of Lyon shall appoint Commissioners of Tax for 
the year one thousand eight hundred and forty three, who shall, in relation 
to all their duties, be governed by the laws of this State now in force; and 
said court shall have authority to fix their county levy at such sum as they 
shall deem necessary to enable them to erect public buildings, provided the 
same shall not exceed one dollar and fifty cents upon each ty the. 

Sec. 6. That all legal proceedings instituted before the tribunals of Cald¬ 
well county shall be prosecuted to final judgment and execution, as though 
this act had not passed. 

Sec. 7. That the County Court of Lyon shall be held on the first Monday 
in each month, and the Circuit Court for said county shall be held on the 
-Mondays of-, and continue six juridical days, if the bu¬ 
siness of the court shall require it; and the same shall be a part of the six¬ 
teenth Judicial District. 

Sec. 8. That the said county of Lyon shall be entitled to all the immuni¬ 
ties and privileges that are now enjoyed by other counties of this Common¬ 
wealth, under such general laws as provide for the appointment of officers 
and the municipal regulations of the same. 

Ordered, That said bill be read a second time. 

The rule of the House, constitutional provision and second reading of said

3. Mr. A.Buckner presented the petitionof Warren Ellmore, John Thomp¬ 
son and Pinkney Ellmore, praying a change of venue in the prosecution now 
pending against them for felony. 

4. Mr. Buford presented the petition of sundry citizens of Laurel county, 
praying that an amendment be made to the laws in relation to the Crab Or¬ 
chard and Cumberland Gap turnpike road. 

Which petitions and memorial were severally received, the reading 
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thereof dispensed with, and referred—tlie 1st to the committee appointed 
to visit the Lunatic Asylum : the 2d to the committee on Religion ; the 3J 
to the committee for Courts of Justice, and the 4th to the committee on In¬ 
ternal Improvement. 

On motion of Mr. Heady, 

Ordered, That the committee on Internal Improvement be discharged 
from the further consideration of the petition of sundry citizens of Bullitt and 
Spencer counties, praying to be released from the payment of toll at the 
Salt river bridge, and that said petition be referred to the committee on 
Propositions and Grievances. 

i\Ir. Noe moved the following resolution, viz; 

Resolved, That the select committee, to whom was referred the resolu¬ 
tions instructing our Senators and requesting our Representatives in Con¬ 
gress to refund the line, with interest, to Andrew Jackson, which was im¬ 
posed by Judge Hall, at New Orleans, are requested to report next Saturday. 

Which was adopted. 

Leave was given to bring in the following bills, viz: 

On motion of Mr. Helm—1. A bill to incorporate the Trustees of the 
Meadow Run Seminary, in Shelby county. 

On motion of same—2. A bill to permit William DeCourcy, and asso¬ 
ciates, to finish lock and dam No. 2, on Licking river, on certain conditions. 

On motion of Mr. D. B. Johnson—3. A bill in relation to deceased offi¬ 
cers of the revolutionary and late w'ar. 

On motion of Mr. A. Davis—4. A bill to give an additional week to the 
summer and fall terms of the Hopkins Circuit Court. 

Ordered, That Messrs. Helm, Doak and Bashaw ])repare andjbring in the 
1st; the committee on Internal Improvement the 2d; Messrs. D. B. John¬ 
son, Watts, Field, R. M. Johnson and E. Davis the 3d, and the committee 
for Courts of Justice the 4th. 

The following bills w'ere reported by the several committees appointed to 
prepare and bring in the same, viz; 

By Mr. D. B. Johnson—1. A bill to amend an act incorporating the towm 
of Bedford, in the county of Henry. 

By Mr. Colley—2. A bill to reduce the county levy of Wayne county. 

By Mr. Daniel—3. A bill to add the county of Owsley to the lOth Judi¬ 
cial District, and for other purposes. 

Which were read the first time, and ordered to be read a second time. 

The rule of the House, constitutional provision and second reading of said 
bills having been dispensed with, the 1st and 3d were severally ordered to be 
engrossed and read a third time, and the 2d was referred to the committee 
on Education. 
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The rule of the House, constitutional provision and tliird reading of the 
1st and 3d bills having been dispensed with, and the same being engrossed, 

Resolvedj_ Tliat said bills do pass, and that the titles thereof be as afore¬ 
said. 

Mr. M’Kee, from the committee on tlie Sinking Fund, made the follow¬ 
ing report, viz: 

The committee on the Sinking Fund, to whom was referred so much of 
the Governor’s Message as relates to that subject, together with the report 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and various other documents, 
have had the same under consideration and respectfully ask leave to report: 

The committee, upon reception of the report of the Commissioners, find¬ 
ing that the disbursements exceeded the receipts of the current year, by 
g6,G56 32, and that there tvas still a balance due to the Rank of Kentucky, 
for former advances, were induced to inquire into the state of the accounts 
between that institution and the Commissioners, that they might know fully, 
the extent of the liabilities and resources of the Sinking Fund, and whether 
a resort to further, or increased taxation, would be necessary to sustain the 
credit of the Commonwealth. 

Bv an inspection of the act chartering the Bank of Kentucky, and the 
several acts amendatory thereto, it will be seen that the capital stock of that 
institution was to be .$5,000,000. divided into 50,000 shares of $100 each, 
30,000 of which, or $3,000,000, to be taken by individual stockholders, and 
20,000. or .$2,000,000 to be subscribed by the Governor, on behalf of the 
State; for 10,000shares, being $1,000,000 of said capital stock, the Governor 
was to execute the bonds or scrip of the Commonw'ealth, in such amounts as 
might be required by the President and Directors of the Bank, bearing, on 
their face, an interest of five per centum per annum, payable at the princi¬ 
pal Bank and redeemable at the pleasure of the Commonwealth, at any time 
within five year's after the expiration of the charter; which bonds or scrip, 
were to be received by said President and Directors, as payment in full for 
the 10,000 shares, ($1,000,000,) of said capital stock; and the said President 
and Directors of the Bank were authorized “to sell and transfer said bonds 
or scrip, and by endorsement thereon, to agree and bind the Bank to pay in¬ 
terest, either annually or semi-annually, to whoever may be the holder of the 
same, without any demand being made upon the State for the interest thereof, 
at any place or places wUTrtit the United States.” It w'as further made the 
duty of the President and Directors of the Bank, out of the amount xvhich 
should be due the Commonwealth on the stock, to redeem the aforesaid bonds 
or scrip, without charge, and pay over the residue to the State. The other 
10,000 shares, (or fifth million,) were to be paid for by the excess of divi¬ 
dends over 5 per cent., reserving to the Commonwealth the right, from time 
to time, to devote any other resources she might have, to the payment of 
the stock. 

The dividends on the 10,000 shares, after deducting the interest on the 
bonds held by the Bank, w'ere carried to the increase of the State stock in 
the fifth million, until the semi-annual dividend of July, A. D. 1838, at which 
time the stock of the State in the fifth million amounted to 6,740 shares, 
when a dividend of 31 per cent, was declared and the stock increased to 
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7.000 shares, and has so remained ever since. Subsequent to that time, but 
two dividends have been declared by the Bank of Kentucky, to tvit: one in 
January, 18.39, of 4i per cent., and one in July, 1839, of 4 per cent., until 
July, 1842, when there was a dividend of one and a half per cent. ’Prior 
to the suspension of dividends by the Bank of Kentucky, stock had been 
purchased in the name of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and in 
July, 1839, when the last dividend was declared, before the suspension the 
number of shares amounted to 1,277; and in January, 1840, when ihe’sus- 
pension took place, to 2,399 shares, and so remains; upon this stock the 
State has received no dividends since July, 1839, until July, 1842. The 
failure of the Bank of Kentucky to declare dividends since July, 1839, in¬ 
fluenced, no doubt by causes as unforeseen as unexpected, cutting off one of 
the main resources relied upon to meet the public engagements, imposed 
upon the Commissioners the necessity of making application to the Bank for 
advances to meet the liabilities of the State. And that a full and complete 
statement of these transactions might be obtained, your committee addressed 
to the Secretary of Slate, a letter, asking for the necessary information, a 
co()y of which, together with the answer of the Secretary, containino- the 
statement required, is herewith appended, marked A. From this it wiTl ap¬ 
pear that there is yet due to the Bank for former advances, the ‘ium of 
$55,975 09. ’ ‘ 

The Northern Bank of Kentucky was chartered with a capital of .$3. 
000,000, two millions ot which were taken by individuals and one milhon 
by the State, for which the Bank holds the bonds of the State, bearinn- an 
interest of five per cent; 400 shares in this institution have been purcliased 

by the State, in the name of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund_and 

there have, also, been purchased in the name of the Commissioners 175 
shares of the capital stock of the Bank of I^ouisville. ’ 

By reference to the several acts creating the Sinking Fund, it will be 
found, that the tax on the capital stock in the Bank of Kentucky, Northern 
-bank of Kentucky, and Bank of Louisville, and the excess of the State div¬ 
idends on her stock in those Banks, after paying the interest on the State 
bonds, sold to pay for said stock, -were amongst other things, set apart to 
provide for the punctual payment of the interest on money borrowed for 
purposes ol' Internal Improvement, and the final redemption of the loans. 

In estimating the probable receipts lor the year 1843, your committee 
have been induced to believe, from the best information they can collect, that 
the Bank of Kentucky will declare a dividend of 4 per cent. The North¬ 
ern Bank ot Kentucky and Bank of Louisville, of six per cent. If this es¬ 
timate may be relied upon, the account with these institutions will stand as 
follows, to-wit;

Your committee have received information that nothing can be expected 
from the slackwater navigation of the Kentucky river, inasmuch as the tolls 
to be derived from those works, will be consumed in the repairs of the sev¬ 
eral locks and dams, keeping them in a state of preservation, the pay of 
lock keepers, the erection of toll houses, and other expenses incidental to 
that improvement. From the Green river navigation, they have been in¬ 
formed, though not officially, that not more than $3,000 can be expected. 
The estimated receipts from this source for the year 1842, as may be seen 
by reference to the report of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of 
January 21, 1842, were $13,000; and by the report of the present year, it 
will be perceived, there have been no receipts whatever. The estimated re¬ 
ceipts for the year 1842, from turnpike roads and bridges, w’ere $13,000. 
The actual receipts, $11,978 44. For the year 1841, the estimated receipts 
from the same source, were $15,000, and the actual receipts $12,744 58. 
Taking these estimates and receipts as data, the committee have estimated 
the receipts from this source, at $12,000. That part of the fund derived 
from the IJank of the Commonwealth and the Old Bank of Kentucky, must 
necessarily diminish annually, and cannot much longer be looked to as 
available. Your committe have, however, no reasons to believe, that the 
estimates of the Commissioners, from these resources, are otherwise than 
correct. 

The other resources, provided for the supply and increase of the Sinking 
Fund, are precarious and uncertain. The profits of the State from the Pen¬ 
itentiary, have been, for some time past, consumed in repairs and additions 
to that institution; and from the report of the Commissioners of the Sink¬ 
ing Fund, appointed to settle the accounts of the Keeper, there still appears 
a balance in his favor and against the Commonwealth. The interest, how¬ 
ever, on the sum of ^25,000, advanced to the Keeper by the State, is relied 
upon as certain, which is $1,500. A portion of the dividends of the Bank 
stock owned by the State, is payable in the eastern cities, and the premiums 
upon these dividends, it is not presumed, will exceed the calculation of the 
Commissioners, which is $200. The excess in the Treasury over $10,000, 
after payment of all demands, is one other of the resources of the Sinking 
Fund, which from its nature, is fluctuating, uncertain, and depending as it 
does, upon appropriations made by the Legislature, to various and diverse 
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objects, cannot be relied upon with much conlidence. By reference to the 
report of the Second Auditor, statement No. 2, page 7, it appears that the 
balance remaining in the Treasury on the 10th day of October, 1842, was 
!$61,8S7 69; and by reference to the same report, statement No. 5, there 
appeared to be due at tlie same time from the State, and for which the Treas¬ 
ury is bound on demand, the sum of $47,878 70; if to this amount be 
added $10,000, and then the aggregate deducted, there %vill remain an ex¬ 
cess, due the Sinking Fund, of $4,008 99. 

If these estimates be predicated upon the proper basis, the account of tiie 
Sinking Fund may be stated as follows:

Leaving a deficit of $129,460 10 to be supplied from other sources. 

The act of Assembly of February the 17th, 1841, by which the additional 
tax of 5 cents on every one hundred dollars worth of property, authorized 
to be collected, was directed to be carried to the credit of the Sinking Fund, 
will expire by limitation, on the 17th of the present month; and the ques¬ 
tion is respectfully submitted, whether an immediate re-enactment of that 
law, or the passage of another to the same effect, is not imperiously de¬ 
manded to preserve inviolate the faith of the Commonwealth, and sus¬ 
tain, unimpaired, that credit which, in the present times of embarrassment 
and difficulty, she has hitherto so proudly maintained. 

Should the bill herewith submitted, be passed, and your committee can¬ 
not, for a moment, entertain a doubt of its speedy passage, it will add, after 
making the usual allowances for losses and defalcations, as will appear by 
the calculation of the Second Auditor of Public Accounts, the sum of $103,- 
353 03, to the Sinking Fund. After deducting this amount from the 
deficit of $129,460 10, there will still remain a deficiency of $26,107 07 
for the current year, to be supplied from some other source. The prac¬ 
tice of anticipating the profits of stock held in the Banks, by way of 
loans to the Commissioners, your committee look upon as subject to serious 
objections. While doubts are entertained as to the policy of applying to 
one year what is properly applicable to another, a still greater objection is 
found in the complication of accounts which results from such a course, and 
the difficulty under which the people at large, (who feel a deep interest in 
the condition of the public debt,) labor in understanding the precise state of 
case as it exists. In addition to this, the payment of one debt by the crea¬ 
tion of another, although sometimes justifiable from necessity, and to save 
the public faith, is nevertheless, making small progress in discharging liabili¬ 
ties, and if peisisted in, must ultimately end in onerous taxation. An in- 
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crease of taxes, at all times to be avoided if possible, is more especially to 
be deprecated at a crisis like the present, when the value of all juoperty is 
greatly depreciated ; commerce, to a great extent prostrated, and by the re¬ 
vulsions of trade, a pressure hitherto unprecedented in the monetory aflairs 
of the country, prevails throughout the Commonwealth. Influenced by 
such considerations as these, and deeply and sensibly impressed with the 
responsibility resting upon them, of providing means to maintain inviolate 
the public faith, your committee have sought for other objects of taxation, 
and to impose upon the luxuries of the wealthy, the capital of the money 
dealer, and Accidental and fortuitous accessions of ibrtune, those burthens 
which would otherwise fall heavily and grievously upon tlie industrial classes, 
and to some extent paralize the energies of a people already sutfering, Irom 
causes now beyond their control. Tliey have, therefore, prepared and here¬ 
with submit, a proposition to levy a tax upon exchange brokei's and money 
dealei’s, a tax upon foreign insurance offices and their agencies, and a 
tax upon collateral devises and inheritances. The committee have, also, 
had under consideration the propriety of repealing the act of 1831, repeal¬ 
ing all laws allowing licenses to billiard table keepers, and of authoriz¬ 
ing a license to be issued for that purpose, and after mature consideration, 
have incorporated in the propositions submitted, a section for that pur¬ 
pose. By the act of last session, requiring pedlers, in every instance, to 
obtain county license, and dispensing with the license for the State, a portion 
of the revenue derivable from this source, has been cut off, the act, in many 
instances, amounting to a prohibition. Your committee have not any means 
of ascertaining, with accuracy, the number of licenses which would have 
issued under the law of 1838, and the number under the law of 1842, the 
latter not taking effect until February 15th, 1842, up to that time for the 
last fiscal year, which commences.,on the 10th day of October, the licenses 
wereobtained under the law of 1838; upon application to the Second Auditor 
of Public Accounts, a statement made out by him, showing the number of 
licenses granted to pedlers, from the fall of 1841 to the fall of 1842, was 
furnished to the committee and is herewith appended. From this enough is 
shown to authorize the committee to submit to the consideration of the 
House, a bill modifying the law of 1842, which is accordingly done. 

Your committee do not conceive themselves authorized to enter into any 
discussion with respect to the merits and demerits of the propositions sub¬ 
mitted, or the policy and expediency of their adoption. They have, how¬ 
ever, maturely reflected upon the same, and deem it but due to themselves, 
briefly to set forth some of the considerations by which they have been in¬ 
fluenced in their determinations. 

With respect to the policy and propriety of imposing a tax upon exchange 
brokers and money dealers, your committee do not entertain a doubt. This 
class of individuals are, in some of the cities and large towns in the Com¬ 
monwealth, accumulating large fortunes, by profits derived from their busi¬ 
ness, which profits being for the most part so much deducted from the ag¬ 
gregate returns for our exports, and being generally greater in times of dif¬ 
ficulty and distress, it is thought but just and equitable that they who most 
derive benefit from the indebtedness of the country, should contribute to its 
relief. The insurance companies of this State and their agencies, are taxed 
by some of the other States of the Union, and it is but justice to ourselves 
and our institutions, that the companies and agencies of other States should 
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be subject liere to similar imposivions. Independent, however, of ibis con¬ 
sideration, this is a species of capital which, under the existing revenue laws, 
wholly escapes taxation. In relation to the tax proposed to be levied upon 
the descent and devise of estates to collateral heirs, it is respectfully siiggest- 
ed, that the natural right of such heirs to the inheritance, does not exist, 
and that inasmuch as the ultimate right to all the property in the Common¬ 
wealth is vested in her, and it is by the laws of descent and distribution such 
estates pass to collateral heirs and next of kin, any restrictions imposed in 
its devolution, are perfectly consistent with the strictest rules of abstract 
right and propriety, and such heirs and next of kin, coming unexpectedly to 
the possession and enjoyment of estates, to which they have no natural 
right, can well afford to pay to the Commonwealth the small ])er centum she 
demands in exchange for the property acquired. Legislation in advance of 
public morals, is but seldom effectual in the suppression of vice or the pro¬ 
motion of virtue; and the diversion of what some might term the proclivi¬ 
ties of our nature, from one channel to another, by the severity of legislative 
enactment, is very frequently at the expense of public morality. Your 
committee, aware of the prejudices existing against one of the propositions 
submitted by them, feel themselves perfectly justified in the belief that the 
public morals will not, in the slightest degree, suffer from its adoption; and 
feeling as they do, that the preservation of the public faith is a consideration 
paramount to all others, any objections to the system proposed are answered 
i)y the nece.ssity which now exists, and rests upon this Legislature, to pre¬ 
serve that faith inviolate, and the high reputation our Commonwealth has 
hitherto so justly enjoyed, untarnished and free from reproach.

The account 
is open and the precise amount cannot be ascertained until a final settlement 
is made; but it is supposed that the sum abov'e mentioned may be regarded 
as correct. 

The item of Premiums, in the estimate of the resources of the Sinking 
Fund, as stated in the report of the Commissioners, is the supposed amount 
which will be received the present year, from dividends of Bank stock. 
These dividends are payable in the eastern cities, and when paid in this 
State, the diflerence of exchange is allowed ; and when received, it is placed 
under the head of Premiums.

Mr. j\PKee, from tlie same commttee, reported a bill to increase the re¬ 
sources of the Sinking Fuad—which was read the fn'st time, as follows, viz. 

Be it enacted hij the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That it shall be the duty of the several Sheriffs ot this Commonwealth to 
collect and pay into the Public Treasury, in addition to the tax now impos¬ 
ed by law, at the rate of five cents upon every one hundred dollars wortli 
of property liable to be assessed under the existing laws ot this Common- 
wealth ; and the taxes to be levied upon the lands of non-residents shall be 
charged and collected at the same rate: Provided, That the additional tax, 
hereby authorized to be raised, shall, whenever paid into the Treasury, be 
carried to the credit of the Sinking Fund, to be applied to the principal and 
interest of the debts now owing by the State of Kentucky for w'orks ot In¬ 
ternal Improvement: Provided further. That nothing in this act contained 
shall be so construed to embrace debts due Contractors, except lor work now 
actually done and perlormed.

Mr. M’Kee, from the same committee, reported a bill to add to the re¬ 
sources of the Sinking Fund—which was read the first time, and ordered to 
be read a second time.

tractors had agreed to take at their par value, except in the cases alluded to 
in their report of the 27th ultimo. The authorities therein alluded to, were 
those who adjusted the accounts of the contractors upon the Green and Bar¬ 
ren rivers. The Board had as their authority for the opinion they express¬ 
ed, the statement of Jarias Livermore, the Superintendent of the Green and 
Barren River Navigation, 

Mr. Livermore states that he fixed the prices so as to cover the deprecia¬ 
tion upon the bonds of the State, for additional or extra work done since 
the commencement of the issue of State bonds, at locks and dams Nos. 1 
and 4 in Green, and No. 1, in Barren river. 

The amount of work thus valued, Mr. Livermore believes to be as fol¬ 
lows : 

At lock and dam No. one in Green river, (Brown’s,) - $46,422 27 

At lock and dam No. two, (McReary, &c.,) - - - 4,463 52 

At lock and dam No. four, (Henry,) - - - 24,463 52 

At lock and dam No. one, in Barren, (Brown,) - - 15,877 17 

In corroboration of the statement of Mr. Livermore, a comparative state¬ 
ment of the cost of those works with the cost of the locks and dams upon 
the Kentucky river, is here exhibited, as follows; 

When the contractors upon the Kentucky river shall have received what 
they now claim, upon the estimates of the engineers, that navigation will 
have cost the aggregate sum of $886,027 13, and the Green and Barren 
River Navigation will have cost the aggregate sum of $802,868 43; being 
$83,168 70, less upon the Green and Barren than upon the Kentucky river; 
but the dams upon the Kentucky river are greatly larger than upon the 
Green and Barren, and the timbers upon the former are laid so close as to 
make a difference of from fifty to one hundred per cent, more than upon the 
latter. 

The masonry upon the locks of the Kentucky river amounts to 44,391 
perches, and that upon the Green and Barren rivers to 29,870 perches. 
Here is a difierence of 14,521 perches, which cost about $107,602. Take 
this from the $886,027 13, and we have left $778,425 13, being $24,443 30 
less than the Green and Barren rivers. To this should be added the increased 
cost of building the dams upon the Kentucky river, because of their being 
so much larger, requiring much more stone filling, and from fifty to one 
hundred per cent, more timber. 

The Board will add, that in giving their views on this subject, they in¬ 
tended no ungenerous reflection, or imputation of intentional wrong upon 
the authorities alluded to. They doubtless did that which, in their opinion, 
the justice and equity of the cases demanded; and as to the justice and 
equity of the case, when adjudged by the Legislature, the only competent 
authority, the Board are not prepared to enter any protest As stated in a 
former report, “the facts are alluded to, as a matter of duty, to guard the 
Legislature against claims for the depreciation of State bonds, in cases 
upon which such allowance had already been made,” knowing as the Board 
did, that such claims had been presented to them for allowance. It was, 
also, due to other contractors, to whom no allowance for depreciation had 
been made, that the whole truth of the case should be presented to the Le¬ 
gislature. If the allowances so made, should meet the approbation of that 
body, it is for their consideration, whether other contractors, from whom 
they have been withheld, should not be placed upon the same footing. The 
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Board have no exact data to enable them to ascertain the precise amount of 
allowances so made, or at what rate of discount. 

The Board will refer the House of Representatives to Legislative Docu¬ 
ments of 1841-2, page 311, containing the report of Jairas Livermore, then 
acting Resident Engineer upon that navigation, where it will be seen that 
there was paid upon lock No. one upon Green river, - $4,514 64 

Upon lock No. four, ..... 1,596 70 

Upon lock No. one in Barren, .... 3,646 68 

$9,757 99 

This nine thousand seven hundred and fifty seven dollars and ninety nine 
cents was allowed and paid upon work which had previously been estimated 
and allowed for at a price intended to cover and make good the loss or depre¬ 
ciation upon the State bonds. 

For information respecting the estimates, see accompanying this, locks 
and dams Nos. 1, 4 and 5. There is yet a claim of the contractors upon 
lock and dam No. 1, for ten or twelve thousand dollars. This claim is in 
the hands of M. R. Stealey, Civil Engineer, for examination, and will be re; 
ported to the House as soon as they are received by the Board, which is ex¬ 
pected will take place with but little delay.

Sec. 7. That Johnson county shall be attached to the-Judicial Dis¬ 
trict ; and the Circuit Courts for said county shall be held on the-,

Be it enacted hij the General Assemlhj of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That fiom and after the first day of March, in the year eighteen 
bundled and foity thiee, ail that part of Hardin county, within the I'ollow- 
ing bounds, to-wit: beginning at the Rolling fork, where the lower line of 
John King s land strikes the same, at or near the mouth of Broadhead’s run;

The said bill, as amended, reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That a Bank shall be, and the same is hereby, established, in the

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name and on behalf of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, in the town of 
Frankfort, under thedirection of a President and ten Directors. The names 
of two persons shall be presented by the Governor, for the time being, to 
the Senate, who shall choose one of the two for President, and the Senate 
shall elect three, and the House of Repreesntatives shall elect four persons 
for Directors; who shall continue in office until the next stated session of 
the General Assembly, and until their successors, chosen in like manner, are 
appointed to act; and the said President and Directors shall appoint a Cash¬ 
ier, Clerks, and other persons necessary to aid in conducting the same, and 
they shall take from the said Cashier, annually, bond with sufficient securi¬ 
ty, in the penalty of not less than one hundred thousand dollars, payable to 
the Commonwealth, for his good behaviour, and for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 2. The President and Directors of said Bank, elected in the manner 
aforesaid, and their successors in office, shall be, and are hereby, made a cor¬ 
poration and body politic, in law and in fact, by the name and style of the 
President and Directors of the Safety Fund Bank of Kentucky, and shall so 
continue until the first day of January, 1850, and by the name and style 
aforesaid, they shall be, and are hereby, made able and capable in law, to 
have, purchase, receive, possess, enjoy and retain, to themselves and theirsuc- 
cessors, lands, rents, tenements, hereditaments, goods and chatties, of what 
kind, nature or quality soever, and the same to sell, grant, alien, demise and 
dispose of; to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be an¬ 
swered, defend and be defended, in courts of record or other place whatso¬ 
ever, and also, to make, have and use a common seal, and the same to break, 
alter and renew at pleasure, and also to ordain, establish, and put in execu¬ 
tion, such by-laws, ordinances and regulations, as shall seem necessary and 
convenient Ibr the government of the said corporation, not being contrary 
to the law or constitution, hereby established ; and generally to do and exe¬ 
cute all and singular such acts, matters and things which to them it shall 
and may appertain to do, subject, nevertheless, to the rules, regulations, re¬ 
strictions and provisions in this act. 

Sec. 3. The whole capital stock of said Bank shall be exclusively the prop¬ 
erty of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, and no individual or corporation 
shall be permitted to own or pay for any part of the capital of said Bank. 

Sec. 4. The said President and Directors shall have power to issue notes, 
signed by the President and countersigned by the Cashier, not under the de¬ 
nomination of one dollar, nor over fifty dollars, on behalf of said corporation, 
for such sums and with such devices as they may deem most expedient and 
safe; they shall also be capable of exercising such other powers and author-- 
ities, as may be necessary for the well governing and ordering the affairs of 
said corporation, and of promoting its interest and credit. 

Sec. 5. The capital stock of said Bank shall be three millions of dollars, to 
be raised and paid in the following manner, to-wit: All moneys which may 
hereafter be paid into the Treasury for the purchase of vacant lands, or lands 
forfeited to the Commonwealth; all moneys which now belong to the State 
of Kentucky, as stock subscribed, for and on behalf of the State of Kentucky, 
in the Bank of Kentucky, and for such shares of stock as are now or may 
hereafter be owned by the State in any of the Banks of this State, to be paid 
in as hereafter prescribed; all moneys which may hereafter be paid into the 
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Treasury arising from tlie estates of aliens, dying in the State of Kentucky, 
where such estate pass, by the laws now in force, to the State; all moneys 
which may hereafter be paid into the Treasury for tolls collected from any 
of the incorporated companies in this Commonweallli, in which the State has 
an interest, and all that may be paid into the Treasury as tolls for navigating 
the rivers improved by the State, and all sums arising from the rents of the 
waste or surplus water power at the Locks and Dams on the rivers, which 
may not be needed for the payment of interest due on moneys borrowed by 
the State for purposes of Internal Improvement, and all moneys that may 
now be in the Treasury of the State or may hereafter be paid into the Treas¬ 
ury under the provisions of any act of Congress of the United States. 
The Governor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky shall, and he is hereby, 
directed, upon the application of the President of said Bank, to cause to be 
issued, the bonds of the State, signed by himself, to the amount of three 
millions of dollars, in such sums of not less denomination than five hundred 
dollars, bearing interest at the rate of live per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually in the city of New York, redeemable at any time within five 
years, at the pleasure of the government, after thirty years. The bonds of 
the State so issued, shall be placed in the possession and custody of the Treas¬ 
urer of the State, to be held by him for the said Bank, as capital, and shall 
be a sacred fund, in trust for the use and benefit of the holders of the paper 
of said Bank, for the final redemption of the notes issued by said corpora¬ 
tion, in gold and silver; and may, w’hen it shall become necessary for that 
purpose, be sold by said President and Dierctors, at their par value in gold 
or silver, and the proceeds thereof placed in said Bank; and on the fact of 
any sale or sales having taken place, being certified by the President of said 
Bank to the Treasurer, and satisfactory evidence being produced to him, that 
the money for which the same may have been sold, shall have been paid into 
said Bank, he shall cause the requisite number of bonds to be countersigned 
by the Secretary of State, and shall also, himself, as Treasurer, certify the 
same to be genuine, and deliver them to the President of said Bank, for 
the purchaser or purchasers, his or their agent or attorney. Said Presi- 
ident and Directors shall also have power, at any time, and they are hereby 
required so to do, whenever sums of §500 are presented, to redeem a portion 
of said notes by the use of the said bonds of the State, to an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding six hundred thousand dollars, which bonds the Treasurer shall cause 
to be countersigned, certified and delivered in like manner as is above pre¬ 
scribed, where bonds shall have been sold ; and the bonds, in all cases, wdiere 
they shall be used for sale or the redemption of the paper of the Bank, shall 
be dated of the date when delivered by the Cashier, and only bear interest 
from that date. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That if the Bank of Kentucky shall here¬ 
after refuse to redeem its notes in gold or silver, the Attorney General of the 
State is hereby expressly directed, upon the application of the President and 
Directors of the Safety Fund Bank, to cause to be issued a scfre/acias, against 
said Bank, for a forfeiture of its charter; and if, upon the trial of the cause, 
which shall take place at the second term of the General Court, it shall be 
held that said President, Directors and Company have forfeited their char¬ 
tered privileges, the President of the Safety Fund Bank shall receive from the 
Bank of Kentucky, all sums that may be due to the State of Kentucky, either 
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for stock subscribed or purchased, or for dividends due. It shall be, and is 
hereby, declared the duty of the President of the Safety Fund Bank, to de¬ 
mand of the Attorney General the suing out a scire facias, unless the Presi¬ 
dent and Directors of the Safety Fund Bank shall believe it is more prudent, 
in reference to the interest of the State, and the condition of the Bank of 
Kentucky, to agree upon terms, by which the President, Directors and Com¬ 
pany of the Bank of Kentucky, sliall pay over to the President andDirectors 
of the Safety Fund Bank, all sums as aforesaid, to which theState is entitled; 
and on failure to pay, may institutesuit and recover the same, in law or equi¬ 
ty ; anil such payments, evidenced by the receipt of the President of the 
Safety Fund Bank, shall be a full and complete discharge for the amount so 
receiv^ed of the Bank of Kentucky. The President and Directors of the 
Safety Fund Bank, shall be, also, vested with fnll power to receive from the 
Bank of Louisville and Northern Bank of Kentucky, an equivalent for any 
slock which the State may own in said Banks; and may, subject to the con¬ 
firmation of the succeeding Legislature, make terms with the Bank of Ken¬ 
tucky, for the withdrawal of the funds of the State, whether the charter be 
forfeited or not: Provided however. That nothing herein contained shall be 
so construed as to authorize the President and Directors of the Safety Fund 
Bank, to draw from the Bank of Kentucky or Northern Bank, the bonds of 
the State subscribed as stock. 

Sec. 7. Beit further enacted. That the notes taken by the Bank from in¬ 
dividuals, which may remain unpaid, together with all the profits arising from 
the operation of the institution, except so far as may be necessary to defray 
the expenses thereof, shall be held as a fund, hereby sacredly pledged for the 
redemption of the notes issued by said Bank, and the said profits shall not 
be used for any purpose, except so far as necessary to defray expenses, un¬ 
til they shall amount to the sum of five hundred thousand dollars, which sum 
shall then be considered as capital stock, and held as a safety fund for the 
redemption of the issues of said Bank. All notes taken to the Safety Fund 
Bank, shall be payable in the paper of said Bank, but may be discharged by 
the payment of gold or silver. 

Sec. S. In case of the death, resignation, removal, or refusal to act, of the 
said President, or either of the Directors, a majority of those remaining in 
olfice shall fill up such vacancy; and the persons so appointed, shall hold 
their offices during the remainder of the term for which the President or 
Director so dying, resigning, removing or refusing to act, had to serve. 

Sec. 9. None of the said officers shall become security, or be bound for 
any debt contracted for or on behalf of said Bank, except his or their own 
accommodation; and each and every officer concerned in said Bank, shall, 
before he enters on the duties of his said office, take the following oath, be¬ 
fore some Circuit Judge or Justice of the Peace: I, A. B. do solemnly swear 
(or affirm, as the case may be,) that I will faithfully^ discharge the duties as¬ 
signed me, according to the best of my skill and abilities, and that I will not 
directly or indirectly, for myself or others, loan, the funds of said Bank at a 
greater interest than is allowed by law, during my continuance in office— 
“So help me God.” 

Sec. 10. That said Bank shall be a place of deposit for all the public 
moneys received by the Treasurer of the State, and other public officers: it 
may receive money on deposit from individuals and corporations, on such 
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terms as may be agreed upon: discount bills of exchange, current money, 
and notes with two or more good securities, who sliall be jointly and sever¬ 
ally bound, at a rate of interest not exceeding one per cent, for sixty days; 
and shall have power to make loans to the citizens of the Stale, in tlie na¬ 
ture of discounts, on real estate secured by mortgage, with full and ample 
powers to make sale and pa.ss the title in default of payment: Frovided, 
The loan shall never exceed one half of the real unencumbered value of the 
property so mortgaged : Provided further. That no loan, in any case, shall 
exceed one thousand five hundred dollars, or made for a longer term than one 
year, and shall in no instance be renewed unless the interest be paid in ad¬ 
vance, and no individual shall be allowed to endorse for more than one person: 
Provided further, That the Directors, for the time being, shall always give 
the preference, in loans, to persons satisfying them that such loan is intended 
to pay existing debt or debts, or for the purchase of stock or produce : and 
said President and Directors shall not call in more than one tenth of each 
loan at the time the same shall become due, without giving sixty days’ no¬ 
tice; and all and every person failing to make payment of ten per cent, on 
the amoiiut of his loan, and the advance interest on the remainder, at the ex¬ 
piration of each one hundred and twenty days, shall be deprived of future 
credit in said Bank, and shall be liable to suit immediately for the sum due. 

Sec. 11. The total amount of debts which said Bank shall at any time 
owe, whether by bond, bill, note or contract, shall not exceed three millions 
of dollars; and in case of excess, the Directors, under whose administrat’on 
it shall happen, shall be liable for the same in their individual capacities, ex¬ 
cept those w'ho w’ere absent at the time, or entered their protest against the 
same, on record; and an action of debt may, in such cases, be brought 
against them, or any of them, their heirs, executors or administrators, in any 
court in this State having jurisdiction, by any creditor or creditors of said 
corporation, and may be prosecuted tojudgment and execution. 

Sec. 12. Six Directors shall constitute a Board to do business, of whom 
the President shall be one, except in case of sickness or necessary absence, 
in which case his place may be supplied by any other Director who may be 
present, chosen by the Board or a majority of them. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the President and Directors of said Bank, 
to make such arrangements and regulations as will secure to the citizens of 
each county in this State, a just proportion of the loans aforesaid; which 
proportion shall be ascertained agreeable to the po[)ulation of each county, 
to be ascertained by the number of voters in each county as returned by the 
tax books for the year 1842 ; and when any payment shall be made into the 
Bank hereby established, it shall be the duty of the President and Directors 
thereof, so to conduct the proceedings as not to re-loan to the citizens of any 
other county ; but the sum or sums thus paid in, may, from time to time, be 
re-loaned to the citizens of the same county, so long as may be consistent 
with the interest and safety of the institution hereby establisiied : And with 
a view to carry this section into effect, the principal Bank and branches may 
appoint agents in each county, whose duty it shall be to cause to be execu¬ 
ted in his presence all notes to be given by principal and security to said 
Bank, and to receive the calls and discounts, and safely convey them to the 
branch in the district where such agent shall reside ; and upon making such 
appointment, bond and security shall be executed in the County Court where 
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such agent may reside, in the penalty of twenty five thousand dollars, and 
payable to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, and conditioned for the pay¬ 
ment to the President and Directors of the Safety Fund Bank, of ail such 
sums as may come to his hands by virtue of said appointment. The I'orm of 
all such bonds to be prescribed by the President and Directors; and for any 
breach thereof suit may be instituted in any court having jurisdiction ; and 
said President and Directors shall make to such agent such compensation as 
may be just and reasonable, either by the payment of money, or the loan of 
money without interest, not to exceed the amount herein prescribed. And 
the said President and Directors shall not receive in discharge of loans made 
by them, any thing but the notes hereby created, specie, or the notes of spe¬ 
cie paying Banks in the State of Kentucky. 

Sec. 14. No person who may be a President or Director of any other 
Bank, shall be eligible to the office of President or Director of the Bank 
hereby created. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of said Bank to cause an accurate and detail¬ 
ed report of their proceedings and situation to be made to each session of the 
General Assembly, and during the first week thereof, setting forth in said re¬ 
port the names of persons borrowing money, their residence, and amount 
borrowed, and the manner in which the same is secured. 

Sec. 1G. The President of said Bank shall be allowed, out of the money of 
said Bank, the sum of $1,250 per annum, and the Cashier the sum of $1,500,• 
and the President and Directors shall make such allowance to the Clerk, 
and others in their employment, as they may think right, not exceeding 
$800. The expenses of the principal Bank, and each branch, separately, 
and all officers’ salaries, shall be reported to the Legislature, in the first an¬ 
nual report. The Directors of the principal Bank and branches, may be 
compensated for their services, by a loan of money, not exceeding the 
amount of loans fixed to individuals, without the payment of interest during 
their continuance in office; but for each failure to attend the Board of Direc¬ 
tors at its stated or regular meetings, unless for some unavoidable reason, 
such delinquent Director shall be charged with the sum of $1, to be noted by 
the Cashier, and collected with the debt. And upon any Director’s going 
out of oflice, his death, resignation, or refusal to act, such Director, his or 
their executor, or administrator, shall pay the interest on the sum then due, 
as other debtors. Directors appointed out of the county where the branch 
is located, shall not be required to attend, except on the days rvhen notes 
may be presented for discount or renewal from the citizens of the county 
where such Director resides. The officers of the Bank shall not be the se¬ 
curity of each other, or for individuals, in notes presented for loans, or bills 
of exchange. 

Sec. 17. The President and Directors shall keep fair and legible entries 
(in a book or books to be kept for that purpose,) of their proceedings; and on 
any question, where two Directors shall require it, the yeas and nays of the 
Directors shall he duly inserted on their minutes, and those minutes, to be at 
all times, on demand, produced to the Legislature, or any committee thereof 
who may be legally authorized to receive the same. 

Sec. 18. The Sheriffs, and other collectors of the revenue tax and levies, 
shall, as near as practicable, collect from each individual two thirds of the 
amount in notes on the Safety Fund Bank, and one third on other Banks in 
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this State; all the Sheriffs shall pay into the Treasury one third of the reve¬ 
nue to be paid by them, in notes on the Bank of Kentucky, Northern Bank, 
or Bank of Louisville, which sum shall be set apart and carried to the credit 
of the Sinking Fund, or so much thereof as may be necessary in aid of the 
other resources of the Sinking Fund, to pay the interest due on internal im¬ 
provement bonds. All toll gatherers upon roads and rivers. Commissioners 
of tlie Jury Fund, public officers collecting fines and forfeitures, shall receive 
the bills of the Safety Fund Bank. All officers or creditors of the State, 
or several counties, who are entitled to draw their salaries, or demands 
from the public Treasury, or county levy, shall receive the sums to which 
they are entitled, in the paper of the Bank hereby established. 

Sec. 19. Any Sheriff, or other Collector of the revenues, who shall either 
directly or indirectly purchase the paper of the Safety Fund Bank at a dis¬ 
count, shall be subject to a fine of five hundred dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment in any court of record having jurisdiction of the cause, one fifth of 
which shall go to the Commonwealth’s Attorney, the remainder shall be col¬ 
lected and paid over to the principal Bank, or branch nearest where the of¬ 
fence was committed; and said Sheriff or Collector shall moreover be dis¬ 
missed from office by the court from which he received his appointment; 
and the Judges of the Circuit Courts shall give such offence in charge to the 
grand juries. 

Sec. 20. Be it further enacted. That all officers of this government, and 
Commissioners ajjpointed by courts, shall receive the bills of said Bank in 
discharge of fees and services hereafter rendered. All contracts hereafter 
made, stipulating for the payment of bills of said Bank, shall be specifically 
enforced by rendering judgment where suit maybe brought on such con¬ 
tracts, and executions issuing on said judgments shall be endorsed, in effect, 
“notes on the Safety Fund Bank will be received in discharge of the with¬ 
in execution.’’ All such contracts, as well as contracts made for the loan of 
the bills of said Bank, shall bear an interest at the rale of eight per centum 
per annum : Provided, however, That the Bank hereby created, nor either 
of the Banks in Kentucky, shall have any right to loan the bills of said Bank 
at any greater interest than six per centum per annum, taking the discount 
in advance, according to Rowlett’s tables. 

Sec. 21. The President and Directors of said Bank shall prescribe rules 
by which to be governed in ascertaining the validity of titles to lands, and 
the value thereof, proposed to be mortgaged to the said Bank for the loan of 
money. No loan shall be made on the pledge or mortgage of lands, to an 
amount exceeding one half of the estimated value of the lands. The said 
President and Directors shall also prescribe the form of such mortgage; and 
all such mortgages shall be considered as being of record from the date 
thereof, and shall have the priority of any mortgages or conveyances of the 
same property not previously recorded in the county in which the land lies. 
And the person or persons applying for the loan of moneys, shall produce a 
certificate from the Clerk of said county in which the land iies,that there is 
no conveyance, or encumbrance on the land, within his knowledge. All 
mortgages, so taken, shall be recorded in the Clerk’s office of the county 
where the land lies. Where any house and lot, in any town or city, shall 
be offered as pledge for any loan of money, the President and Directors 
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sliall require that the same shall be first insured, and so remain until the debt 
is paid. 

Sec. 22. Be it further enacted, That any lands which may be sold under 
the tenth section of this act, where the same may be purcliased by individu¬ 
als, or for tlie use and benefit of this corporation, the former owner, at any 
lime within two years, upon his paying into the principal Bank, or the branch 
Bank in which the debt may have been created, the amount for whicli said 
property may have been sold, with an interest thereon, at the rate of ten 
percent, per annum, from the time of sale, to the day of redemption thereof; 
and it shall be the duty of the Cashier, to receive the amount from the for¬ 
mer owner, and give him a certificate of the redemption thereof; and shall, 
on application, pay the amount of money received on such redemption, to 
the purchaser, his or her heirs, executors, or administrators, or assigns, or 
lawful agent; and the President and Directors under whose order any such 
property may be sold, shall not make a conveyance thereof, to any purchaser, 
until after the expiration of two years from the time of sale. Where there 
shall be purchased any lands and tenements, houses and lots, by or for the 
use and benefit of the Bank, it shall be the duty of the President and Direc¬ 
tors to causesuch lands, or houses and lots, to be sold on such terms as may 
be deemed necessary to secure the payment of the debt and charges; and 
said President and Directors may make a conveyance of the title to the pur¬ 
chaser or purchasers; and such deed of conveyance shall pass the title. 

Sec. 23. It shall be in the power of the President and Directors of the 
principal Bank, to withdraw any branch at anytime when its concerns may 
be mismanaged, or the profits thereof may not be sufficient to defray its ex¬ 
penses: Provided however, The causes for such withdrawal, shall be reported 
to the succeeding Legislature. 

Sec. 2-1. The bills and notes under the seal of said corporation, which 
shall be made to any person or persons, shall be assignable by endorsement 
thereon, under the hand or hands of such person or persons, of his, her or 
their assignee or assignees, and so as absolutely to transfer and vest the prop¬ 
erty thereof, in each and every assignee or assignees, to bring and maintain 
an action thereupon, in his, her or their own name or names, and bills or 
notes which may be issued, by order of the said corporation, signed by the 
President and countersigned by the principal Cashier, promising the payment 
of money to any person or persons, his, her or their order, or to the bearer, 
though not under the seal of said corporation, shall be binding and obligatory 
upon the same, in the like manner, and with like force and efi’ect as upon 
any private person, if issued by him, her or them, in his, her or their private 
or natural capacity or capacities, and shall be assignable and negotiable, in 
like manner as if they were issued by such private person or persons; that is 
to say, those which are or shall be payable to any person or persons, his, her 
or their order, shall be assignable, by endorsement, in like manner, and with 
the like effect, as foreign bills of exchange noware, and those which are or 
shall be payable to bearer, shall be negotiable and payable, and assignable by 
delivery only. 

Sec. 25. No President, Director, officer or servant of the said corpora¬ 
tion, shall be concerned, either directly or indirectly, in the practice of ad¬ 
vancing or loaning out the funds of the institution, at an illegal rate of in¬ 
terest, whether the same be done or eliected under the form or color of a 
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purchase or exchange of notes, acceptances or clue bills, checks on Ranks, 
acknowledgments, or any other way or manner whatsoever; and all and 
every such President, Director, officer. Clerk or servant, of said Bank, who 
shall be concerned as aforesaid, in any such practices, shall forfeit and pay, 
for each ofl'ence, one thoirsand dollars, to be recovered by an action of debt, 
in any court of record having jurisdiction of the offence, one half to the use 
of the informer, the other half to the use of the State. 

Sec. 2G. No loan shall be made by said corporation, to any Government 
or State, except the Commonwealtli of Kentucky, nor to any person or 
persons residing in any other Government, State or Tetritory, or to any 
corporation or body politic, chartered or incorporated, by this or any other 
Government. 

Sec. 27. The President and Directors of the principal Bank, shall pre¬ 
scribe the form of the notes to be executed by the persons borrowing money 
of said Bank or the branches thereof; and whenever a loan may be made to 
any person or persons, the person whose name is first subscribed to the note 
of hand, shall have the right to control the amount loaned, by his check or 
otherwise; and the note so executed, may be put in suit by the said Bank, 
at any time they may think proper, after they become due; and all such 
notes of hand shall be debts of superior dignity, and shall be paid first by 
executors and administrators. 

Sec. 2S. The President and Directors of the principal Bank, shall cause 
to be engraved, and printed, notes, with a view to circulation, as soon as may 
be after the passage of this act, and the Auditor of Publicc Acounts, is here¬ 
by directed to issue his warrant, in favor of the President of the Safety Fund 
Bank, u|)on the Tieasurer, for a sum not exceeding $ , in favoi- of the 

President of the Bank, to defray the expenses in having the notes so engrav¬ 
ed. There shall be established a branch of said Bank in each congressional 
district, except the one in which the principal Bank is located. After the 
location of any branch or branches, it shall be the duty of the President and 
Directors of the principal Bank, to appoint six Directors for each branch 
Bank, three of whom shall reside in the county where the branch is located. 
The Directors, so appointed, shall, upon acceptance, take an oath, before 
a Justice of the Peace, w'ell and truly, faithfully and impartially, to execute 
the duties of Director of said branch Bank. After taking such oath, said 
Directors shall elect a President. The President and Directoi's shall then 
proceed to elect a Cashier, Clerk, and other necessary officers, for the con¬ 
duction of said branch. The President and Directors of the principal Bank, 
shall allow to the officers of the branches, adequate salaries for the first year, 
and report to the Legislature theamount allowed each. The President and 
Directors of the branches may proceed to appoint an agent in each county 
in the district, (each Director may be appointed an agent,) and each agent, 
so appointed, shall be a Director; and upon accepting his office, shall exe¬ 
cute, in the County Court, a bond to the President and Directors of said 
Bank, in the penalty of twenty thousand dollars, conditioned faithfully to 
disburse all moneys which may be placed in his hands to be loaned, and all 
that may be paid over to him to be paid into Bank. The Directors, so ap- 
fiointed, shall hold tlieir offices until, for good cause, the President and Di¬ 
rectors of the principal Bank, or the Legislature, may deem it necessary to 
appoint others. The President and Directors of the several branches shall 
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conform to all ihe by-laws prescribed by the President and Directors of the 
principal Bank. It shall be the duty of each branch Bank to transmit to 
the President and Directors of the jirincipal Bank, at the end of each sixty 
days, the names and amount of each debtor, his or her security or secuiities, 
or other pledge; and shall, on or before the first day of December in each 
year, report the expenses and profits of their respective branches, exhibiting 
each item of expense, verified by the oath of the Cashier. It shall, in like 
manner, be the duty of the President and Directors of the principal Bank 
to report to the Legislature the profits and expenses of the principal Bank 
and each branch; and at all times have the bill of items ready to be exhibi¬ 
ted to a committee appointed by the Legislature. 

Sec. 29. After the expiration of four 3 mars, no loan shall be made for a 
longer term tlian one year, and twenty live per cent, and advanced interest, 
shall be called each 120 days. 

Sec. 30, If any of the officers of the Bank shall be guilty of embezzling, 
purloining, or reserving any of the funds of said Bank, for their own private 
purposes, such person shall be held and deemed a felon, and may be indicted 
by a grand jury, in the county where the same occurred; and if convicted 
shall be sentenced to undergo a confinement in the jail and penitentiary 
house, fora term not exceeding two nor less than one \'ear. 

Sec. 31. Be il further enacted. That the President and Directors of said 
Bank be, and the}' are hereby, authorized, at the expiration of the first year 
of the operations of said Bank, to redeem two hundred thousand dollars of 
the paper of said Bank, by exchanging therefor, the like amount of the bonds 
of the Commonwealth, issued pursuant to the fifth section of this act; and 
at the expiration of the second year, may, in like manner, redeem another 
two hundred thousand dollars; and, in like manner, may, in three years, re¬ 
deem two hundred thousand dollars more of the paper of said Bank. If 
such exchange be effected, it shall be the duty of the President and Direc¬ 
tors to provide the means, out of the funds of said Bank, to pay the interest 
on said bonds. 

Sec. 32. To the amount that bonds may be so issued, the President of 
said Bank may, with the paper of said Bank, or the notes due by individuals 
debtors of said Bank, redeem a like amount of six yeaiTnternal Improvement 
bonds of the State. The assignment of the President of said Bank, of any 
of the notes due by individuals to said Bank, to effect such an arrangement, 
shall passllie title to the assignee: Provided however. That no note shall be 
so assigned, sooner than four years from the commencement of the opera¬ 
tions of said Bank, and shall be paid in the paper of said Bank. To the ex¬ 
tent that six year bonds may be so taken in, shall a like amount of the fifty 
year bonds become a charge upon the Sinking Fund. 

Sec. 33. Be it further enacted. That the President and Directors of the 
Safety Fund Bank, shall be, and they are hereby, constituted Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, and the financial agents, for and on behalf of the State of 
Kentucky, to receive from the Treasurer, on the warrant of the Auditor, all 
sums of money arising from any source, which is now, or may hereafter be 
set apart as resources of the Sinking Fund, to be used as other capital, tak¬ 
ing care to be provided, at all times, with funds to pay the interest on Inter¬ 
nal Improvement bonds, in the manner prescribed by law. They shall dis¬ 
burse all sums due to persons holding bonds of the State, issued for Internal 
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Improvement or Ollier purposes, and shall Iiave the power to buy and sell 
bills of exchange, to command eastern funds, with a view to discharge the 
various demands on the Sinking Fund. 

]\Ir. Crow then moved the previous question.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That when Preston S. Loughborough shall deliver to the Secre¬ 
tary of State two thousand well bound and lettered copies of the Digest 
published by him, of the Statutes of this Commonw'ealth, enacted since eTgh- 
teen hundred and thirty four, the said Secretary shall give a receipt for thes

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same, and certify to the Second Auditor of Public Accounts the amount due 
to said Loughborough therefor, at the rate of three dollars and fifty cents for 
each of said copies: and the Second Auditor of Public Accounts shall there¬ 
upon issue his warrant upon the Treasury in favor of said Loughborough for 
one half of the amount so certified, which shall be paid out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated : and at the end of one year from 
the date of the aforesaid certificate of the Secretary of State, the said Au¬ 
ditor shall issue his warrant upon the Treasury in favor of the said Lough¬ 
borough for the other half of the amount stated in the said ceitificate, which 
shall be paid out of any money in the Treasury not otherwdse appropria¬ 
ted. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That the Secretary of State shall distrib¬ 
ute the said Digest in the following manner: one to each of the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals; one to each of the Circuit Judges; one to the Chancellor, 
of the Louisville Chancery Court; one to each Police Judge; one to the 
Clerk of each Police Court; one to each Justice of the Peace; one to the 
Attorney General; one to each Attorney for the Commonwealth; one to each 
County Court Attorney; one to the First and Second Auditors of Public Ac¬ 
counts ; one to the Treasurer; one to the Register of the Land Office; one 
to the Clerk of the Court of Appeals; one to the Clerk of the General Court; 
one to each of the Circuit Court Clerks ; one to each of the County Court 
Clerks ; one to each High Sheriff; one to the Clerk of the Louisville Chan¬ 
cery Court; one to the Marshall of said Court; one to each County Survey¬ 
or; ten to the Clerk of the Senate, and thirty to the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That when any of the officers entitled to a 
copy of said Digest shall have received the same, upon his or their going out 
of office, such officer shall deposit the said copy with the Clerks of the court 
where he or they shall have exercised the office by virtue of which he became 
entitled to such copy; and on his failure so to do, he shall be subject to all 
the penalties now in force against any of the officei’s of this government for 
failing to return the public books when they go out of office.

A message was received from the Senate, asking leave to withdraw their 
report announcing the passage of a bill from this House, entitled, an act for 
the benefit of Samuel Nelson—which was granted, and the bill withdrawn. 

Mr. Noe, from the committee appointed to examine the Lunatic Asylum 
and Transylvania University, made the following report, viz; 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

The joint committee appointed for the purpose of examining Transylva¬ 
nia Univ'ersity, having performed the duty assigned them by your resolution, 
make the following report; 

Taking into consideration the great pecuniary embarrassment pervading 
the length and breadth of these United States, the Medical Department of 
this Institution is in a very flattering condition. The number of students 
in tliis department is but little short of that of the last year. The deserv¬ 
edly high reputation of the distinguished and talented Professors, give a sure 
guarantee of the continued usefulness and prosperity of this permanently 
and well established school. 

The Law Department of this Institution is realizing the fondest anticipa¬ 
tions of its most devoted friends. Students in quest of legal lore, here find 
distinguished Jurists more than competent to impart the basis of future use- 
iulness and distinction in their profes.sion. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, the Classical and Literary De¬ 
partment of this Institution has been transferred to tiie control and manage¬ 
ment of the Methodist Episcopal Church. And the character for literary, 
moral and religious worth of the talented and accomplished President and 
Professors, under the present organization of this Department, bids fair to 
resuscitate this venerable Institution. Prospects are now flattering that the 
next session will open with some 200 students, or more. 
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Your committee are pleased to say, that no sectarian principles are incul¬ 
cated here, whilst order and a proper observance of all the requirements of 
refined and religious society, together with strict economy, is required of 
each and every student. 

Your committee are gratified further to add, that the expenses, including 
tuition, boarding, &c., are such as to meet the exigences of the times. All 
things considered, your committee flatter themselves that Transylvania will 
soon rival her palmiest days. 

It is confidently hoped, that at a more auspicious period in the monetary 
affairs of the country, the Legislature will make some appropriation for the 
ornament and preservation of the grounds and buildings, as also for the pro¬ 
curement of some of the modern works to be added to the Library, at pres¬ 
ent consisting of many valuable but mostly antiquated works.

The House then took up the bill to remove the seat of Government of the 
Cornmonw'ealth of Kentucky. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That the Seat of Government of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, shall be, and the same is hereby, removed from Frankfort; and the 
same shall hereafter be at the city of Louisville, in the county of Jeflerson. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, This act shall not take effect until the city 
of Louisville and county of Jefferson shall, by deed of general warranty, 
convey a clear unencumbered title, in fee simple, and with covenant, that 
the property conveyed is free of all encumbrance, to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the lot of ground fronting four hundred and tw'enty feet on the 
north side of Jefferson street, and extending northward, of that width, two 
hundred and ten feet, containing two acres of land, binding on 5th and 6th 
cross streets, being a half square, on which is erected tiie stone edifice, known 
as the N'ew Court House, together with all the riglits, ways, privileges, tene¬ 
ments and hereditaments therein, to have and to hold the same in fee simple, 
to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, so long as the Seat of Government 
shall remain in the city of Louisville. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. This act shall not take effect until the 
apartments in the building in the city of Louisville, known as the New 
Court House, which will be necessary for the accommodation of the Senate 
and House of Representatives, and their committees, the Court of Appeals, 
the Auditors, Treasurer, Register, Secretary of State, and the State Li¬ 
brarian, shall have been completed, and prepared for the reception of the 
General Assembly, and the Court of Appeals and officers of Government 
aforesaid: Provided, The preparation of said apartments shall be completed 
at the cost exclusively of the city of Louisville and county of Jefferson, on 
or before the first day of December, 1843. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That this law shall not take effect until the 
citv of Louisville shall execute a bond, in the final sum of one hundred 
40 
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thousand dollars, conditioned that the city of Louisville shall finish and 
complete, at the cost of said city, the exterior of the said New Court House, 
according to the original plan of said building, and that the city will, and 
shall appropriate for that purpose, not less than ten thousand dollars per an¬ 
num, from and after the first day of January, 1S44, until the whole build¬ 
ing is completed, according to said plan. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That this act shall not take effect until 
the said city of Louisville shall have provided a suitable residence for the 
Governor of Kentucky, at the expense of said city. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the Speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, the Lieutenant Governor, the present Senator from Nelson 
county, and the Clerk of the present House of Representatives, or a majority 
of them, or the survivors of them, shall, when notified by the Mayor of 
Louisville, proceed to the city of Louisville, inspect the apartments provided 
for the use of the General Assembly, the Court of Appeals, and the officers 
of the Government, aforesaid, survey the residence provided for the Gov¬ 
ernor, examine the conve 3 "ance and title to the property contemplated by 
the second section of this act, to be conveyed by the city of Louisville and 
county of Jefferson, to the State of Kentucky, examine the bond contem¬ 
plated to be executed by said city, and provided for in the 4th section 
of this act, and if they are satisfied therewith, shall accept the same. If 
the said officers approve the said deed, they shall have it properly recorded, 
and shall file the original thereof in the office of the Secretary of State. In 
case they shall accept the said bond, it being in due form, they shall file it in 
like manner, and in the same office; and if they shall find the apartments 
intended for the General Assembly, the Court of Appeals, and the various 
officers aforesaid, and the residence provided for the Governor, finished in a 
proper manner, they shall receive the same, and shall certify the fact of 
such reception, and shall deliver said certificate to the Mayor of the city of 
Louisville, who shall lodge the same for filing and record, in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That in case of the conveyance, bond and 
certificate aforesaid shall be filed as aforesaid, on or before the first day of 
December, 1843, the Governor of this Commonwealth shall immediately 
issue his proclamation, convening the General Assembly of this Common¬ 
wealth, at the time established by law, in the city of Louisville, as the new 
Seat of Government of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

Sec. 8 . Be it further enacted. That the County Court of Jefferson, may, 
and is hereby, authorized to convey, in fee simple, any interest said county 
of Jefferson may have in the lot on which said New Court House is erected, 
and the lots adjoining thereto, and an order of the majority of said court, 
instructing the presiding Justice of said court to execute a deed, shall be 
sufficient to authorize said presiding Justice to sign the same in that capacity, 
and the seal of the court being affixed, the said deed so executed, shall con¬ 
vey any estate granted therein. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That the Governor of this Commonwealth, 
so soon as the conveyance, bond and certificate are filed, shall order to the 
new Seat of Government, all the fixtures, archives, papers and records, which 
may be in the public offices of the Government, in the town of Frankfort, 
and shall notify the Judges of the Court of Appeals thereof, so that the re- 
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cords of said court may be removed by the Clerk thereof to the new Seat 
of Government, at the city of Louisville, aforesaid. 

The question was then taken on reading said bill a second time, and it 
rvas decided in the negative.

Resolved, That said bill do pass, and that the title thereof be as afore¬ 
said. 

Mr. Tibbatts, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill pro¬ 
viding for appeals and wTits of error in criminal cases—reported the same 
without amendment. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That in criminal cases, not punishable with death, writs of error 
may, on good cause shown, be allowed on the application of the defendant, by 
the Court of Appeals, or any Judge thereof, in vacation; and in criminal 
cases, punishable with death, writs of error may be allowed on like applica- 
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lions, by said court when in session, in open court, or by any two Judges 
thereof, in vacation. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, Tliat in all cases of conviction, when the 
punishment shall be capital, the Judges or court allowing such writ of error, 
shall order a suspension of the execution, until such writ of error shall be 
heard and determined ; and upon hearing of such writ of error, they shall 
order the prisoner to be discharged, a new trial to be had, or appoint a day 
certain for the execution of the sentence, as the nature of the case may re¬ 
quire. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That in all cases of conviction, where the 
punishment shall be capital, or by imprisonment in the Penitentiary, the 
court. Judge or Judges, allowing such writ of error, may order the same to 
be made returnable forthwith before the Court of Appeals, if then sitting, or 
before the said Court of Appeals at its next session, and shall also order a 
suspension ot the execution of such sentence. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That in all other cases, not provided for by 
the second or third sections of this act, the court or Judge allowing such 
writ of error, may order a suspension of the execution of the sentence upon 
the defendant, on his or her entering into recognizance, before the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court where such cause was tried, with at least two good and 
sufficient securities, to be approved of by said Clerk, in such sum as shall be 
specified in the order of the court or Judge allowing such writ of error; 
which recognizance shall be conditioned for the defendant’s prosecuting said 
writ of error to effect, and surrendering himself, or herself, to the custody 
of the Sheriff of the county in which such conviction was had, in case the 
judgment of the Circuit Court shall not be reversed, or a new trial be or¬ 
dered. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That in all cases where a defendant shall 
feel himself or herself aggrieved, by any decision of the Circuit Court, hejor 
she may present his or her bill of exceptions to such decision; and it shall be 
the duty of such court to sign and seal the same, in manner and form as is 
now prescribed by law in civil cases; and such bill of exceptions, when 
signed and sealed, shall be made a part of the record, and shall have the 
same force and effect as in civil cases. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That when any defendant has been com¬ 
mitted to the Penitentiary of this State, and the judgment, by virtue of 
which the commitment is made, shall be reversed on a writ of error-, allow¬ 
ed under the provisions of this act, by which reversal the defendant shall be 
entitled to his or her discharge, or to a new trial, the Clerk of the Court of 
Appeals shall, under the seal of the court, forthwith certify the same to the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary; and said Keeper, on receipt of such certificate, 
in case a discharge of such defendant be ordered, shall immediately discharge 
such defendant from the Penitentiary. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That in case a new trial be ordered, the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary shall forthwith cause said defendant to be forth¬ 
with taken and conducted to the county, and committed to the custody of 
the Sheriff or Jailer thereof, in which said defendant was convicted. 

Sec. 8 . Be it further enacted. That all laws coming within the purview 
of this act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 
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The question was then taken on ordering said bill to be engrossed and 
read a third time, and it was decided in the negative; and so said bill was 
rejected.

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That the act, entitled, an act to establish Circuit Courts in this 
Commonwealth, approved December 20, 1802, and all acts and parts of acts 
establishing Circuit Courts, shall be, and are hereby, repealed, so soon as this 
act takes effect. 

ync. 2. Be it further enacted. That thirteen District Courts shall be, and 
they are hereby, established, and to be holden in the Districts, and at the 
times hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That each District shall hold two terms in 
every year. 

Sec. 4. And he it further enacted. That the District Courts established 
by this act shall have jurisdiction in all cases, matters, and things, at com¬ 
mon law, and in chancery, within their respective Districts ; and shall have 
the same power, authority, and jurisdiction, which the Circuit Courts are 
now vested with; and the said District Courts shall be governed by the same 
rules and regulations by which the Circuit Courts are now governed ; and 
it shall be the duty of said District Courts to exercise all the powers, and 
discharge all the duties, Avhich the constitution and laws of the Common¬ 
wealth require of the Circuit Courts. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That each District Court shall have the 
same pow'er, authority, and jurisdiction, over all suits, matters, and things, 
which may be depending and undetermined in any Circuit Court at the time 
this act takes effect, which such Circuit Court would have had in case this 
act had never passed; and such District Court shall have the same authority, 
power, and jurisdiction, to award executions, and other legal process, on all 
decrees and judgments of such Circuit Court, as such Circuit Court would 
have had in case this act had not have been passed. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the Sheriffs of the several counties 
shall summon grand and petit juries to attend said District Courts, at the sev- 
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era! times hereinafter fixed for holding the same, in the same manner they 
are now directed to summon grand and petit jurors to attend the Circuit 
Courts; and said Sheriffs shall attend the District Courts, and obey the or¬ 
ders of said Court, as the law directs in case of Circuit Courts. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, Tliat the Governor shall, on the day this 
act takes effect, nominate, and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, appoint and commission, one Judge, and one Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney, for each District herein aftermentioned, who shall qualify in the same 
manner and whose porvers, duties and tenor of office shall be the same of the 
Judges and Commonwealths’ Attorneys of the Circuit Courts: said Judges 
shall hold the District Courts in their respective Districts at the times here¬ 
inafter designated; and the said Judges shall each receive out of the Public 
Treasury, annually, the sum of $ , and the Commonwealths’ Attor¬

Mr. Irwin, fronr the committee on the Penitentiary, made the following 
report, viz: 

The committee on the Penitentiary, having had the condition of that in¬ 
stitution under consideration, beg leave to report: That they did not think 
proper to extend their examinations further back than the first day of March, 
1839, when the last term of office of the present Keeper commenced. Ac¬ 
cording to the terms of the “act prescribing the duties of the Keeper and 
Clerk of the Penitentiary,” approveil February 14, 1839, the State loaned 
the Keeper the sum of twenty five thousand dollars, at an interest, paya¬ 
ble semi-annually, at the rate of six percent, per annum. This amount was 
made up to the Keeper, by transferring to him the raw materials, manufac¬ 
tures, &c.,on hand at the close of the former term of service, valued by ap¬ 
praisers appointed under the said act of 1839, at the sum of ; 

by giving up to him his bond for §6,000, executed in 1834, with the inter¬ 
est thereon; and by a credit on his account, on the books of the former term, 
for the sum of $1,485 90. The interest on this sum of $25,000, has been 
regularly paid by Mr. Theobald, (the Keeper) individually, in cash, for the 
benefit of the Sinking Fund, amounting, up to the first of September, 1842, 
the date of the last semi-annual instalment of interest, to the sum of $5,250, 
paid by him from his individual resources, independent of any profits of the 
Penitentiaiy. 

The last annual report of the Keeper, shows the assets of the institution 
on the 30th November, 1842, to be, after providing for every debt then out¬ 
standing against it, the sum of $100,494 56; made up of debts due on the 
Clerk’s books, $28,684 24; estimated value of raw materials,manufactures, 
&c. on hand, $14,418 52; and estimated value of new buildings, $57,391 80, 
chargeable against the State, (except the sum of $10,000, the amount of the 
Keeper’s individual assumpsit towards them, by the terms of the act of 1839.) 
The effect of this assumpsit of $10,000 by the Keeper, will be, to reduce the 
cost of the buildings to the State, as reported in the estimates of Nov. 30th, 
1842, to the sum of $47,391 80, which, added to the Clerk’s contingent com¬ 
pensation, amounting in the whole time, from March 1, 1839, to Nov. 30, 
1842, three years and nine months, to a sum a little over $3,000, will absorb 
the whole amount of the State’s share (one half) of the profits of the insti¬ 
tution, from March 1, 1839, up to the date mentioned, November 30, 1842, 
say $50,000. 

The committee cannot refrain the expression of the satisfaction they feel 
in contemplating the result of the establishment of the present Penitentiary 
system of Kentucky; and they do not hesitate to affirm that results equally 
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beneficial, eitlier moral or pecuniary, have not attended any similar institu¬ 
tion in the United States. 

The average number of convicts in the Kentucky Penitentiary for the last 
four years, has been about 160. The real profits realized by the State, in¬ 
cluding amount received from the Keeper as interest on the $2.5,000 loaned 
him, for the more efficient management of the institution, for the three years 
and nine months reported, are— 

Buildings, ------- $57,S91 80 

Interest on loan, ------ 5,250 00 


It will be seen from this statement that, during a period of near 1,400 
days, of the Keeper’s last contract, each convict has paid to tht State, as her 
share of profits, over and above all expenses in the management of the in¬ 
stitution, a net revenue of 2St cents per day. Considering the embarrassed 
pecuniary condition of the country, and the difficulty of rendering any large 
manufacturing establishment profitable, this result is certainly very remarka¬ 
ble and gratifying. 

The committee will conclude this branch of their report by presenting a 
tabular view of the number of prisoners in nine Penitentiaries, and the 
earnings and losses of the same, for the year 1841, taken from the seven¬ 
teenth (the last) annual report of the Prison Discipline Society, published in 
Boston, in 1842, from which it will be seen that the Kentucky Penitentiary 
is far more profitably managed than any reported. The Ohio Penitentiary, 
which approaches nearest to the Kentucky Penitentiary, in the amount of 
profits, it will be perceived, contains three times as many convicts.

‘'In the report of the Prison Discipline Society, the amount of earnings in the Kentucky 
Penitentiary for 1841, is erroneously stated to be §11,718 53. This is but the amount of debts 
due on the books, the year reported, and does not embrace other assets reported that year. The 
above amount of §11,718 53, is the balance of a larger aggregate of debts due the institution 
after deducting therefrom all the debts due by it.

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Withia the period obove mentioned, there were discharged from the pri¬ 
son, 264 convicts, each of wlioin received, on liberation, the sum of live 
dollars. It is the policy of the State to show to the convicts and to the 
world, that, in the execution of her criminal justice, she is merciful, not 
cruel. The committee, as will be seen in the bill herewith reported back by 
them to the House, propose to increase the gratuity given to convicts on 
their liberation; but to bestow it in such manner that, while it shall admin¬ 
ister to their real comfort and afford them no pi-etext of want for the com¬ 
mission of crime immediately on release, shall furnish them no means of in¬ 
stantly plunging into intempeiance and other excesses. They propose to 
give to each convict the sum of five dollars in cash and a complete suit of 
comfortable clothing, on liberation. It is not unfrequently alledged by con¬ 
victs that, on the expiration of their terms of service, they are cast forth 
destitute upon the world, with a mark of infamy branded upon them, which 
prevents their procuring employment and honest means of livelihood; and 
that they must consequently starve or steal. The money and the clothing 
proposed to be given them in the bill, will be a sufficient resource till they 
can find honest employment; and the very fact of receiving them from the 
benevolent policy of the State, will, in many instances, doubtless, prove an 
incentive and stimulant to industry and virtue. The committee believe that 
the recommendation of this proof of kindness and regard towards an unfor¬ 
tunate class of individuals, is but the echo of an enlightened and benevolent 
sentiment in the breast of the community towards fellorv beings. While 
our penal laws are designed to inflict just punishment on the guilty criminal, 
it is gratifying to every philanthropic mind to contemplate the fact that they 
are also designed to reclaim and reform the transgressor. To punish crime 
is one important object; to reform the criminal is another; and while justice 
requires the former, every moral principle recognizes the obligation which 
enforces the duty of endeavoring to accomplish the latter. 

In the same period, above mentioned, 87 of the prisoners liberated, were 
discharged upon the exercise of Executive clemency. On inquiry into this 
matter, the committee learned that, in a large majority of cases, the display 
of Executive mercy was confined to conyjcts, having discharged their duties 
during imprisonment, with exemplary fidelity, whose terms of service were 
within but a few days of expiration. The cases are rare and attended with 
strong palliating circumstances in reference to guilt or causes of guilt, in 
which the Governor has extended the power of pardon to prisoners having 
any considerable length of time to serve in completion of their sentences. 
The effect of this policy on the part of the Governor, the committee are in¬ 
formed and believe, is highly beneficial to the prisoners. It teaches them 
that there is humanity and sympathy for them; that an interest is felt in 
their welfare; and in proportion as they see such a spirit manifested, the 
desire to merit approbation and recover their lost standing in the moral 
community, is awakened and strengthened. They are too apt to believe, 
and to act on the belief, that the world is at war with them ; but the kind¬ 
ness and consideration which lead to acts of benevolence toward them, and 
more than all, dictate their release from imprisonment, convince them of 
their error, awaken kindly sentiments in their orvn bosoms, teach them that 
they have a stake in life and in society worth recovering and preserving. 
The moment this state of feeling is produced, there is a well founded hope 
of moral improvement if not reformation, respecting its subjects. 
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The committee regret to state tliat the Board of Visitor.s-, the Auditor, 
Treasurer, Register, and Attorney General, appointed by tlje law, “to visit 
the Penitentiary as often as they may deem proper, and at least once in each 
month, and make e.xamination of the state of the institution, the iiealth of 
the convicts, the manner of dieting them, the cleanliness of the cells, and 
the treatment of the convicts generally, and make such report to tlie Legis¬ 
lature as the condition of the institution may require,” have not performed 
their duty for a number of years. A benevolent purpose of the law, that 
of guarding the comfort and well being of a class of human beings utterly 
powerless to protect themselves, by persons perfectly disinterested, has thus 
been unobserved. It is not that the prisoners have suffered from this neg¬ 
ligence that the committee thus speak, for, in all respects, the committee 
find there has been nothing whatever to complain of, though much to com¬ 
mend, regarding the treatment of the convicts: but they believe that the 
e.xecution of the duty enjoined by law upon the Board would have many 
beneficial effects upon the prisoners and the condition of the institution, as 
was manifestly contemplated by the law. The committee, however, are 
happy to say in this connexion, that they have learned that the Governor 
takes a deep interest in the welfare and the proper treatment of the unfor¬ 
tunate beings confined in the Penitentiary. They are informed that he 
makes very frequent visits into the interior of the establishment, examining, 
by personal observation, its entire affairs. He makes himself acquainted 
with the condition and treatment of the prisoners; and the display of this 
interest felt for them by the Governor, they are happy to be informed by 
the Keeper, tends to tranquilize their passions and render them far less dis¬ 
contented. A most unequivocal good effect of this benev'olent regard is, 
the suppression, almost wholly, of the spirit of insurrection and revolt. It 
is rare that plots of escape are now entertained. 

The bill provides for the election of a_ Keeper to succeed the present in¬ 
cumbent, whose term of office expires on the first of March, 1S44. 

It provides that $250 be appropriated for the moral and religious instruc¬ 
tion of the convicts. This is believed to contain one of the most important 
principles of the proposed law. We are too apt to regard the inmates of a 
prison as hardened, abandoned, and beyond the reach of moral effort; and 
their moral reformation is too often conceived to be hopeless. In this prison, 
one hundred and five are under thirty years of age, sev'enteen of whom are 
under twenty. The}' are our fellow creatures, possessing the feelings and 
sensibilities of men. One eighth of them are youths, in whom the affections 
and sensibilities of our nature are tender, lively and easily moved; and 
surely we should throw around them all the influences calculated to reform 
them, so that on their restoration to liberty, they may return to tiie bosom 
of their families, wooed to virtue, fit and worthy members of the community. 

In regard to the manner of employing the labor of the prisoners, on 
which subject a resolution of the House, at an early period of the session, di¬ 
rected them to enquire, the committee have made some examination, and 
bestowed some reflection ; and they hav'e arrived at the conclusion that the 
direction of the branches of industry should be entrusted solely to the Keep¬ 
er. Experience proves that, hitherto, he has made the labor profitable to 
the State; and it is the safest course to follow the path of experience. Were 
the Keeper inhibited from pursuing certain branches of industry, or required 
only to pursue certain other branches, it might, and most probably would, 
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result in loss both to him and the State. It should, indeed, be the policy of 
the State, not to interfere, further than indispensably necessary, with the 
operations of honest citizens; but the idea that a prolitttbly conducted Pen¬ 
itentiary wrongs the community, by reducing the profits of a few mechan¬ 
ics, will not bear the test of scrutiny. A profitable Penitentiary lightens 
the public burdens by replenishing the Treasury ; while the honest industry 
of the country must be taxed to support an unproductive prison. In con¬ 
nexion with thi.s subject, the committee ask attention to the letter of the 
Keeper, accompanying this report, marked A, in w'hich the leading views 
governing him in planning the industrial operations of the Penitentiary, are 
explained. Accompanying his letter, is a statement, marked 13, showing the 
various employments of the prisoners, and the number in each employment.

Sik; —The resolution of the House of Representatives, instructing the 
committee on the Penitentiary “to inquire and report the description and 
amount of agricultural implements, and other articles manufactured in said 
institution, and where vended, &c.,” having been referred to me by you for 
answer to so much thereof as is quoted above, I proceed at once to the duty. 

It w'ould prove a tedious if not impracticable task, to ascertain with accu¬ 
rate precision, the amount of agricultural implements and other articles 
manufactured in this institution. No separate accounts of such manufac¬ 
tures have been kept, and when they are sold, the proceeds go into the gen¬ 
eral account. Understanding you not to desire a specific and detailed state¬ 
ment of such manufactures, I will present you a general idea of their 
amount, sufficiently correct, perhaps, for the purposes of legislation; and, in¬ 
ferring from the terms of the resolution, that information in relation to agri¬ 
cultural implements is more particularly desired,! w'ill be more explicit in 
regard to them than others. I think I can best answer the resolution, by 
premising the general views which have governed me in planning and car- 
rying on the mechanical operations of the prison. In order to make the 
institution answer its designed objects, and to conduct it so as to render it 
useful to the public, w'ithout becoming a charge on the community, several 
considerations respecting its industrial operations are to be observed. As it 
respects the mechanical branches lit to be conducted, regard must be had, 
in some degree, to the qualifications, dispositions and propensities of the pris- 
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oners. Most of them are dishonest, and cannot be trusted. It is impor¬ 
tant, therefore, to keep them employed upon such materials as they cannot 
easily destroy, without detection. An important consideration, therefore, 
has been, to employ their labor on cheap, bulky materials. But it is essential 
to the prosperity of the institution, that the labor should be directed to the 
production of such articles as are of current demand, so as to insure the ac¬ 
tive employment of its means, and to guaranty a profitable result as well to 
the State as the Keeper. There is a natural, and, to some extent, reasona¬ 
ble prejudice against such institutions, when their products interfere in the 
market, with the products of honest industry. It is important to remove 
the ground of this prejudice, by refraining, as far as compatible with higher 
duties, to come into competition with the products of citizens at large. This 
consideration has had great weight in planning the branches of industry con¬ 
ducted. Another governing motive is, the production of such articles as 
may be profitably bartered with the farmers and others, for supplies of tim¬ 
ber, fuel, provisions, &c., for the use of the prison. More than all this, the 
locality of the institution is such, that the demand of the surrounding coun¬ 
try for agricultural implements is very inconsiderable, and hence a general 
system of manufactures in the prison for the production of such articles, 
would result in overstocking this market, thus creating the necessity for es¬ 
tablishing agencies abroad for their sale. I discovered this fact very soon 
after taking charge of the institution, and determined as fast as possible, to 
reduce these branches of industry, and direct the labor of the prison to other 
objects. These have been the leading considerations in determining tha 
branches of industry conducted here. I have been, however, restrained in 
carrying out my views of change in full, owing to the want of proper build¬ 
ings to carry them out with the greatest success. For several years past, I 
have been gradually reducing other branches of industry, and increasing the' 
manufacture of hemp into cotton bagging and bale rope. There are weighty 
considerations in favor of this branch. It comes less in competition with the 
interests of our own citizens than any other which could be profitably con¬ 
ducted ; it is a business which can be easily taught to prisoners, many of 
whom, on commitment, know no trade, or know only such as are not carri¬ 
ed on; the products of this branch are carried out of the State for sale, thus 
giving no offence to the mechanics of our own State who vend their arti¬ 
cles at home. Last year I operated with twelve looms, to which I have 
now added five more, making seventeen, and I am making arrangements to 
increase the number as fast as circumstances wall allow. I contemplate in¬ 
creasing the number to tw'enty four, wdiich will employ about one hundred 
and thirty hands, leaving only enough to be employed in .such other branch¬ 
es as arc necessary to be conducted to keep up the vigor of the establishment, 
as, for instance, the manufacture of shoes for the prisoners alone, which 
would employ a small shop. 

But I apprehend 1 have said enough as to the general operations. I re¬ 
turn to the subject of agricultural implements. 

In what is called the wood shop, I have, usually, 12 men employed at vari¬ 
ous kinds of wood work, but chiefly at wagon work. They are not regular¬ 
ly employed, however,' upon any particular description of work, as there is 
not a sufficien demand for specific articles to keep them so continually em¬ 
ployed. We manufacture a few ploughs—perhaps, on an average, about 
fifty a year. Wagons and ploughs are tha only agricultural implements 
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which we pretend to keep regularly on hand, ail other articles being only 
made to order. 

The wood shop and blacksmith shop are so intimately blended as to be 
considered I'or many purposes one, as for instance, in the manufacture of 
ploughs and wagons. A considerable proportion of the whole amount of 
labor in both these shops is directed to repairing wagons, ploughs, &c.; and 
the repairing business is perhaps more profitable than manufacturing new 
work. Tile sum, therefore, of what I have to say in regard to the inquiry 
upon agricultural implements, is, that while we stand ready to execute any 
small orders -with which the institution may be favored, for any articles of 
ordinary use among farmers, we regularly manufacture none but w'agons 
and ploughs, from 20 to 50 a year of the former, and from 50 to 100 of the 
latter, according to demand. , 

1 add a statement below, showing the number of hands employed in each 
branch of business, from which it will be seen that the hemp business is much 
the heaviest branch. It is the only one which furnishes a cash surplus for 
the uses of the institution; the other branches producing only such articles 
as are chiefly bartered oft’ for supplies for the prison. 

The fluctuations in prices are such that I forbear attaching any money es¬ 
timate of annual manufactures, presuming you will be content with the re¬ 
port of annual earnings made to the General Assembly. 

All the articles manufactui’ed in this prison, are vended in it, except bag¬ 
ging and rope, which is nearly all sold in Louisville and New Orleans.

A message was received from the Senate, by Mr. Young, asking leave to 
withdraw their report announcing their disagreement to a bill from this 
House, entitled, an act to change the line between the counties of Adair 
and Barren. 
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The House again resumed the consideration of the bill to amend and re¬ 
duce into one the the laws exempting certain property from execution and 
distress. 

The said bill I’eads aslbllows, viz; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky^ That hereafter the following property shall be exempt from all 
execution, fee bills, attachment and distress (except for taxes and county 
levies,) and shall not be considered assets in the hands of the executor or 
administrator of the decedent for the payment of his debts, but shall be¬ 
long to the widow and children of the decedent, to-wit: 'J'o every bona fide 
housekeeper (not a farmer,) one horse, saddle, bridle and appendages: To 
a drayman, or cartman, one horse and harness, and a dray and cart; To a 
farmer his tools and implements of husbandry; two work beasts and harness, 
or one work beast and harness and one yoke of oxen ; two saddles, two bri¬ 
dles and appendages : To a mechanic, his tools and implements of trade (not 
including machinery,) and stock in trade loan amount in value, not exceed¬ 
ing in value .$100, to be a:scertained, valued, and allotted, by any two Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace of the county in which the debtor resides, at his request, 
or by two disinterested housekeepers of the county, who shall be first sworn 
by a Justice of the Peace, faithfully and impartially to perform the duty 
prescribed by this act: To a scholar, or professional man, his books, medi¬ 
cines, furniture and apparatus suitable for his profession or calling; To a mi¬ 
litiaman, his arms, accoutrements, uniform and equipmeiils : To all persons, 
their clothing and wearing apparel, and that of their families: To all house¬ 
keepers and families, the bibles, hymn books, psalm books, testaments, school 
books and other books in use in the family, and family pictures: the spin¬ 
ning wheels, cards, looms, and other apparatus necessary for making cloth; 
all the spun yarn, thread, and cloth, manufactured in the family; provisions 
for the family, and food for the animals, exempted from execution, and fuel, 
sufficient for the family for six months, to be ascertained, valued, and allot¬ 
ted, by any two Justices of the Peace of the county in which the debtor re¬ 
sides, at liis or her request, or by two disinterested housekeepers of the 
county, who shall be first sworn by a Justice of the Peace, faithfully and im¬ 
partially to perform the duty prescribed by this act: The turkeys, geese, 
ducks and chickens, of their own rearing, or for family use; and a stock of 
hogs, not exceeding in value fifty dollars, to be ascertained, valued, and al¬ 
lotted, by any two Justices of the Peace of the county in which the defend¬ 
ant resides, at his request, or by any two disinterested housekeepers of the 
county, who shall be first sworn by a Justice of the Peace, faithfully and im¬ 
partially to perform the duty prescribed by this act; Twelve sheep, and the 
wool shorn from them ; two cows and calves; and beds, bedsteads and bed¬ 
ding, cubboard ware, and table appendages,] and household and kitchen fur¬ 
niture, sufficient and suitable for the family, to be ascertained, valued, and al¬ 
lotted, by any two Justices of the Peace for the county in which the debtor 
resides, at his request, or by any two disinterested housekeepers of the coun¬ 
ty, who shall be first sworn by a Justice of the Peace, faithfully and impar¬ 
tially to perform the duty prescribed by this act: One stove and pike, used 
either for cooking or for warming the dwelling house ; also, lands set apart 
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and appropriated as burial grounds, either for public or private use, and so 
recorded in the office of the Clerk of the County Court of the county where 
such lands are situated, and any burial ground that may have been used as 
such for fifteen years ; and such burial ground shall also be exempt from tax¬ 
ation, from dower, and from compulsive partition: Provided, That the 
lands, so appropriated and set apart as private burial ground, shall not ex¬ 
ceed two acres. 

Sec. 2. That any officer levying upon property exempt from execution 
or distress by the foregoing act, shall, (upon the production ol an order from 
any Justice of the Peace or Judge of any Court) forthwith restore the same 
to the defendants ; or the owner may, at his election, demand the property, 
and upon the refusal of the officer to re-deliver it, the owner shall have the 
right to sue out a writ of replevin, as in other cases provided lor by law. 

Mr. Crenshaw moved to amend said bill by adding thereto the following 
section, viz: 

Be it further enacted. That the provisions of this act, so far as the same

The above statement does not embrace the sum of $6,384 84, appropriated 
by an act of the last session of the Genera! Assembly, out of the Public 
Treasury, lo John Hulme. 

Your committee beg leave to remark, that by the act of the last se.ssion of 
the General Assembly, entitled, an act to amend the law establishing the 
Board of Internal Improvement, was re-organized, and the expenses greatly 
reduced. By the provisions of said act, the Board was thereafter to consist 
of a President and Secretary, to be nominated by the Governor and approv¬ 
ed by the Senate, and the Treasurer of the State for the time being; the two 
former at an annual salary of $500 each, and the latter at a salary of $100. 

The Board thus constituted, was authorized, with the advice and approba¬ 
tion of the Governor, to appoint such Engineers as in their opinion would 
be deemed necessary, at an expense not exceeding $2,500 per annum. 

The provisions of this act have been strictly observed on the part of the 
Board; they having employed one road Engineer at an annual salary of 
.$1,000, and temporarily two others, without any fixed salaries, wdth the'dis- 
tinct understanding that the expense of this branch of the public service 
should not exceed the sum first above named. 

By the provisions of an act of the last session, entitled, “an act to pro- 
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vide for the payment of liie debt already due to contractors on the public 
works, and for the further prosecution of the system of Internal Improve¬ 
ments in the State of Kentucky,” in addition to the unexpended balances, 
made under the act of ISth February, 1841, there was appropriated the fur¬ 
ther sum of $420,000 to be disbursed in the repair, completion and preser¬ 
vation of the public w'orks and Turnpike roads then in progress; a [lortion 
of this sum remains unexpended. 

By the llth section of the same act, a special appropriation of a sum not 
exceeding $100,000, was made for the repair of the Lexington and Ohio 
Railroad. This road, the committee are informed, is nearly complete, and 
will shortly be in successful operation; the sum appropriated being amply 
sufficient for its completion, and for the purchase of locomotives and cars 
for the transportation of passengers and freight. 

The amount of the unexpended balance, under the act of 1841-2, amounts 
to (as per statement of the Secretary of the Board,) $136,858 52. 

Your committee have compared the statement of the expenditures made 
by the Board of Internal Improvement, at the present session, (to which 
they beg leave to refer,) with the Auditor’s report of warrants drawn on the 
Treasury up to the close of the fiscal year, ending the 10th day of October 
lust, and find the same to correspond. 

The committee confidently believe that all the payments made by the 
Board, have been made in pursuance of contracts for services rendered, and 
in strict conformity to existing law’s.

Mr. Campbell moved the following amendment as a substitute for said bill, 
viz; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commomcealth of 
Kentucky, That John Rascal and Samuel H. Harrison, of Christian county; 
Jesse Stevens and Holloway Colley, of Caldwell county, and William Hughes, 
Jr., of Crittenden county, be, and they are hereby, appointed Commission¬ 
ers, any three of whom may act, being first duly sworn impartially to dis¬ 
charge the duties imposed upon them by this act, whose duty it shall be to 
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meet at the town of Waidsboro’, in Calloway county, on the first day 
of April next, or as soon thereafter as practicable, and proceed to ascertain 
the goegraphical centre of Calloway county, as near as practicable, 
and then proceed and examine all the various sites shown them, or that 
may be desired as the seat of justice of said county; and said Commissioners 
shall then give written notice to all persons, if in the county, owning such 
sites, that they wdll receive bonds from any or all such persons, to be paya¬ 
ble to the County Court of Calloway, for any quantity of land or money any 
such person or persons may be willing to donate to said county, in tlie event 
the seat of justice is located on the site or sites owned by any such person 
or persons executing such bond or bonds, to be applied in aid of erecting the 
public buildings ; and said Commissioners shall then designate the place near¬ 
est the centre of said county which, in their judgment, is most eligible, pay¬ 
ing due regard to all natural and local advantages; and said Commissioners 
shall then make a report, in writing, to the County Court of said county of 
the site selected by them for the seat of justice of said county, and the site 
so selected by the said Commissioners, shall be the seat of justice of Calloway 
county. 

Sec. 2. That as soon as practicable, after the seat of justice is located by 
said Commissioners, the County Court of Calloway shall appoint some fit 
Commissioner, whose duty it shall be forthwith to lay off a town on said site 
so selected, and report, in writing, to said County Court the plan of said 
town, which plan shall be recorded in the Clerk’s office of said court. 

Sec. 3. The County Court of Callow'ay shall give said town a name, and, 
as soon as practicable, cause to be erected all the public buildings required by 
law; and so soon as the necessary buildings are provided for holding the 
courts of said county of Calloway at said town, the Circuit and County 
Courts shall meet and hold their terms at said seat of justice; and it shall be 
the duty of the Clerk of the Circuit and County Courts of said county to re¬ 
move their books and papers, and the records of the respective courts, to 
said town, to such house or houses as may be provided by the said County 
Courts for the Clerk’s office or offices. 

Sec. 4. The County Court of Calloway shall require deeds, or other con¬ 
veyance, necessary for the purpose of vesting in them all such real estate as 
may have been donated by the person or persons on whose land the seat of 
justice may be located, and also, receive all sums of money or property that 
may have been donated to them by the person or persons owning the land 
on which the seat of justice shall be located by said Commissioners; and 
said County Court of Calloway shall have the right to sue on the bond re¬ 
quired to be executed by this act, by the person owning the land on which 
said seat of justice may be located, and recover the money, or property, or 
real estate named in such bond, and apply the said money, or the proceeds, 
if any, property or land donated, to the aid of erecting the public buildings. 

Sec. 5. The Circuit and County Courts of said county of Calloway shall 
continue to hold their respective terms in the town of Waidsboro’, until the 
necessary buildings are provided as required in the, third section of this act. 

Sec. 6. The Commissioners, who may act under the provisions of this 
act in making the survey and locating the seat of justice of said county of 
Calloway, shall receive for their services the sum of three dollars each, for 
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every day tliey may be engaged in selecting the site for the seat of justice as 
aforesaid, to be paid out of the county levy of said county. 

Sec. 7. The County Court of Calloway shall, after reasonable notice 
given, sell the present court house in the town of Waidsboro’, and all the 
public ground in said town, on such credits as they may elect; and the ])ro- 
ceeds of said sale shall be paid by said County Court in aid of erecting the 
public buildings in said county. 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said amendment, it was 
decided in the affirmative.

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

The undersigned, Commissioners of the Green and Barren River Naviga¬ 
tion, respectfully ask leave to make the following report to your honorable 
body, as a replication to the reports of the Boaid of Internal Improvement, 
made at this session of the Legislature, in regard to the acts of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The undersigned regret that they are compelled, from a sense of duty, 
and an act of justice to themselves, to reply or call in question any state¬ 
ments emanating from so high and exalted a source; but when charged with 
a violation of the trust reposed in them, by an unwarrantable expenditure of 
the public funds, not sanctioned by law or contract, they feel it a duty in¬ 
cumbent upon themselves, in justification of their own character, as honest 
men, to repel these charges, and ask the liberty to reply. 

In the report of the 27th January, there appears the following statement: 
“But the President of the Board would avail himself of this occasion, res¬ 
pectfully to say, that the settlement made at the last session by the commit¬ 
tee appointed for the purpose of settling the accounts of the Green and 
Barren River Commissioners, resulted in finding a sum considerably less 
against said Commissioners, than accorded with the views and opinions of 
the Board of Internal Improvement of that day, for the reason, that allow¬ 
ances had been made by the Commissioners to contractors, contrary to the 
rules and regulations applied to such cases by the Board, and not sanctioned 
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by the law or the contraot.s.” Tlie undersigned, in answer to this charge, 
state, that if their act.s, or the acts of those with whom they were a.ssocia- 
ted, merited this censure from the high authority of the Board of Internal 
Jinprovement, tliey are unconscious ol them, and are not aware tliat in anv 
manner they justily the declaration. If the President of the Board, by this 
sweeping charge, intended to be understood as alledging, that the Commis¬ 
sioners had made improper allowances not sanctioned by law or the con¬ 
tracts, to the contractors for depreciation on bonds, then the undersigned 
reply that they are not guilty, and state, that in no instance such an allow¬ 
ance has been made by them, that the only cases known to them where an 
allowance of that character was made, it was by the Engineer appointed by 
that Board, in his estimates on a small proportion of the work, not included 
in the contracts, but ordered by the Engineer, and estimated by him as extra 
work, in strict accordance with the terms of the contract, as will be seen by 
reference thereto, and not by improper discretionary power of the Commis¬ 
sioners, as seems to be imputed by the President. 

The undersigned cannot repress an expression of their mortification, min¬ 
gled with regi'et, which they feel at the course which the Board and their 
‘■'■adviser''’ have, for reasons best known to themselves, thought proper to 
pursue tow'ards the interests of the Green River Navigation; and the repu¬ 
tation and standing of those to whom it has been entrusted from its earliest 
incipiency to the present moment. This was the pioneer work of the Inter¬ 
nal Improvement system, and it might be added, the first w’ork of a similar 
kind attempted in the world. It was conceived and planned under the us- 
pices of the Board of Green and Barren River Commissioners, with the aid 
of what experience could, at that early daj', be procured; and here the un¬ 
dersigned may be excused for the remark, that if any individual could be de¬ 
signated as having been possessed of more disinterested devotion, and dis¬ 
tinguished for the application of all his energies to the accomplishment of 
that improvement, that individual would be their former associate and Pre¬ 
sident. 

It would be strange indeed, that in the progress of a work of this magni¬ 
tude and novelt)', no difficulties and embarrasments should have occurred. 
The history of legislation for the last ten years, and the natural and artji- 
efa^difficulties with w’hich the work'has been beset and retarded, throughout 
its progress, bear sufficient evidence of the existence of those embarrassing 
circumstances. The former class, the undersigned feel pride in saying, have 
been all overcome, the latter as yet thwart their path. 

Under all these disheartening difficulties, the Board of Green River Com¬ 
missioners have pursued the even tenor of their w'ay, unappalled and undis¬ 
mayed by any, resting upon a consciousness on their part, of the perform¬ 
ance of the duties devolving upon them, to the best of their abilities. The 
undersigned had hoped, that their unrequited labors were about to be brought 
to a close, and they would have at least, the proud contemplation of having 
been instrumental in the accomplishment of this great work, which above 
all others, bids fair to yield an annual revenue to the State, and the appro¬ 
bation of all as a reward for their past services. 

But even in this, they are doomed to fresh di.sappointment. 

TheBoard of Internal Improvement have recently thought proper to adopt 
thewTiyrrecedenZerZcourseof withholding the annual report of the Commissioners 
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IVom the Legislature, for tlie avowed purpose of submitting it to the scruti¬ 
ny of an officer of their choice, called a ‘■‘revising” Engineer. The under¬ 
signed do not wish to be understood as objecting to any scrutiny or revision 
of their acts, provided they are submitted to a competent and impartial tri¬ 
bunal ; on the contrary, tliey invite such investigation by the J.^egislature or 
its committees; but they do enter their most solemn protest against the ex- 
parte, and prejudicial report of the Board, and, in a more especial manner, of 
their “revising” Engineer, upon which it appears to be based; both of which 
have been but recently laid on the tables of members. So far from their hav¬ 
ing even the semblance of justice or impartiality, it is obvious to any one, 
that a studious effort is preserved throughout, to prejudice the Green River 
interests, by various insinuations; amongst which, none are more conspicu¬ 
ous than invidious comparisons drawn between the works of Green river 
and those on the Kentucky. These comparisons are invariably made to re¬ 
sult in deductions or inferences prejudicial to Green riv^er, without redound¬ 
ing much to the credit of the Kentucky river; and by a studied course of 
characteristic indirection, the casual reader of the ambiguous and evasive 
report of the “revising” Engineer is left to infer, that in consequence of 
mismanagement by the Green River Commissioner, or want of a due regard 
on their part,for the interests of theState, or from any other cause he pleases 
to assign, the public money has been unnecessarily and improperly ex¬ 
pended in the construction of these works. 

The undersigned, distrusting their own judgment and limited experience, 
unfortunately suffered themselves to be too much influenced by the recom¬ 
mendations and advice of the Chief Engineer, although in some instances, in 
opposition to the views of the Resident Engineer. They now are convin¬ 
ced, from witnessing the result, that much additional and extra work, not 
contemplated by contracts, and which they were thus induced to direct, 
could have been dispensed with. 

The undersigned do not make this statement for the purpose of casting 
imputations upon the judgment or efficiency of either the Board of Internal 
Improvement, or the late Chief Engineer, or the present “revising” Engi¬ 
neer. On the contrary, they regret the necessity which these functionaries 
have placed them under, of saying even thus much in defence of this great 
work, of which they have the charge, and of their own characters, from un¬ 
just and unfounded imputations, unwarrantably cast upon both. 

It is not a little remarkable, that in almost every response to resolutions of 
both houses, the Board take the opportunity of reiterating, upon this same 
subject, however irrelevant to the inquiry addressed them, comparisons of 
the most singular character, in such manner as suits the views of the Board, 
or the “revising” Engineer. The Board, however, admit that the Kentucky 
River Navigation has cost some $83,000 more than the Green River, with all 
its sins upon its head. The undersigned humbly conceive, that the disparity 
of cost is still greater, and that extra allowances, of as objectionable a char¬ 
acter, have been made on this model of perfection, as upon the hapless Green 
river, but the undersigned do not presume to question their correctness, and 
only advert to the subject to show how easy it would be for them also to 
draw comparisons. 

In conclusion, the undersigned would only remark, that they set up no 
claim for infallibility, and they hope they are not altogether destitute of that 
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magnanimity which would prompt a generous mind to acknowledge errors 
of judgment rather than attempt to shift their consequences, by invidious 
means, upon the heads of others. Some errors of judgment, the undersigned 
are free to admit, they may have fallen into Irom their inexperience in works 
of this character and magnitude; but they feel conscious, that upon a fair 
and impartial review of their acts, but few will be found to justify censure. 

Since the appearance of the reports referred to, one of the undersigned ad¬ 
dressed a note to Mr. Alonzo Livermore, the Engineer who had charge of 
the work during the more important periods of its progress. This note, with 
his reply, explanatory of various important mattei's connected with the sub¬ 
ject, and which we deem of much public interest, is hereto appended, and 
desired to be taken as part of this report. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Sir :—In the late report of the Board of Internal Improvement, inclu¬ 
ding the report of S. Welch, I notice several charges and insinuations, that 
the Green and Barren River Commissioners have made allowances to con¬ 
tractors, contrary to the rules and regulations applied to such cases by the 
Board, and not sanctioned by the law or the contracts. You having "acted 
as the Resident Engineer during the progress of the greater part of the work 
on the Green and Barren River Navigation, tvill you give me a statement 
touching these charges, &c., as set forth in the report of the Board and S. 
Welch, so far as your knowledge of the acts of the Commissioners are 
known to you while acting as Engineer, and thereby much oblige your 
obedient servant, D. DYER,

Green and Barren River Commissioner : 

Sir: —In accordance with your request, I submit the following statement, 
relating to certain “information” and “insinuations,” contained in the late 
reports of the Board of Internal Improvement and S. Welch, calculated to 
prejudice the public mind and the Legislature, against the Green and Barren 
River Commissioners, the Engineers and contractors who have been em¬ 
ployed upon said navigation. 

So far as the Board of Internal Improvement have made any charges, 
calculated to injure those employed upon the public works of the Green and 
Barren river, they thus far, might be justified, if they allowed Mr. Welch’s 
report to be a full and correct statement of facts. 
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J shall not attempt to go into a full detail of all the “insinuations” or mis¬ 
statements contained in Mr. Welch’s report to the Board, which are calcu¬ 
lated to prejudice tlie Board and the Legislature, against those who have 
been concerned upon the public works of tlie Green and Barren rivers. A 
few only, of tlie jirominent points will be explained; such as, 1 trust, will 
place the facts in their true light. 

In the first place, Mr. Welch charges “an over payment to Barbour, or an 
undervaluing the materials, tools, &c., to the present contractor, amounting 
to i|15,S97 59,” at lock and dam No. 1, in Green river; he adds, “some por¬ 
tion of this loss is said to have been occasioned by the decaying ol timber 
which the first contractor had been paid for.” 

The true history of the matter is contained in the following statement; 

This lock and dam was placed under contract in the fall of 1834, while 
Wm. B. Foster, Jr. Esq. acted as Resident Engineer to your Board. Quar¬ 
ries were opened near the work, and on immense, amount of stripping or ex¬ 
cavation was done to uncover the rock, and a considerable amount ot stone 
was quarried before I took charge of the work, which was in July, 1835. 
It was supposed by all concerned, that stone of good quality and in abun¬ 
dance, could be got for the lock and dam at these quarries. The quarrying 
was continued until 1836, when we became convinced that we had been de¬ 
ceived in the quality of the stone, and that much loss would be sustained 
upon the rock already got out. This arose from the fact, that the frosts and 
weather disintegrated the rock, when it had a suliicient exposure to their 
combined influence. It tvas not considered, that the contractor was blame- 
able at all in thismatter, any more than the officers of the Commonw'ealth, 
who were equally deceived in the quality of the rock, which were then to a 
considerable extent, quarried and cut. As to the labor done upon rock fur¬ 
nished, I believe no doubt existed, that the contractor was entitled to com¬ 
pensation, agreeably to his contract. I informed the contractor in the spring 
of 1836, that he must get his stone elsewhere. lie accordingly made ex¬ 
aminations at various places, and finally made his arrangements, and pro¬ 
cured several boat loads from near the mouth of Blue river, on the Ohio, 
upwards of one hundred miles from the lock and dam he was building. The 
great expense attending the procuring of these stone, and the other losses 
sustained in opening quarries near the work, together with a great increase 
in the price of labor and provisions, proved disastrous to the contractor; 
he was consequently forced to give up his contract late in the season of 
1836. 

Your Board re-let the work, I think, in January, 1837. A final estimate 
was made of the work done by the first contractor, by myself: every block 
of cut stone was measured by the rule, every stick of timber and plank 
was measured, and every pound of iron was weighed. The estimate 
amounted to the sum of $21,8114 97. Out of this amount the last contrac¬ 
tor is charged, as will be seen from the estimate, $8,222 67. The amount 
of .$4,872 45, is the amount done by the first contractor for masonry, exca¬ 
vation and embankment, which does not enter into the aggregate of the es¬ 
timate for the last contractor; nor has any loss been sustained upon this 
amount, by the Commonwealth. The balance upon the estimate, as will be 
seen, is $8,709 85, and this is the loss upon stone, timbers, &c., which occur¬ 
red from unavoidable circumstances, as explained, and not by “over-jmy- 
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merits'’ or ’’under-valuing" the work. A further sum of $G,083 27 was 
given the first contractor, under an act of the Legislature, by t'our Board, 
and approved by the Board of Interna! Improvement. This sum appears to 
have been added by Mr. Welcli, to make up the amount he charges as a loss 
to the State by an ’’over-paijment" or an ’’under-valuing of materials,” &c. 
This imputation of wiong done to the State, I trust, will fall to the ground 
with those who will take the trouble to examine the statement of the facts 
as they occurred. 

Mr. Welch says in his report, that ‘-there is a considerable allowance for 
bailing or pumping water at lock No. I, in Green river.” I do not know 
upon what authority this statement is made. I see nothing of the kind in 
the estimates, and so far as I am concernefi, I have made no such allowance. 
There is in the estimate, an amount of §5,297 93, for engines, pumps and 
coffer dams, which was expended on those items under the written advice 
of the Chief Engineer. His advice was, that this expense should be incur¬ 
red by the State. Your Board, accordingly, adopted his suggestion, and 
ordered me to have the engine, pumps, &c. bought and put up, and to have 
the coffer dams built, all at the expense of the State. If, therefore, any fault 
is to be found with this matter, that officer should bear his proportion of the 
responsibility. 

The further statement, that ’’round tim'-ers were used in cribs, at dam 
No. i and No. 4, in Green river, and No. 1, in Barren,” and tliat “the 
price paid was 122 * cents per foot in length,” is erroneous, as no round tim¬ 
ber was used; all the limber was hewn, at least on two sides, and, conse¬ 
quently, was worth more than round timbers. 

Mr. Welch, in his tabular statement, gives the following as prices fixed by 
me; rubble masonry, in lock No. 1, §10 [ler perch; do. at lock No. 4, .§8 50 
per perch ; at No. 1, in Barren, §S 25; masonry in the abutments of dam 
No. 1, Green river, §8 per perch. These prices w'ere all fixed by the con¬ 
tracts. There is no distinction in the price of the backing, or rubble wail of 
the locks anil the face. The w-alls w-ere increased in height and thickness; 
a large amount of additional iron was addetl, which was not paid for, except 
as belonging to tlie price of stone work. Mr. Welch also gives the price of 
the cross wall at lock and dam No. 1, Green river, .§7 50 per perch; dry 
wall, §5 per perch ; excavation, dry at 25 cents, w-et do. at 37'; additional 
work on dam, §29 per foot. These prices were all fixed by your Board, at 
the time Mr. Eastin acted as resident Engineer. I had nothing whatever to 
do with fixing these prices, as you well know-; the prices w-ere, to all in¬ 
tents and purposes, considereil as a part of the contract, both by myself and 
.lairas Livermore, who never attempted, as I understand, to change these 
prices as fixed by you. I had ahvayssupposed that the law- gave your Board 
full pow-er to make contracts for any and every portion of the work belong¬ 
ing to the navigation under your charge, where there was no previous agree¬ 
ment. 

It may not be amiss now, to give the facts in relation to my employment 
as consulting Engineer of the Green and Barren River Navigation. In the 
month of June, 1811, as you probably recollect, Messrs. Metcalfe and Mc¬ 
Lean, members of the Board of Internal Improvement, and Mr. Welch, 
visited the Green and Barren river works, with a view to discover the dis¬ 
crepancies between the estimates made by myself and H. J. Eastin, relative 
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to the final cost of the Green and Barren River Navigation. The result of 
this examination is well known by you. Mr. Eastin was dismissed and my 
brother was appointed as acting Engineer in his place. I was requested to 
advise with him, at any time he, or your Board, might call upon m,e, by 
Messrs. Metcalfe, McLean and Welch. 

In corroboration of tliis statement, I will refer you to a letter from Syl¬ 
vester Welcii, Cliief Engineer of Kentucky, directed to Jairas Livermore, 
and dated July 1st, 1841. In that Mr. Welch says, “You can also consult 
Mr. Alonzo Livermore, who has promised to give his advice in matters con¬ 
nected with the works, when requested to do so.” 

From the above it would appear, that your Board and the acting Engineer 
had a right to call upon me for advice. The acting Engineer and your 
Board did call upon me, and I gave my advice as to certain prices which 
were to be fixed by the Engineer, in the settlement with the contractors for 
lock and dam No. 1, and lock and dam No. 4, in Green river, and No. 1 in 
Barren. 1 made out the estimates agreeably to my owm judgment, and re¬ 
turned the same to your Board. Y"our Board, as I understood, adopted my 
estimates, which were somewhat higher, in certain items, than the estimates 
made by the acting Engineer. I believe all parties agreed, at the time, that 
you had pow'er to take nry advice or reject it, as you might think proper and 
right. If you had not this power, I see no earthly reason in your asking my 
advice, or in any way consulting with me relative to any thing connected 
with the w'orks. I should, certainly, never have consented to give my ad¬ 
vice, if I had understood that Amu had no power to adopt it. 

Touching the acts of your Board in making “allowances to contractors 
contrary to the rules and regulations applied to such cases by the Board” 
(of Internal Improvement,) “and not sanctioned by the law or the contract,” 
as charged by the Board in their late report. 

This charge appears to be much modified in a more recent report to the 
House of Representatives, in answer to a resolution of that body, calling for 
specific information relating to the charges above enumerated and others 
relating to an allow'ance on bonds. &c. 

The acts of your Board, while I acted as Resident Engineer, I believe to 
have been govermed by pime motives. I believe the interest of the State 
was studiously regarded. Any allowance made by your Board, which the 
contract did not provide for, was done, I am fully persuaded, Avith the best 
intentions and a strict regard to the interest of the Commonwealth. All the 
alloAvances made, which Avere not provided for by the contracts, legislative 
provisions or by the recommendation of the Chief Engineer, I think, will be 
found not to equal, on the Avhole five locks and dams, the allowance that has 
been made on the Kentucky River Navigation upon a single lock and dam. 
I have no doubt but the alloAvance made to the contractors, upon Kentucky 
river, Avere just and proper; and such, I believe to have been the case Avith 
every allowance made by you Avhile I Avas cognizant of the acts and mea¬ 
sures adopted by the Board, of Avhich you acted as a member. 

The comparisons of cost betAveen the Green and Barren River Naviga¬ 
tion and the Kentucky River Navigation, made by the Board of Internal 
Improvement, in their more recent report, are unjust and invidious in the 
extreme. 
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In order to make up tiie amount of the cost of tlie Green and Barren 
River Navigation as large as possible, they have ad(!e<l $‘1.3,000, that has 
been paid over to the Commissioners, and which they represent as having 
“an ample security” for its “laithful application to the construction of the 
works under their (your) control.” By deducting this sum it will leave, 
agreeably to their rei>oi't, $787,SCS 43, as the total cost of the Green and 
Barren River Navigation, with lock houses and every thing complete accord¬ 
ing to the estimates of the Engineer, per his late report to your Board. 

The total amount now estimated on Kentucky river, it ap¬ 
pears, is ------- $886,051 89 

To this should be added, lock houses, which were heretofore es¬ 
timated at ------ 5,000 00 

Also, the probable allowance of claims now in the hands of the 

Board, exclusive of claims for loss on bonds, - - 10,000 00 


Total cost Kentucky River Navigation, - - - ,$901,051 89 

Total cost Green and Barren River Navigation, as above, - 787,868 43 

Difference in favor of Green and Barren River Navigation, .$113,183 46 

The following statement, I think, wall show, conclusively, the unjust com¬ 
parison made by the Board of Internal Improvement, of the cost of the two 
improvements, by comparing the number of perches of masonry and the 
size of the dams. 

It appears from the estimates, that the masonry in the locks and abutments 
of dams, amount, in the aggregate, to 47,719 perches on the Kentucky 
River Navigation, while on the Green and Barren River -Navigation, the 
masonry on the same items amount to 33,704 perches. The dilference then 
is 14,015 perches. The increased size of the locks on the Kentucky river 
over those upon Green and Barren rivers, would give an increase in the ma¬ 
sonry of about 3,000 perches; which, at the average cost, after deducting 
the value of wood andiron work, which was included in the price per perch, 
(being $7 35 per porch,) would amount to $2‘2,050. The balance of the 
increase, amounting to 11,015 perches, will be found to be rubble wall in 
breast and backing of the locks. This item, when it was paid for by itself, 
averages $3 50 per perch, which wull give a sum of $38,566 50. These 
sums added, will be found to be $60,616 50, as the true difference in the cost 
of the locks when correctly compared, supposing all the circumstances to be 
equal. But this was not the case, as it can be easily proved, that the diffi¬ 
culties were far greater upon the Green and Barren rivers, than upon the 
Kentucky river; amounting to, at least, 20 per cent in favor of the latter. 
The real difference will be found not to exceed $40,000, upon the locks. 

It will be found that the prices paid, per foot, for the dams upon the two 
streams, (including the gravelling of the dams upon Green river, which was 
paid for by the cubic yard, while upon the Kentucky it was paid in the 
price per foot,) are as high upon Green river as upon the Kentucky; while 
the additions made to the dams, since the first c^aiti'acts were made, will 
fully equal all the difference that could be given by increased height of dams 
in the Kentucky over those of the Green and Barren River Navigation. 
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Tlierel’ore, no advantage can be given. The contracts were let to the 
lowest responsible bidders, and the difficulties were fully canvassed, 1 have 
no doubt, by the different contractors, and if more or larger prices were paid 
upon the Green and Barren River Navigation in proportion to the work to 
be done, than upon the Kentucky River Navigation, the increased difficul¬ 
ties of the former over the latter, must be the assignable causes which gov¬ 
erned the prices in the contracts; therefore, the data furnished by the Board 
of Internal Improvement shows, conclusively, that the object was to preju¬ 
dice the Legislature and the public against the.se works; thereby showing 
that your Commissioners and Engineers have given e.vtravagant prices and 
made allowances to the contractors which were not projier and just. 

You might, with equal propriety, compare the Pennsylvania prices for 
locks and dams with the Kentucky river prices, and you could easily make 
up a case, showing that the Board of Internal Improvement have paid 50 
percent, too much for their works; and hence the contractors should not be 
paid any loss on bonds, or be paid for any extra work, even a fair price. 

But why these invidious comparisons? The cost of your works has been 
greatly enhanced by the advdce of the Chief Engineer. He made the addi¬ 
tions, by his advice, to lock and dam No. 1, Green river, for cross wall, for 
dry wall, for cofferdams, engine and pumps, amounting to $21,SS2 74. 1 

am satisfied that §2,000 would have been amply sufficient to have made every 
thing as safe as it now is, in place of the expenditure of the above sum. I 
could enumerate sundry instances, where thousands of dollars were expen¬ 
ded, and 1 think uselessly, by your Board acting in accordance with Mr. 
\V’elch’s advice. I believe had your Board and your Engineer been allowed 
to complete the Green and Barren River Navigation, without any interfer¬ 
ence, the improvement would have cost §150,000 less than it has cost; be¬ 
sides, it would have been completed at least two years sooner, and the per¬ 
manency of the works in no wise impaired. 

I discover from the recent estimates made upon the Kentucky river, that 
I am not the only Engineer in the State who has estimated an increased 
thickness of the lock walls at the full price. Although Mr. Welch has had 
this estimate in his hands for weeks, he has not concluded to report the fact 
to the Legislature. In lock No. 1, in Kentucky river, an increase of 400 
perches of masoniy is allowed at §7 64 per perch, and an allowance for 
bailing, on account of said increase, to the amount of $689, making the cost 
per perch, at > 9 36f, exactly the price by the contract. This is not the 
only item where the principle I settled upon the locks on Green river, has 
been carried out upon Kentucky river. The plan for the castings for the 
machinery of each lock upon the latter stream, was made out, and the esti¬ 
mate for the same was 7,000 lbs. The contract was made based upon tins 
estimate, at 8 cents per lb. The plan was entirely changed and the amount 
increased 0)3 to 52,690 lbs. It would appear to be obvious, that 8 cents per 
lb. was a good price, even for light castings, but when such an enormous 
amount of increase in weight had taken place, I should think that it was 
evident, that the price was extravagantly high; still, legally and strictly, the 
contract compelled the Engineer to give the price. 

I will, however, quote the contract to show, that the same rule applied in 
this case as upon the Green and Barren rivers. “Any materials or labor 
not particularly described in the above specifications, and which may be re- 
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quired to complete and finish an ordinary lock, dam and abutments of the 
kind represented by the drawings, and by these specifications, shall be fur¬ 
nished or performed by the contractor, at his expense; and any material or 
labor which may be required by the Engineer, not described in these specifi¬ 
cations, or represented in the plan, and which does not belong to such ordi¬ 
nary lock, dam, &c., shall be furnished and )jerformed by the contractor, 
anil lie shall be paid for such materials and labor at the Engineer's esti¬ 
mate.” 

I only show the above facts, that you may see through the motives of those 
who profess to find fault with my estimating the increased thickness of lock 
walls at the contract price. If you take the trouble to examine, in detail, 
facts as they occur, you will find that cur prices paid were not much higher 
than those paid on the Kentucky riveK ^('iie diflerence in the wood and 
iron xvork, will give an increase to the masonry in the locks on the Ken¬ 
tucky river, upon an average, over that on Green and Barren rivers, of 40 
cents per peich. But I have no wish to enter into these comparisons, only 
to show you and the public, the object which has been tlie. aim of those 
xvho have thus wantonly assailed us. I ask, what has the Board of Internal 
Improvement and Mr. Welch made out? They may have succeeded in estab¬ 
lishing the fiict, which appears to be admitted, and they themselves acknowl¬ 
edge the principle to be correct, that a fair price only has been paid for the 
extra work in the locks and dams. So far as I understand the claims of the 
contractors, they have never calculated to get any allowance for loss wdiere 
they were not entitled to the same after a full and fair investigation of the 
facts in the case. The Board quoting an extract irom .lairas Livermore’s 
letter to them, do not give the ftill statement made b}’ him; had they done 
so a very ditlerent meaning woukl be given to his communication. 

They did not include the work at Lock No. 3. The reason, I think, is, 
that Mr. Welch himself fixed the prices, and at a very higii rate, w ith the 
stipulation that bonds should be paid at jiar. 1 cannot, myself, see any differ¬ 
ence it makes to the Commonwealth, whether an Engineer or Commissioner 
makes a conti'act before, which fixes prices to cover losses on bonds, or fixes 
the price by an existing contract, when that contract absolutely authorizes 
the Engineer to estimate the work, what he considers to be just and equi¬ 
table. 

Mr. Welch, in his report to the Board, relating to Lock No. 4, says, “The 
change in the location, w'as of considerable advantage to the contractor, 
but I find no deduction from the contract price in the estimates.” 

In explanation of the facts in this case, I can state, that the location of 
this lock was made when the river was too high to admit an examination of 
the bottom at the proposed site; but those persons who gave information, 
and who were acquainted with the channel, informed me that the rock bot¬ 
tom extended across the river, and that a good foundation would be found 
for the lock; but upon a careful examination, after the contract was made, 
I found the rock was entirely too deep under the bed of the river to admit 
the location to be continued as w'as understood by the contract. I therefore 
changed the location, and directed an abutment to be built on the side where 
the lock was first located. The difficulties thrown upon the contractor, by 
the unavoidable change, in adding to his work an abutment, with its attend- 
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ant risk, tlie stone for which had to be conveyed across t!ie stream, were 
not inconsiderable. 

The lock was not represented to the contractor, as being located on 
“gravel, clay and sand,” as iMr. Welch would appear to intimate, but the pro¬ 
posed foundation was believed to be rock, and no extraordinary difficulties 
were SLippo.sed to exist by me or your Commissioners, in regard to tlnsloca- 
tion, at the time the contract was made. 1 therefore offset the advantages 
to the disadvantages, which I believe to be about equal. 

In relation to the increased cost of the several locks and dains on Green 
and Barren rivers, over the estimates of 1S36, as exhibited by Mr. Welch, I 
can merely say, that much of the increase was made by his advice, and con¬ 
trary to my exjiressed opinions to your Board; while considerable increase 
was given by extended protection, ci ibs and other works not originally esti¬ 
mated. Additions were made by legislative enactment, and a considerable 
amount was added by the Juigineer employed in 1S40 and 1841, which was 
entirely unnecessary. These causes of increase comprehend the reasons 
which j\fr. Welch has not given, for the additional cost of the Green and 
Barren River Navigatian. 

But it appears the Kentucky River Navigation has been increased to an 
amount of about $200,000 over the estimates made by Mr. Welch himself, 
in 1836—while not a contract has been changed; the same Engineer has 
had charge of the work tliroughout; there,has been no increase Irom legis¬ 
lative enactment; the masonry in the aggregate upon the locks and dams, 
has been decren-efl instead of increased; the floodgates estimated in 1836, 
have not been built, which would amount to eight or ten thousand dollars 
each, and any additions made to the dams ap))caiy to be trifling in the ex¬ 
treme, when compared with the great increase in the aggregate cost. 1 ask, 
therefore, why Mr. Welch did not give the increase upon the several locks 
and dams upon this stream, and his reasons for the increase? I should think 
it due to liimself, to state the facts relating to this increase, if any existed, 
which were not explained in Air. Stealey’s reports, or his memorial to the 
Legislature, of Februajy 2d, 1842. lu the latter document. Air. Stealey has 
given a few of the items which make an aggregate of about “$51,960,” as 
an increase unnecessary, and made merely to conform to “the peculiar views 
and opinions of the Chief Engineer.” 

I w'ill close this communication, by giving a few facts touching the diffi¬ 
culties encountered upon the Green and Barren River Navigation, in the 
prosecution of those works, which have not been stated by Air. Welch, as 
should have been done to give a fair and correct comparison, tliereby sbow'- 
ing an equitable and sub.stantial reason w'hy the ju ices are apjrarently high¬ 
er upon some of the items than upon the other improvements in this Com¬ 
monwealth. 

One important reason may be found in the fact, that the fall in Green 
river, is but about one third the fall in the Kentucky and Licking, as far as 
the improvements have been placed under contract. This operates to keep 
up the water much longer, after it has obtained its maximum by floods, than 
could be the case if the fall was greater. The disadvantages against the 
works when the foundations were below a comon stage of water, were very 
considerable. I think the loss of time by contractors from this cause, may 
safely be estimated to be one mouth more than upon the other rivers in 
this Commonwealth, for each season. 
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How much would be the real loss from this cause, is hard to determine; 
but my experience will justify me in saying that 20 per cent, is not too 
great an increase upon that portion of the work coming under the ordinary 
stage of the river. I think that there can be no doubt but the sickness en¬ 
countered upon Green and Barren rivers, by contractors and laborers, was 
at least two fold the amount experienced upon the other rivers. Is it not a 
known fact, that this cause operates in all countries, to enhance prices over 
and above any increase in the value of labor? If the facts here stated were 
not known to the Board and Mr. Welch, they must certainly be adjudged 
men of limited information. If they did know these facts, then have they 
wantonly and unjustly attempted to throw blame upon the Commissioners, 
Engineers and contractors, by their unwarrantable comparisons of pidces 
upon similar items of the different works. 

It is with much chagrin and mortification, that I have been compelled to 
enter into the foregoing details of facts, but justice to your Board, justice to 
myself, and justice to the contractors, demanded the exposui'e of an insidi¬ 
ous enemy, whose only object appears to be, by indirection, to stab a fatal 
blow to the reputation of those whom an open assault could not injure. 

I resigned my station, as Resident Engineer, near three years ago, hoping 
that I should be allowed that quiet and repose which I sought. I have kept 
myself aloof from the strife and difficulties which have constantly agitated, 
more or less, all who have been employed as officers upon the public works 
of this Commonwealth. Watchful only ofm)'^own reputation, 1 have allow¬ 
ed an occasional growl, by some weak and angry foe, to pass unnoticed— 
knowing and feeling myself secure from any open assaults, these small mani¬ 
festations of spleen could not disturb the equanimity of my feelings, or ex¬ 
cite even feelings of contempt. 

The report of Mr. Welch bears a very different aspect. Its whole bear¬ 
ing shows most conclusively the object of the writer. His former high stand¬ 
ing gives to this document an undue weight. I trust I have succeeded in 
exposing to the public gaze, this unjust attempt to injure our reputation, 
throwing back the odium of its influence, upon the head of him who thus 
cowardly assails us. Under this impression, I shall dismiss the subject, ten¬ 
dering to you, and those with whom I was associated, my congratulations 
for the final completion, for all practical purposes, of the Green and Barren 
River Navigation, whicli, I tj'ust, will redound to the advantage and growth 
of a large portion of this respectable Commonwealth.

Mr. Noe, from the committee appointed to examine Transylvania Univer¬ 
sity and the Lunatic Asylum, made the following report, viz: 

The joint committee appointed to examine into the condition of the Luna¬ 
tic Asylum, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Since the last annual visit to the Lunatic Asylum, the committee are grat¬ 
ified to say, that the accommodations for its unfortunate inmates, have been 
handsomely extended ; the rooms in the buildings were all w’ell furnished, 
and very neat and comfortable; the grounds extended and beginning to be 
improved, with a view to beauty and taste in the arrangement of its walks, 
and the variety of its trees, and with well cultivated vegetable and flower 
gardens; the former not more important for the objects of healthy nutri¬ 
ment, than the latter is both ornamental and useful, because of the happy, 
soothing and tranquilizing influence on the diseased minds of the patients. 

By a reference to the report of the managers, made to the Legislature at 

















its present session, it will be seen, that during tlie past year, sixty one pa¬ 
tients hav'e been admitted in tlie Asylum, making, witli one hundred and fifty 
two remaining at the close of 1S41, two hundred and thirteen; thirty four 
of whom have been discharged, and twenty two have died, (nine of whom 
were Idiots and Epileptics,) and one has eloped, leaving in the institution 
this day, one hundred and fifty six; seventy nine males and seventy seven 
females. 

By an additional appropriation of the last Legislature of four thousand 
dollars, the Commissioners have been enabled to finish a three story new 
building, containing thirty four rooms; of erecting a two story brick building, 
adjoining the main building, adding greatly to the appearance, convenience 
and comfort of the house, and of purchasing nine acres of land; which has 
enabled them to extend their grounds in front of the building, adding greatly 
to the appearance as well as convenience of the institution. 

It is gratifying to every feeling Kentuckian, that ours was amongst the 
first of the iStates to establish an Asylum for the poor Lunatic, and that she 
has ever sustained her charity institutions with a zeal and liberality charac¬ 
teristic of the noble feeling of her people. 

Yet it is to be lamented, that notwithstanding all our zeal and liberality, 
in sustaining this institution, we are compelled to admit the melancholy fact, 
that in the list of similar institutes throughout the United States, Kentucky 
is in the back ground, that fewer cures have been effected, agreeably to the 
number of patients in ours, than in any other American institution. 

Since 1824, a most thorough and complete change, in theory and in prac¬ 
tice, has taken place, and the happy consequences made visible in every civ¬ 
ilized country in the w'orld. 

Insane Asylums are not what the}' were; our unfortunate fathers and mo¬ 
thers, sisters and brothers, wives and children, accursed by the God of nature, 
are no longer considered incurable, and doomed to vaults and damp dun¬ 
geons; but wonderful revolutions in public sentiment upon the proper man¬ 
agement of the insane has occurred, ever since that philanthropist, Pinel, 
struck off their chains and liberated the Lunatics of France; the iron grated 
prison, with its inhuman overseers, has been converted into a palace, and 
the poor Lunatic is more like a prince than a beggar. 

They are now committed to the care of the skilful physician and the kind 
and fatherly treatment of educated and humane superintendents. 

In Great Britain, on the Continent, in Europe, and in the United States, 
the perfection of the moral and medical management of insane Asylums, 
for the last ten years, have increased with a rapidity and success which the 
most enthusiastic hopes of philanthrophy never could have anticipated; yet 
we stand still, nothing in our own noble charity corresponds with the im¬ 
provements in the nature of mental maladies and their treatment, compared 
with similar institutions in our own country. There must be a cause for 
this. There is something wrong. Is it reasonable then to suppose that in¬ 
sanity is of a worse character in Kentucky than in other States; there is no 
good reason for such a supposition. Then the evil must exist either in a 
want of proper remedies, or a proper administration of the internal govern¬ 
ment of the Asylum, or both. 

Your chairman was seriously impressed, when upon the discharge of his 
duty last year, in his examinations into the wants and necessities of the 
Asylum, of some important changes in the internal administration of the 
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house, as well a.s the great necessity of purchasing additional grounds. 
Since that time the managers have purchased a small portion of land, which 
i is a valuable addition, but not enough to afford employment to the Lunatics. 

By a reference to the reports of the managers of all the principal and 
most successful Asylums in the United States, it will be seen that tiiey are 
in the possession of farms, atlbrding to the inmates abundant and useful 
labor, which is always productive of the happiest conseciuenccs. The Mc- 
i( 2 , 66(71 vlsyfZifOT in Massachusetts; ihe Connecticut Retreat for the Insane 2 i\. 
i Hartford; the Vermont Asylum; the Ohio Lunatic Asylum; Xhe Blooming- 
'• dale Asylum, near New York city; the Friend's Asylum, near Philadelphia ; 
\.\\& Pennsylvania Hospital; foe Alaryland Hospital; the Western Lunatic 
Asylum of Vh'ginia, are all ])rovided with farms, and the necessary means 
for cultivating them, giving to the inrnat^-s exercise and liberty, as well as 
! diverting their minds from reveries and forebodings, which continually haunt 
and annoy them, wdien they are idle and confined. 

But to call your attention to other, and perhaps more important objects, 
your committee feel the strong influence of conscience and of humanity in 
the recommendation of such a change in the moral and medical c.ontrol of 
this institution, as will place it on an equality with others. Most of the 
Asylums named above, have a resident physician, who is also a superinten¬ 
dent, and has the whole physical control of the institution. A lack of such 
a physician, we believe, is one principal cause of our want of success. Tlie 
treatment of insanity, says Dr. Garle, is divided into medical and moral. 
Your committee, then, consider the medical and moral administration the 
principal objects of Insane Hospitals, and beg leave to propose, and serious¬ 
ly to urge, an organization that will secure such a management as will ele¬ 
vate our own institution from the lowest rank, to a stand amongst the best 
conducted and most successful institutions in any country. 

To do this we must be governed by the rules laid down in other and more 
successful institutions. It would seem to us that the cures depend mainly 
upon the attendants—for, says Dr. Garle, how perfect soever may be our 
Asylum in its organization and administration, how complete soever it may 
be in all the physical comforts which wealth may purchase or ingenuity in¬ 
vent, how diverse soever may be the means, recreation and amusements, 
the great object for which these have been furnished, that of effecting a^cure 
in the patients, will be tardily, if indeed it be ever accomplished, unless 
the attendants, those who have the immediate care of those patients, are of 
suitable character, complete dominion over the passions, a well cultivated 
mind, unyielding firmness, untiring energy, and an ever watchful vigilence, 
united with mildness, gentleness, an affable and respectful deportment, and a 
benevolent sympathising Christian mind, are necessary to constitute the per¬ 
fect attendant. The nearer this standard be approached, the better will be 
the cure extended to the patients, and the more rapid will be the cures. 
“We will not,” (says one of the reports of the M’Lean Asylum) “continue 
any male or female attendant, whom we cannot invite into our family and 
seat at our table; and with whom we could not confidently place our wives, 
sisters and brothers.” The rule that immediate dismissal shall be the penal¬ 
ty of striking a patient, is adopted in most Asylums, and should be in all, 
could the standard which we have mentioned be reached, perhaps no such 
rule would be necessary. 

Then, it would seem to us, a resident physician would be decidedly better 
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■qualified than any one else, to attend and to choose attendants for the in¬ 
sane. For who, so well as medical men, knows the wants and understands 
the proper treatment of the Lunatic. In all the principal Asylums in the 
United States, a I'esident physician is employed, and he is the superinten¬ 
dent, employing such attendants as he believes necessary, whilst the mana¬ 
gers only visit the Asylum occasionally, to see that all is right. Your com¬ 
mittee do most seriously urge the necessity of this arrangement in our insti¬ 
tution. The wages of the present superintendent, is five hundred dollars, 
and the attending pliysician four hundred ; double this amount would proba¬ 
bly employ a resident physician; and to effect this arrangement, it is alto¬ 
gether probable, that the cost to the State would be but little if any more, 
than it is at present. 

But suppose it should increase the expenses $1,000- This would be a 
very small matter, compared with the present wants and necessities of the 
Asylum. 

Since the last sitting of the Legislature, two of the Commissioners have 
resigned, so there is now but three; in the event that a resident physician is 
employed, three will be enough; but if this should not be done, your com¬ 
mittee would recommend the appointment of two others, and that they 
should be of the Medical Faculty, and the attending physician be one of 
them. 

Another important matter, which your committee would not overlook, 
is, the annual cost to the State, for the support of Idiots and Lunatics out of 
the Hospital. 

According to the report of the Second Auditor, for the year 1842, the 
amount expended for Idiots, whose f)arents and themselves are in indigent 
circumstances, and for the support of Lunatics, under special acts of Assem¬ 
bly, amounts to the sum of .$15,536 13. 

It is believed by the committee, that the policy of providing for the sup¬ 
port of Idiots and Lunatics out of the Hospital, is liable to decided objec¬ 
tions, and should not longer be pursued. Idiots are happy wherever they 
are well treated; and we do not entertain a doubt, but that most of them, at 
least all the pauper Idiots, and Lunatics, would be much better provided for 
in the Asylum than at home. 

For, it is a well known fact, that many of them are neglected, and abused, 
even by their relations, and in many instances the Idiot earns more than the 
man who gets fifty dollars for taking care of him ; who, instead of takingcare of 
him, treats him like a servant in rags and wretchedness, fed with the crumbs 
from his master’s table. It is also true, that the State is frequently impos¬ 
ed u[)on, and large sums unjustly obtained for the support of tliose who have 
no claims on the public Treasury on account of their poverty. 

It is the opinion of the committee, that if there was no allowance made 
for the support of Idiots, except in the Hospital, that it would save to the 
State annually between five and ten thousand dollars, as well as take the 
poor pauper Idiots out of rags and wretchedness, and place them in an ely- 
sium beyond the scofis and sneers of an idle multitude. 

Your committee cannot help feeling a deep and abiding interest in an in¬ 
stitution of so much importance to the State, and would be unworthy the 
trust confided in them, were they to fail giving their impartial views in re¬ 
gard to any change they might think necessary in the institution. 

From a careful examination of all the reports they could get from the 
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Asylums of this, and other countries, the committee feel assured, that our 
want of success in the treatment of insanity, may be attributed, mainly, ta 
the causes above mentioned; and we have no doubt but that a change can 
be easily effected, which will put ours upon an equality with the best and 
most successful institutions in the world. 

The committee, in conclusion, beg leave to report a bill.

The said bill was then read a third time -is follows, viz : 

Sec. 1. J5e it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kenhicky, That it shall be the duty of the County Court of Hickman coun¬ 
ty, at their term to be held in the month of April next, to appoint Judges, 
Clerks and Sheriffs of election in said county, for the several places of vo¬ 
ting now established by law in said county, and said County Court, in mak¬ 
ing said appointments, shall select one Judge from the party favorable to the 
removal of said seat of justice, and one from the party favorable to its pres¬ 
ent location, and due regard shall be paid to the interests of the several 
places to be voted for as hereafter directed, in the selection of Clerks and 
Sheriffs; and it shall be the duty of the said Judges, Sheriffs and Clerks to 
cause polls to be opened at the several places of voting in Hickman county, 
on the second Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday in the month of June next, 
and the honafide male citizens, who shall be such at the time of the passage 
of this act, and who may be twenty one years of age at tlie time of said 
election, shall vote, either for the present seat of justice, or tlie town of Mos¬ 
cow, or the town of Mills’ Point, as the place of the seat of justice for said 
county; and whichever of said places shall receive the largest number of 
votes, as aforesaid, shall be the seat of justice for Hickman county. And if 
at said election neither place shall receive a majority of all the votes given, 
then a poll shall be opened at the next general August election, for each of 
the two places having the highest number of votes, and the vote shall again 
be taken between these two places, and the one having the greatest number 
of votes shall be the seat of justice for Hickman county. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That the Judges, Clerks and Sheriffs 
of said election, shall have and possess the same power and authority as the 
Judges, Clerks and Sheriffs have in holding and conducting the general elec¬ 
tions of this Commonwealth ; and they shall have power to administer oaths 
to persons presenting tiiemselves as voters, and to determine upon the right 
of such person or persons to vote, and none others than those authorized to 
vote by the foregoing section shall have the right to vote; and any person 
voting in said election, when he shall not be qualified to vote in said election,

The House again resolved itself into a committee of the whole on tiie bill 
to reduce the salaries of certain officers of this Common weal tli, Mr. Cofley in 
the chair; and after some time spent therein the Speaker resumed the 
chair, when Mr. Coffey reported that the committee had, according to or¬ 
der, had under consideration the bill aforesaid, and had made sundry amend¬ 
ments thereto—which he handed in at the Clerk’s table. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That from and after the passage of this act, the various officers of 
this Commonwealth shall be paid out of the Public Treasury tlie following 
salaries, viz; the Auditor of Public Accounts, one thousand dollars; to the 
2d Auditor of Public Accounts, one thousand dollars; to the Treasurer, one 
thousand dollars; to the same for keeping the State House, sixty six dollars; 
to the Secretary of State, six hundred and sixty six dollars; to the Register 
of the Land Office, one thousand dollars; to the principal Clerk of said Of¬ 
fice, four hundred dollars; to the assistant Clerk of the same Office, two hun¬ 
dred and sixty six dollars ; to the Librarian, two hundred and sixty six dol¬ 
lars; to the President of the Board of Internal Improvement, six hundred 
and sixty six dollars; to the Judges of the Court of Appeals, fifteen hundred 
dollars each ; to the Attorney General, two hundred dollars ; to the Adju¬ 
tant General, one hundred and fifty dollars ; to the Quarter Master General, 
one hundred dollars; to the Judges of the Circuit Courts, one thousand dol¬

The amendment proposed by the Senate to a bill from this House, enti- 
titled, an act to amend the law in relation to the Goose creek turnpike road 
passing through Clay and Laurel counties—was taken up, twice read, and 
concurred in. 

Mr. Maxey, from the joint committee on Enrollments, reported that the 
committee had examined sundry enrolled bills which originated in this 
House, of the following titles, and had found the same truly enrolled, viz: 

An act for the benefit of the widow and heirs of Thomas Burrus, dec’d. 

An act allowing additional Justices of the Peace and Constables to cer¬ 
tain counties. 

An act to enlarge the powers of the Trustees of the town of Morganfield, 
and for other purposes. 

An act for the benefit of the administrators and heirs of Lawrence Sand- 
ford, dec’d. 

An act to extend the limits of the town of Smithlaiid. 

An act for the benefit of Eliza Y., Elizabeth and Mary M. Eastin. 

An act to authorize the County Court of Scott to exchange the poor house 
land. 
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An act to authorize tiie sale of a slave belonging to Thomas H. Miles, 
an infant. 

An act for the benefit of Thomas Allin, Clerk of the Mercer County Court. 

An act to provide for working the public roads in Shelby, Trimble, Bour¬ 
bon and Montgomery counties. 

An act to change the place of voting in the Plutchens precinct in Monroe 
county, and for other purposes. 

An act to change the line between the counties of Adair and Barren. 

Whereupon the Speaker affixed his signature thereto. 

Ordered, That Mr. Maxey inform the Senate thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Key, leave was given to bring in a bill to incorporate 
the Presbyterian Church in the town of Washington, in the county of Ma¬ 
son. 

Ordered, That Messrs. Key, Coryell and W. C. Marshall prepare and 
bring in the same. 

Mr. Irwin, from the committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was refer¬ 
red a bill to provide for a final settlement with the present Keeper of the 
Penitentiary, for the election of another Keeper, and for other purposes— 
reported the same with an amendment, which was concurred in. 

The said bill, as amended, reads as follows; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That for the purpose of making a final settlement with the present 
Keeper of the Penitentiary, up to the first of March, eighteen hundred and 
forty four, when the time for which he was appointed expires, the raw' mate¬ 
rial, stock, and manufactured articles on hand, shall be valued by two disin¬ 
terested persons, to be selected by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
at the expiration of the present Keeper’s term of office; and said valuers 
shall take an oath beforesome Justice of the Peace, faithfully and impartially 
to value said property, at a fair, wholesale, cash value, and annex the value 
to each article thereof, and return the same tothe Commissioners of the Sink¬ 
ing Fund, to be by them preserved ; and said valuer’s shall make a complete 
inventory of the tools and implements of trade in the Penitentiary, and annex 
the value to each article, and the same shall be compared with the receipt of 
the Keeper, for the tools and implements of trade, which were on hand when 
he last came into office, now on file in the Auditor’s office, and if the same 
shall fall short of the valuation made in said receipt, the Keeper shall be 
charged with the deficiency; and if they exceed the valuation in said receipt, 
the Keeper shall be credited with one half of the excess; and it shall be the 
duty of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and they are hereby author¬ 
ized, to settle with the present Keeper, and to divide the raw materials, slock, 
manufactured articles, debts and effects, belonging to the Penitentiary, in 
which the Keeperand Commonwealth are jointly interested, in such manner 
as to provide for the payment of the debts, and the return of the twenty five 
thousand dollars, with interest, which was advanced tothe present Keeper, 
when he was last appointed Keeper, and to divide the profits equally between 
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the Commonwealth and the said Keeper, in accordance with the law under 
which he became Keeper; the said valuers- shall, also, make an inventory of 
the machinery now on hand, and annex the value to each article, with the 
view of being handed over to the new Keepers. 

Sec. 2. That a capital of twenty five thousand dollars, if there be so much 
belonging to the Commonwealth, shall be set apart, out of the raw materials, 
stock, manufactured articles, debts and effects, aforesaid, as a capital and 
fund for the more efficient and profitable management of the Penitentiary, 
and shall be loaned to the Keeper or Keepers, to be appointed under this act, 
for and during the time he or they may be in office, at an interest of six per 
cent, per annum, to be paid by the Keeper orKeepers, semi-annually, to the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. And a Keeper, or Keepers of the Pen¬ 
itentiary shall be elected by a joint vote of the Legislature, at the pesent ses¬ 
sion, who shall ha ve the entire control and management of said institution, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided for by law, and shall continue in office until the 
first day of Alarch, 1849 ; subject, however to be removed by the Legisla¬ 
ture, whenever he or they shullfail to manage the institution in such manner 
as the interest of the State may require, and the law directs. 

Sec. 3. That the Commissioners of the Sinking P'und shall deliver over to 
the said Keeper or Keepers, the raw materials, stock, manufactured articles, 
debts and effects, which the Commonwealth shall receive in the settlement 
with the present Keeper, to the value of twenty five thousand dollars, and one 
half of the balance, if there be more on hand than the twenty five thousand 
dollars; they shall, also, deliver over to him, the tools and implements of 
trade in the Penitential'}', and take his receipt for the same, on the inventory, 
with the value annexed to each article aforesaid, and file the same with the 
Auditor of Public Accounts; they shall, also, deliver to him all the ma¬ 
chinery now on hand, and take his receipt on the inventory, with the value 
annexed to each article, as aforesaid, and file the same with the Auditor of 
Public Accounts. 

Sec. 4. That the said Keeper or Keepers shall pay the principal sum for 
the raw materials, stock, manufactured articles, debts and effects, which he 
shall receive from, and receipt to, the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
for, whenever he or they shall cease to be Keeper or Keepers, or leave in the 
Penitentiary an equal amount of raw materials, stock, and saleable manufac¬ 
tured articles, at a fair cash, wholesale price, after settling and paying to the 
State that part of the profits which shall be coming to the Commonwealth 
under the provisions of this act; he or they shall also pay to the Common¬ 
wealth the principal sum for the tools and implements of trade which he shall 
receive and receipt for, or leave for the Commonwealth, tools and implements 
of trade, of an equal wholesale cash value, when he or they cease to be 
Keeper; and he or thev shall pay to theCommonwealth the principal sum for 
the machinery which he or they shall receive and receipt for, when he or they 
cease to hold the office of Keeper, or leave for the Commonwealth, machinery 
fit for the use of the institution, of equal wholesale value; and he or they 
shall settle with the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, on the first of 
March in each year, and pay over to them, the profits to which the Com¬ 
monwealth shall be entitled to under this act: Provided, Such profits can 
be had out of the cash on hand, bills of exchange, or notes ; or should the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, in case such profits cannot be had as 











aforesaid, lie of opinion that they can makeaproperdisposition of any of the 
manufactured articles, so as to turn the profits of the ISlate into cash, they 
shall have the ri.aht to do so, but not to take anyportion of the raw materials 
or stock on hand for this purpose. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the Keeper or Keepers, to employ not 
less than four suitable persons as a guard for the safe keeping of the crimi¬ 
nals, one of whom shall be selected asan Assistant Keeper, and he shall em¬ 
ploy a Physician to attend to the health of the prisoners: Provided, That 
no person shall be employed as a Guard, Assistant Keeper, or Physician, 
without the approbation of the Governor. 

Sec. 6 . That the said Keeper or Keepers, shall be at liberty to erect in 
said institution, at joint expense, such additional machinery as he may deem 
best calculated to promote the interest of the institution: Provided, He 
shall first obtain the approbation of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund: 
And provided also, That all machinery so erected, shall at the expiration of 
the time said Keeper orKeei)ers may continue in office, be the sole prop¬ 
erty of the State. 

Sec. T. That it shall be the duty of the said Keeper or Keepers, to take 
upon himself or themselves, the whole management and expense of said insti¬ 
tution, in such manner as he or they may deem best for the interest thereof; 
to provide for the clothing and victualling of the convicts, for their guard 
and safe keeping, and to defray all other expenses incident to the manage- 
inentand well being thereof,and see that an accurate account thereof, togeth¬ 
er with the proper vouchers upon which such account is founded, is rendered 
to the Clerk, to be entered by him upon the books of the Penitentiary. 

Sec. 8 . That the said Keeper or Keepers shall receive as a compensation 
for his or their services and liabilities, in the management of said institution, 
one third of the net profits thereof, after defraying all the expenses of the 
institution, and expenditures authorized and required by this act; and in the 
event of his removal or death, he or they, or his or their representatives, as 
the case may be, shall be entitled to his or their just proportion, up to that 
time, of the net profits of said institution. 

Sec. 9. That before the Keeper or Keepers, shall enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of the office, he or they shall take the following oath; “I, or 
we, do solemnly swear, that I, or we, will faithfully and impartially discharge 
the duties of Keeper, or Keepers, of the Penitentiary, according to law.” 
And the said Keeper or Keepers shall, also, enter into bond, in the office of 
the Secretary of State, with five or more sureties, to be approved by the 
Governor, in the penalty of fifty thousand dollars, payable to the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, conditioned that he or they will faithfully perform the 
duties of Keeper or Keepers according to law, and perform all the duties 
imposed by this act, and refund to the Commonwealth the full amount 
to which the raw materials, stock and manufactured articles on hand may be 
valued, and for which he is required to give a receipt, under the third section 
of this act, with interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum thereon, pay¬ 
able semi-annually, the principal to be paid at the expiration of his or their 
term of service; and that he or they shall account for all tools, implements 
of trade, and machinery, as required by this act, and pay to the Commis¬ 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, at the close of each year, as provided in the 
fourth section, such proportion of the profits as may be due to the State; 
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which bond shall be filed with the Auditor, and may be sued upon in behalt' 
of the Commonwealth as often as the conditions thereof are violated. 

Sec. 10. fl'liat the Keeper or Keepers shall make an annual report to the 
Legislature, during the first week of its session, of the general condition, op¬ 
erations, and business of the institution. 

!Sec. 11. That the exercise of the right of reprieve or pardon by the Gov¬ 
ernor, shall not in any way be considered by the Keeper or Keepers, as a 
violation of the provisions of this act: Provided however. That if the State’s 
proportion of net profits of said institution shall, in any year, fall short of 
the sum of five thousand dollars, including any account which the State may 
make with said institution, the said Keeper or Keepers, shall make up the de¬ 
ficiency, so as to guaranty a clear profit to the State, of at least five thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 12. That in the event of the death of the Keeper or Keepers, or his 
or their refusal to qualify or give bond, agreeably to the provisions of this 
act, it shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint a Keeper of the Peni¬ 
tentiary, who shall continue in office until the end of the next annual ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, unless otherwise provided for by law. 

Sec. 13. That the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint a Clerk for the Penitentiary, to continue in office two years, 
whose duty it shall be to keep a true and faithful account of all the transac¬ 
tions of every kind, relating to the business, contracts, expenditures and in¬ 
come of said institution, and to make quarterly reports to the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, stating therein the debits and credits, and balances for 
and against the institution, and when due to and from the same. It shall also 
be his duty to keep a journal, ledger, and cash book, in which the accounts of 
the institution shall be fully and fairly entered, according to the usual course 
of business and book-keeping, and have theaccounts which may accrue each 
week, posted up at the end thereof: Provided, That the said Clerk shall, be¬ 
fore he enters upon the duties of his office, take an oath, before some Justice 
of the Peace, faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties of Clerk of 
the Penitentiary; and, shall, also, execute bond, to be approved of by the Gov¬ 
ernor, and filed in the Auditor’s office, in the penalty of ten thousand dollars, 
with good and sufficient security, payable to theCommonwealthofKentucky, 
conditioned that he will well and truly and faithfully perform, as Clerk of the 
Penitentiary, all the duties enjoined on him by law, or which may appertain 
to the duties of his office as Clerk. 

Sec. 14. That the Governor shall have the power to remove the Clerk, at 
any time, for incompetency or misdemeanor in office, and appoint another 
in his place; and should it become nece.ssary, by reason of the sickness or 
death of the Clerk, or any other accident, that another Clerk should be ap¬ 
pointed, the Governor shall make such appointment, pro tern, as he may deem 
necssary, which Clerk, so appointed, shall take the like oath, and enter into 
like bond, until another is appointed as prescribed in the section thirteenth of 
this act. 

Sec. 15. That the books of said Clerk shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of any committee of the Legislature, and to the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund; and that said Clerk shall receive the sum of one thousand 
dollars per annum, which shall be paid him b)' the Keeper or Keepers of the 
Penitentiary, quarterly out of the joint profits of the institution. 
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Sec. 16. That if said Clerk shall make any false or fraudulent entry, or 
omit to make any entry that he should make, with a fraudulent intent, it shall 
be the duty of the Governor and Commissioners aforesaid, forthwith to re¬ 
move him from office, and he shall be liable, moreover to he indicted in the 
Circuit Court of Franklin couiity, and be lined in any sum not exceeding one 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 17. That the Keeper or Keepers, to be elected under this act, shall 
be considered as bound to furnish the capit.al requisite to carry on the Peni¬ 
tentiary, and he shall not purchase raw materials, stock, or provisions on 
credit, without the written consent of the Governor, %vhich written consent 
shall be filed with the Clerk, and he shall have the right to pay up, at any 
time, the amount of the raw material, stock, manufactured articles, debts, 
and efl'ects which he shall receive on going into office, and relieve himself 
from the interest. 

Sec. 18. That the Auditor, Treasurer, Register,and Attorney General be, 
and they are hereby, appointed a Board of Visitors, whose duty it shall be, to 
visit the Penitentiary as often as they may deem proper, and at least once in 
each month, and make examination of the stale of the institution, the 
health of the convicts, the manner of dieting them, the cleanliness of the 
cells, and the treatment of the convicts generally, and make such report to 
the Legislature as the condition of the institution may require. 

Sec. 19. d’hat the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars shall be annually, 
expended for the moral and religious instruction of the convicts; that to¬ 
bacco, in such quantities and at such times as may be necessary, be fur¬ 
nished to the convicts ,• and that the Keeper or Keepers, shall pay to any 
convict who has been confined in the Penitentiary, when he shall be dis¬ 
charged therefrom, the sum of five dollars, one hat, one new janes coat and 
pantaloons, one waistcoat, two new shirts, one pair of socks, and one pair of 
shoes, all of which expenses shall be paid out of the profits of the institution. 

Sec. 20. The sum of one hundred dollars is hereby appropriated to pur¬ 
chase, under the direction of the Governor of this Commonwealth, an addi¬ 
tional number of moral and religious books, to be added to the present Li¬ 
brary in the Penitentiary; and said Keeper or Keepers shall have said 
books given out and returned every week, so that they shall be well taken 
care of. 

Sec. 21. The Keeper of the Penitentiary shall not be permitted to make 
any other improvement thereon unless directed by law.

Sir ;—I herewith furnish you the information requested in the memoran¬ 
dum handed me last week. 

The whole cost of the Public Printing, including paper, during the year 
ending with the last session of the Legislature, and the acts of the preceding 
session, is as follows:

From this amount must be deducted—to show the Public Prin¬ 
ter’s prolit—the amount paid to hands to execute the work— 
say about 3-5ths, .....

for the Public Printer for his services,use of his materials,consisting of types, 
presses, ink, fuel, lights, house rent, &c. &c. 

The present Public Printer has between five and six thousand dollars 
worth of materials, to enable him to execute the public work with neatness 
and promptitude. About one half of these materials are perishable, and 
have to be renewed about every five years, to do good work. No man can 
execute the public work with a less quantity of materials than is now used, 
promptly. 

In addition to the work executed for the Legislature, he done work for the 
Public Offices, for the year ending with the last session of the Legislature, 


as follows, viz; 

For the 1st Auditor (some of the paper included,) - - $104 10 

For the 2d Auditor (some of the paper included, and part for 

advertising in paper,) - - - - - 193 96 

For the Adjutant General (all the paper included,) - - 212 00

For the Secretary (including paper—advertising—acts of the 

General Assembly and Bibb’s Reports purchased,) - - 245 00

ding paper, which cost $250,) .... 500 00

The net profit to the printer upon this last mentioned sum, after deducting 
for the paper, will probably be between four and five hundred dollars—say 
$500. This $500 added to the $2,232 20, will make $2,732 20, as the 
whole probable amount the Public Printer received as profit upon the print¬ 
ing for the year ending with the last session of the Legislature. 
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During the last session of the Legislature, a full and thorough examina¬ 
tion of this subject was had, by a joint committee of the two houses of the 
General Assembly; and after a full and free examination of disinterested 
printers, the Bill of Prices agreed upon by that committee, was adopted by 
the Legislature. 'I'hat bill of prices was considered by disinterested men as 
a fair bill of prices, taking into consideration the amount of capital employed 
in the execution of the public work. The reduction of the printer’s profits 
between the bill adopted at the last se.ssion, and the prices paid all Public 
Printers previously—taking last winter’s bill as a criterion—would be not 
less than $500. That is, if the present year’s printing shall amount to as 
much as that of last year, the profits to the printer will be about $500 less 
than last year. 

My impression is, however, judging from what has been already ordered, 
that the amount of printing this year will fall short of last, from $1,500 to 
$2,000 in quantity. 

Thus, sir, I have endeavored to give you a fair and candid statement upon 
the subject of the cost of the printing, and the probable amount of the prin¬ 
ter’s profits. 1 have not gone into a minute examination of every item of 
printing executed for the State last year, but have given the total amounts. 
1 do believe, that if every item was examined separately by a master printer, 
the profits to the Public Printer would fall short of what it is here stated 
to be. 

I have more than half of all that I am worth invested in printing materi¬ 
als ; and have made this investment to enable me to discharge, with prompt¬ 
ness and fidelity, the duties of the office to which the Legislature has elected 
me for several years past. Whether I have discharged my public duties 
with fidelity, is for yourself and the other members of the committee, and 
the country to judge. 

It is not my province to say to the committee what the prices for execu¬ 
ting the Public Printing ought to be. If they believe that they are too high, 
they can call to their aid practical disinterested printers, and obtain such 
information as will enable them to do what is right, by allowing a fair and 
reasonable compensation, having regard to the services and capital invested 
by the individual to whom they may confide this public trust. 

I am fully prepared, and will do the public work for a fair and reasonable 
compensation. I believe that the Legislature of Kentucky are, at all times, 
willing to pay a fair and reasonable compensation to a faithful public officer, 
and thus believing, I shall cheerfully submit the whole matter to their liber¬ 
ality. 

You ask me to state what does the State pay per 1000 ems? I give you 
here the price the State pays, and the prices agreed upon by the master 
printers throughout the State, (with the exception of the printers at Louis¬ 
ville,) in October, 1841. 

For 1000 ems, plain matter, the State is charged 50 cents. The price in 
the master printer’s bill, for manuscript copy, 87^ cents per 1000 ems. 

For 1000 ems, rule or figure work, the Slate pays $1 per 1000 ems. The 
price in the master printer’s bill, is, for rule work, $1 12i cents per 1000 
ems. For rule and figure work, $1 50 cents per 1000 ems; and works, 
part figures, as arithmetics, reports, &c. $1 12.^ per 1000 ems. 

For a token of press work, royal sheet, the State is charged 75 cents per 
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token. A token is 5 quires of paper printed on botli sides—equal to 240 im¬ 
pressions. The price in the master printer’s bill of prices, is the same as is 
]iaid for by the State, 75 cents per token for all sizes, from a royal sheet 
clown. 

1 will take great pleasure in answering any and all questions that may be 
propounded to me by yourself, or any member of the committee.

Sir:— I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 3 'our communica¬ 
tion of the 18th inst., in which you inform me the committee of the House 
on the Public Printing, “will be happ)' to receive any proposition 1 may 
have to make on that subject.” 

In reply, I beg leave to state, that I have no doubt a reduction might be 
made in the item of Public Printing, which would save to the State some 
twelve or fifteen hundred dollars per annum, and leave to the printer at the 
.same lime, a very handsome profit. The precise mode by wdiich this object 
can be effected, will devolve upon the Legislature to determine, if they shall 
think it worthy of attention. 

Availing myself of the kind terms in which you inform me you are wil¬ 
ling to receive a proposition, I will state, that at no time since 1833, has the 
Public Printer’s bill been less than $5,000 per annum, and some years con¬ 
siderably more than double that sum, as the public records show. He will 
admit to you that his profits have been at least two-fifths, while I assert they 
have been some years considerably more than one half. You candetermine 
whether such profits on such an amount of work, can bear any reduction. 
The great increase in the amount of work of recent years, has resulted from 
two causes: First, The peculiar subjects of Legislation, which produced 
voluminous reports: Second, The manner in which the work has been exe¬ 
cuted—a more workman-like style according to modern improvements in 
typography, I admit—and which I would not recommend should be entirely 
changed, but which is, nevertheless, much more extravagant than the style 
and manner of former years. Under the present law establishing the prices, 
which w'as passed at the late session, I cannot see how' I could make a pro¬ 
position, by which the State would save something, and by which I at the 
same could be secured in the rights of an underbidder. The law fixes the 
price after a manner—and the constitution directs that a printer shall be 
chosen. Yet allow me to state, that the present law is very defective—a 
more complete nullity perhaps than any on your statute books, and the State 
w'ould have been safer in letting the Public Printer charge without law, as 
a committee of your body decided last winter he had been doing for thirty 
four years, than under the present law^ When there was no law, the prin¬ 
ter was regulated—if he was scrupulous about regulations—by precedent 
and custom, which had become a sort of common law on the subject. Un¬ 
der the present law, I assure jmu in many things if the State is not egre- 
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giously cheated, it is because you have honest incumbents of tliat ofiice, and 
not because of any protection afforded by the law itself. 1 have not a jour¬ 
neyman in my oflice who could not make out bills under the present law, b_y 
which he could cheat the State out ot one hall if disposed to do so, though 
it might undergo the supervision of the Legislature and both your Auditors. 
And not the least objectionable feature in the law, is, that it makes no pro¬ 
vision by which there .shall be a supervisory power somewhere over the 
printer’s accounts. 

You will not understand me as reflecting in any way upon the conduct of 
your present printer in W'hat I have here said. On the contrary, I expect 
he has acted more fairly by the State than she could expect under the cir¬ 
cumstances, seeing that she has done nothing on this subject to i>rotect her 
own interests. For thirty four years without a7i7j law on the subject, as de¬ 
termined by the committee last winter, and then passing a law—without 
understanding the subject 1 admit—seducing the printer to be dishonest by 
legalizing such charges almost as he may choose to make, on a large class of 
printing. I cannot account how the State has escaped as well as she has, 
except it be a consequence resulting from the provej-bial honesty of the pro¬ 
fession. Having belonged to the profession for about 25 years, 1 am sure if 
1 w'as entrusted with your confidence, I should act as fairly by you as any of 
my predecessors, law or no law'. I would respectfully submit, however, 
whether the law should not be made more specific, let who may, get the 
oflice. 

In conclution, allow me to say, that if I am fortunate enough to secure 
the favor of the Legislature as the printer, I shall leave you at full liberty 
to change your laws on the subject so as to require the accounts to be audi¬ 
ted and allowed, at any rate which competent persons shall determine is 
right. The precise deduction from present prices 1 am not now prepared to 
say I would be willing to undertake the work at—as I have not fully exam¬ 
ined the several charges. I shall do that, as stated, previous to the election.

Gf.nti.emen: —Your communication of last evening making inquiries as 
to the rate per cent, at w'hich I am willing to do the Public Printing below' 
the prices paid for the printing of the last session of the Legislature is be¬ 
fore me. In reply I beg leave to reiterate what I have before stated to your¬ 
self and the committee, that 1 am willing to perform the duties of Public 
Printer on such terms as the General Assembly may believe wdll afford me 
a just remuneration for the labor and capital employed. The lu ices fixed 
by an act of the last Legislature, adopted after full and thorough investiga¬ 
tion of the subject, do not, in my opinion, exceed the standard of a fair com- 
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pensniion; but, if nny members of the present General Assembly desire a 
re-investigation of the subject, and a new scale of prices shall be the result of 
that investigation, I shall cheerfully acquiesce in their decision and endeavor 
to perform the public work for the rates fixed, with promptness and fidelity. 
I desire it to be distinctly understood that I have never asked, and I do not 
now ask any thing more than a just and reasonable compensation for the 
labor and capital employed; and that I am perfectly willing that the J..egis- 
lature siiall establish such prices as they believe will afford such a compensa¬ 
tion. Although the present prices were fixed by an act of the last Legisla¬ 
ture, after the most ample investigation, 1 solicit again the most thorough 
scrutiny, not only of those prices, but of my whole official conduct. 

I do notsuppose it is the intention of the General Assembly to put up the 
Public Printing to the lowest bidder, although the terms of your note would 
seem to imply such a determination on their part. If that be the case, I pro¬ 
pose to perform the duties of Public Printer for twenty fiveper cent, less than 
the rates jiaid for the printing of the last session of the Legislature. I cer¬ 
tainly do not make this offer because I can afford to do so, but simply be¬ 
cause I do not intend to be outdone in any thing that claims to proceed from 
a devotion to the public interest. 1 am unwilling to be ousted from an 
office, the duties of which I have endeavored to discharge, faithfully, by 
competition of this kind, and, therefore, I have determined to make an offer 
which would leave me scarcely any profit on the labor and capital necessa¬ 
rily emploved. 

You will do me a favor by having this letter read before the House of 
Representatives.

Gentlemen: —Y^our communication of yesterday’s date, inviting me to 
make proposals for the Public Printing, is received. 

Waiving the indefinite basis you have given me, by which to be governed 
in making my proposals, and taking what I have no doubt is the intention of 
the call—to get a proposition based upon the prices as governed by the pre¬ 
sent law, I will proceed to reply. 

The prices as established at present are as follows: 

1. For composition on the .Journals, Acts, and other book and pamphlet 
work, plain matter, 50 cents per 1,000 ems. 

2. For rule and figure work on same, $1 per 1,000 ems. 

3. For executing a token at press, (240 impre.ssions,) 75 cents. 

4. Plain blanks, per quire, 50 cents. 

5. Rule and figure blanks, $1 25 per quire. 

6 . Advertising list of non-residents’ lands, 25 cents per tract. 

7. For all other job work, (which includes all bills, reports, and memo¬ 
rials,) not to exceed the Frankfort bill of prices. This last is indefinite and 
I should have to bo governed by bills made out heretofore. 
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I will do thfi work, and deduct from the respective specified items of 
charges, as follows: 

1. For journals, &c., 10 per cent. 

2. Rule and figure work, 20 per cent. 

3. Token work, 25 per cent. 

4. Plain blanks, 20 per cent. 

5. Rule blanks, 25 per cent. 

6 . Advertising, 20 per cent. 

7. Tiie job work line of business, 30 per cent. 

As near as I can make a calculation, this will make an average deduction 
on all the printing, of 20 per cent. It may be a little more or a little less. 
If it should be less, I am willing that the Auditor should be allowed to make 
the calculation at the end of a year’s printing and reduce it to that standard. 
It is the only equitable mode I can determine on, by which the proposition 
can be reduced to practical operation, and I shall be willing that the Legis¬ 
lature shall so change the present law as to make it conform to these prices, 
after the election, if it shall be the pleasure of that honorable body to give 
me the work. 

I will charge for the paper no more than the manufacturer’s prices, and 
costs of carriage, which I understand to have been the custom heretofore.

Sec. \. Be it enacted h\j the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That it shall be lawful for Sam, a slave belonging to George Es-

tes, to appear in the Owen Circuit Court, in custody, on the first, second or 
third day of the next term thereof, and make his election to be tried in the 
Grant Circuit Court, for the crime of murder, with which he stands in¬ 
dicted in the said Owen Circuit Court, which election shall be entered of 
record; and thereupon, it shall be the duty of said Court to award to said 
Sam a change of venue, in said case, to the said county of Grant, as he may 
elect. And thereupon, the Judge of the said Owen Circuit Court shall di¬ 
rect and order the Sherifi' of Owen county, forthwith, or within ten days 
tliereafter, to convey said Sam to the jail of Grant county, and deliver him 
to the jailer of said county of Grant, who is hereby authorized and directed 
to receive in his jail and custody, the body of the said Sam, and to give said 
Sheriff' a receipt therefor; and the said Sherifif shall be allowed the same as 
is now allowed by law for similar services; and the said Court shall recog¬ 
nize all the witnesses for the Commonwealth in said prosecution, to appear 
on the second day of the next May term of the Grant Circuit Court; which 
recognizance shall be as obligatory on the witnesses as any other recogni¬ 
zances are when taken by virtue of any law now in force on that subject, 
copies of which recognizances shall be transmitted, with the other papers 
belonging to the prosecution, to the Clerk of the Grant Circuit Court,and 
be as binding, and subject to the like proceedings, as other legal recogni¬ 
zances now are. 

Sec. 2. That as soon as possible after the order of election, made as afore¬ 
said, the Clerk of the Owen Circuit Court shall make out copies of ail the 
orders, together with all the recognizances taken in said Court, in said pro¬ 
secution; and shall cause the same, together with copies of the indictment, 
and other papers filed therein, to be conveyed and delivered to the Clerk of 
the Grant Circuit Court, and take his receipt for the same; and the said 
Clerk shall be allowed the same compensation therefor per mile, as in change 
of venue in civil cases or suits; the allow'ance to be made by the Owen 
Circuit Court, and the same to .be paid out of the Treasury. And the said 
Clerk of the Grant Circuit Courtis authorized to issue subpoenas, and all 
other process, as though the indictment had been found in said Court; and 
the said Grant Circuit Court shall possess the same power and authority to 
try said Sam on said indictment, as they would have had if the said offence 
had been committed in Grant county; and the prosecution shall, in all re¬ 
spects, be conducted as though the olfence had been committed in said county 
of Grant. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the witnesses attending the Grant 
Circuit Court, by recognizance or subpoena, shall be allowed the same per 
day, and for travelling, as other witnesses going out of the county, by legal 
process: Provided, however, That when the party aforesaid shall be en¬ 
quired of by the Judge whether he elect to be tried in said county of Grant, 
he shall also enquire of him whether he is willing that his trial shall take 
place on a copy of the indictment filed against him in said case; and that it 
shall, to all intents and purposes, be used and have the same effect, as if the 
original indictment was present in said Circuit Court of Grant; and if he 
answer in the affirmative, his consent shall be entered on record, with the 
order concerning his election; but if he answers in the negative, the venue 
shall not be changed. 
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Ordered, That said bill be read a second time.

I take the liberty of addressing you on a subject which is considered of 
great'importance to the tobacco planters of Tennessee, Kentucky and Mis¬ 
souri, and hope you will aid in producing the change so much desired by 
the tobacco planters in this section of country. There has been for some 
years loud complaints by the planters, as well as many persons of New Or¬ 
leans, in relation to the present mode of inspecting, storage, &c. of tobacco 
in New Orleans; and notwithstanding great efforts have been made for 
several years to bring about a change of the tobacco inspection laws of Loui¬ 
siana, nothing as yet lias been done. Thinking that a memorial from the 
States interested would do some good, in the fall of 1841,1 made known to 
our member from tliis county the present mode of inspection, &c. at New 
Orleans, and also informed him of the change required. The subject was 
taken up by our Legislature, but as they had an exciting time of it on the 
subject of appointing Senators, nothing was done with the memorial until 
about the close of the session. The memorial I believe was unanimously 
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adopted, hut our member omitted to liave set forth in the memorial what 
change was required. The Legislature, at the same time, called upon the 
States of Kentucky and Missouri, to memorialize also on the subject, which 
I understand was done by Kentucky; but as yet I have not learned that 
Missouri responded to the request. The memorial of this Slate was before 
the Legislature of Louisiana last winter, and a committee was appointed to 
report, and I learn persons were sent for by the committee to give informa¬ 
tion; but such was the excitement in the Legislature about their Banks, the 
Legislature adjourned without the committee’s reporting on it. I was in N. 
Orleans last spring, and the friends of a change of the inspecting laws in¬ 
formed me that as there was no tobacco raised in that State for inspection, 
the Legislature had never taken much interest on the subject, and in fact 
knew very little about the inspection or management of tobacco, and that 
the memorial from the States interested, should set forth the present mode 
of inspection, &c., give its defects, and to exhibit a plan of the inspection, 
&c. required. 

On my return from New Orleans last summer, I visited Nashville, and 
called upon his excellency. Governor Jones, to know if he would open the 
subject at the called session of our Legislature, so that the Legislature could 
memorialize again and set forth the required change; but his excellency, 
although anxious to have this matter attended to, said, under the Constitu¬ 
tion of this State, he thought it could not be done at a called session. And 
as it is considered important that there should be some action from the 
States interested, in order to get the Legislature of Louisiana at its next 
session to do something, I have thought it best to draw your attention to the 
subject. 

When the present laws of Louisiana were enacted, the tobacco crop was 
of very little importance; and in 1832-3, the crop received in New Orleans 
was 23,637 hhds. The crop was last year, ending 31st August, 1842, 68,- 
058 hhds. The tobacco is stored in houses of all kinds, some of them very 
good, but some bad, with no floors, and stored on the damp ground ; and it 
is frequently stored I understand, for the want of room, in sheds and very 
indifferent houses; and when a lot of tobacco is required to be inspected, the 
hogsheads are set upon one end and the hoops knocked off, two or three 
staves broke down near the bottom of the hogshead; it is then ready for 
the breaker and sampler. The spike is drove in and the sample drawn out 
and handed to the inspector, who pass upon the quality, and tie a string 
with a label round the sample. The inspectors mark with a pencil on the 
label the number of the hogshead in the warehouse, and the quality, and I 
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by and not weighed until a sale is made by the commis.sion merchant. Tlie 
tobacco taken oti’by the cooper to get the iieading in, belong to the proprie¬ 
tors of the warehouse, and the quantity reported is from 10 to 12 pounds per 
hogshead, at half price ; and instead of stripping of the hogshead and weigh¬ 
ing separate from the tobacco, they tare the hogshead at the rate of 12i per 
cent. When a hogshead is ligiit, there is perhaps no loss in tare, but when 
heavy the loss is considerable. Those warehouse people object to stripping 
the hogshead and having screws or prizes, on the ground that at a busy 
season it would require too much time to cooper a large lot of tobacco; but 
it would be to the interest of the planters to pay more for coopering and let 
them employ more screws and hands. 

The friends of a change of the present inspection laws, wish it put upon 
something like the Virginia and Maryland mode, which is something like 
the following; The warehouses in Virginia are generally owned by individu¬ 
als, but the law require them to be constructed in a particular way before 
the owner can gel a license to have tobacco inspected and stored ; and the 
State receives, 1 think, for inspection fees and tobacco note, 50 or 60 cents 
per hogshead. 

The inspectors for each warehouse are first recommended by the County 
Court of the county in which the warehouse is situated, and the Governor 
gives them a commission; and the inspector’s salary is fixed by law and 
paid by the State, and there is a heavy fine on the inspectors if they allow 
more tobacco taken from a hogshead than is considered a good sample. 
When a hogshead of tobacco is offered for inspection at a ''I'irginia ware¬ 
house, it is the duty of the inspectors to strip the hogsliead from the to-: 
bacco, than weigh the naked hogshead, break the tobacco, then draw a sam¬ 
ple and decide upon the quality, and then put the hogshead on the tobacco, 
pul it under a screw or prize so as to get all the tobacco in except the sample. 
It is then well coopered and weighed; then the inspectors, with marking 
irons, put on the warehouse mark, the quality, number in the warehouse, 
gross, tare and net weights, and put a label on the sample, with the same 
marks as on the hogshead, it is then entered in a large book which belongs 
to the warehouse, with the planter’s name, number, quality, gross, tare and 
net weight. It is then the duty of the inspectors to give the planter or ow¬ 
ner a tobacco note or receipt, with the planter’s or owner’s name, dated at 
the warehouse, with number, quality and weights corresponding with the 
entry in the tobacco book, and the inspectors name to it; and when the 
planter I'eceives the note he pays the inspection fee and cooperage; and 
when he sells the tobacco, this note is handed to the purchaser, and when lie 
presents the note to the inspectors to be shipped or delivered, the inspectors 
enter on the tobacco book, opposite the number, by whom shipped or re¬ 
ceived, and the shipper pays the storage then due; and if it is atone of the 
inspections in the upper country, and intended to be sold in one of the lower 
markets, it is the duty of the inspectors to give to the shipper a manifest, 
setting forth the warehouse, number, quality, gi-oss, tare and net weight, with 
the inspector’s name, and it can then be sold in any of the Virginia markets 
from the same weights, but subject to be re-sampled. In making the ap¬ 
pointment for inspectors for a particular w'arehouse in Virginia, they ap¬ 
point first and second inspectors, whose duty it is to act, but at the same 
lime they appoint a third inspector who acts in the place of the first or 
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second if one of I liem slionid be sick or absent; or if the first and second 
should not agree as to tlie quality of a hogshead of tobacco. Owing to the 
very large quantity of tobacco going into the warehouses at New Orleans, 
it is necessary to have more agents than the inspectors in a warehouse. It 
is necessary to have a good book keeper, sampler and weigher. 

The following ]dan would probably meet the views of the planters and 
traders in the New Orleans market. 

The warehouses to be so constructed ns to be as secure as possible from 
danger of fire, pillage or dampness, and the owner or owners not be allowed 
to receive tobacco for inspection or storage, until the house be reported as 
such, and received in the manner and form prescribed by the Legislature, 
and give a license to receive tobacco for inspection and storage ; and inspec¬ 
tors are appointed to inspect all tobacco received in said warehouse; and it 
shall be the duty of said owmer or owners of said warehouse, to have in 
readiness asuflicient number of screws or prizes to prize all the tobacco back 
into a hogshead, e.xcept what may be drawn for a sample; and it shall be the 
duty of the oxvner or owners of said warehouse, to keep a breaker, sampler, 
weigher-, and a sufficient number of hands to cooper all the tobacco offered 
for inspection in said warehouse; and that when a hogshead of tobacco is 
required to be inspected, the hogshead shall be stripped from the tobacco, 
and when broke and sampled, the inspectors shall jiass upon the quality, tie 
up the sam[)le with a label, and put on the label with ink, the quality and 
number of the hogshead, and the warehouse name or mark; and they shall 
mark on the hogshead staves, with marking irons, the quality and number, 
and warehouse name or number. It shall be the duty of the weigher to see 
that the hogshead is weighed before it is put back on the tobacco, and then 
have it put under a screw or prize, and all the tobacco pressed back except 
the samjde, and then well coopered. The weigher shall then weigh the hogs¬ 
head, and mark with marking irons on the staves, the gross, tare and net 
weight, which he shall also pul on the label of the sample with ink; and it 
shall then be the duty of the book keeper or clerk, appointed for said ware¬ 
house, to enter in a large book, belonging to the warehouse, the hogshead of 
tabacco, with the planter’s or owner’s name, the private marks on the hogs¬ 
head, if any, the quality, number, gross, tare and net Aveight; and it shall 
be the duty of said clerk to give to the planter or owner, with his sample, a 
tobacco note or receipt, Avilh the name of the Avarehouse, date ol inspection, 
fjlanter or owner’s name, private marks, if any, the quality, number, gross, 
tare and net Aveight, with the clerk’s name to it, which shall be binding on 
the oAvner or owners of said Avarehouse, for the tobacco to be deliv'ered in 
like good order as received, the danger of lire excepted ; and it shall be the 
fluty of said clerk Avhen he hands out said note or receipt to oAvner, to re¬ 
ceive on each and every hogshead of tobacco so inspected, sampled, prized, 
coopered and Aveighed, one dollar for inspection, to be paid to the State as 
directed by laAv ; for sampling, 25 cents per hogshead; for cooperage, nails 
and ]n-izing, 75 cents per iiogshead ; for Aveighing and marking, 25 cents per 
hogshead; and for storage, 50 cents per hogshead, as is now I’egulated by 
the Board of Trade of Nbav Orleans, Avhich shall be paid over to the oAvners 
or proprietors as required by law; and it shall be the duty of said clerk, 
Avhen a tobacco note or receipt is presented for the delivery of a hogshead 
of tobacco, to deliver the same, and enter on the tobacco book, opposite to 
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tlie said number, by whom received or delivered to : and it sliall be lii.s duty 
to receive IVom the shipper or owner of said iiogshead of tobacco, the storage 
that may be due agreeable to the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Trade, and pay over to the owner or proprietoi'.s as required by law. There 
shall be a first and second inspector appointed for each warehouse, in the 
manner and form prescribed by the Legislature, whose duty it sliall be to 
inspect tobacco, and do all things required by the law; and they shall lake 
an oath of office ns may be prescribed by law; and each inspector, so ap¬ 
pointed, shall receive a salary of $ -, to be paid by the State; and there 

shall be appointed for each warehouse, in the manner and form prescribed 
by the Legislature, a third inspector, whose duty it shall be to act in the 
place of the first or second inspector in case of sickness or absence ; or if 
the first and second should not agree as to the quality of a hogshead of to¬ 
bacco; and if the third inspector should act in the place of the first or second 
inspector in consequenue of sickness or absence, the first or second in.spector, 
in whose place he shall so act, shall pay him for the time, in proportion to the 
salary received by him ; and if the third inspector shall be called upon to 
decide as to the quality of a hogshead of tobacco, he shall I'eceive the sum of 
^-per day, to be paid by the State. 

And there shall be appointed for each warehouse so licensed, a good clerk 
or book keeper, in the manner and form prescribed by the Legislature, who 
shall enter into bond, with good security, who shall do all things required by 
law, and shall lake an oath of office as prescribed by law; and it shall be 
the duty of the weigher to take an oath as prescribed by law. 

Before I close, I will give you some idea of the losses on tobacco under the 
present management in New Orleans. Two friend.s of mine, of Kentucky, 
who have been engaged in putting up tobacco strips in New Orleans, had 
their stemery near one of those warehouses of inspection and storage of to¬ 
bacco, w'hich warehouse, in the year 1839 or 1840, received about 3,50R 
hhds. of tobacco for inspection ; and my friends employed in their stemery, 
last year, a gentleman who attended to the coopering, &c. of the tobacco 
in the warehouse referred to, and he informed my friends that the propiF 
etor of this warehouse sold, in the year he received the 3,500 hhds. of to¬ 
bacco, from the tobacco thrown oft’so as to get the heading in, 28 hhds. 
and 200 bales, weighing 200 lbs. each, besides selling a large quantity of 
loose tobacco; and as well as I now recollect, tobacco that season averaged 
not less than about $10 per 100 lbs. So you will see that 28 hhds. of to¬ 
bacco of 1,500 lbs. each, - - 42,000 

200 bales tobacco, of 200 lbs. each, - 40,000 

-82,000 lbs. at $10 $8,200 

Making no estimate for the loose tobacco sold. 

The crop of tobacco in 1839 and 1840, received in New Orleans, was 
40,436 hhds. which, at the rate of the 3,500 received at the warehouse re¬ 
ferred to, will give a loss to the planters of $94,737, if they did not account 
for some of the tobacco; but as they say it is accounted for at half price, it 
will still give a lo,ss of $47,360 50. But I have no idea that more than 
half the tobacco thrown off is accounted for. They generally report, I see 
from sales rendered, about 11 or 12 pounds per hogshead.* Last January I 
shipped from this place 34 hogsheads tobacco, and when the planters were 
prizing this tobacco, I requested them not to fill the hogshead by some four 
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or five inches, so that wlieii the tobacco should be inspected, it would not 
rise in the hogshead above the place lor the heading, so that there w'ould be 
no excuse to throw off the tobacco to get tlie heading in. This lot of to¬ 
bacco was all w^eighed by myself, w'ith good patent balances, shipped and 
received in New Orleans in good order, and when I received sales, the loss 
W'as upwards of 1,800 pounds; and the quantity of loose tobacco reported, 
was 275 pounds, at half price, or tw'o cents per pound, $5 50. A merchant 
of this place, shipped last winter was a year, a lot of tobacco to New Or¬ 
leans, and my friends engaged in steming, purchased one hogshead of this 
lot. It weighed about 1,600 pounds, and the tare taken of}', agreeable to 
the rule in New^ Orleans, was 12a per cent. I was present when my friends 
had the tobacco taken out and the hogshead weighed, and they gained 80 
lbs. in the tare, and the meichant here informed me that the loss in weight 
and throwing off on this hogshead, was 200 lbs. This hogshead was No. 
1, and as well as I recollect. No. 1 was'selling at that time in New Orleans 
at ten dollars. This merchant was in NewOrleans early last winter, and he 
complained to one of the inspectors about the quantity of tobacco taken out 
to get the heading in, and the inspector advised him not to fill his hogsheads 
by some lour or five inches, and to fill up that space with corn cobs or fod¬ 
der, so that when the hogshead should be opened for inspection, the tobacco 
would require no throwing of. lie then had two fine hogsheads put upon 
his plantation as directed. When this tobacco was inspected he was not 
present, and the breaker or sampler had the lower heading taken out, and 
left the cobs in the upper head, and he informed me that the tobacco taken 
out of those two hogsheads and the loss in tare, was 8U pounds each. 

The crop of tobacco received in New Orleans, 1840 and 1841, was 54,667 
hogsheads, and the prices up to April or May, 1841, was for X $6, 2d $S 
and 1st $10 per 100 lbs., and the balance of the season it sold at 4, 6 and $8 
ber 100 lbs. I think the loss in tare and throwing off per hogshead, may be 
safely estimated at from live to seven dollars per hogshead; but put it at 
five dollars per hogshead, it will give a loss to the planter or shipper in the 
upper country of $273,335, allowing nothing for what is accounted for. Be¬ 
sides the loss to the planter and shipper in the upper country, I learn from 
some of the large shippers in New Orleans, that they have had considerable 
losses which they think grew out of the loose way of doing business in the 
warehouses in New Orleans. They say they have purchased tobacco from 
the samples and marks and weights on the hogshead, and when opened in a 
foreign market, found nothing but old rubbish substituted in the place of the 
tobacco. 

Should you think proper to take an interest in this matter, and the Legis¬ 
lature should act, perhaps it would be well enough for the Legislature to call 
upon the States of Illinois, Indiania and Ohio to memoralize also, as they 
now make some tobacco, and of course have an interest in this subject. 

Should there be any action by your Legislature, I would be glad to have 
the earliest information.

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Mr. Moreliead, from the committee for Courts of Justice, to whom was 
referred a bill for the benefit of David B. Sanders and others—reported the 
same without amendment. 

The said bill was then amended. 

The said bill, as amended, reads as follows, viz; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That David B. Sanders, of Livingston county, shall have the right 
to bring into this State a negro woman, Mary, and her children, she being 
the wife of a slave of said Sanders, and lately taken from Kentucky to Ten¬ 
nessee: Provided, That said Sanders shall, within thirty days after bring¬ 
ing said slaves into the State, make and file his affidavit in the Livingston 
County Court, giving the age and sex of said slaves, and that it is his inten¬ 
tion, in good faith, to keep said slaves for his own use. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That William A. Garth, of Todd county, 
shall have the right to bring into this State two negro boys, purchased by 
him of a Mr. White, who lived in Clarksville, Tennessee: Provided, That 
said Garth shall, wnthin thirty days after bringing said slaves into this State, 
make and file his affidavit in the Todd County Court, giving the age and 
names of said slaves, and that it is his intention, in good faith, to keep said 
slaves for his own use. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That .Tacob Robinson, of Garrard county, 
be, and he is hereby, allowed to import into this Commonwealth five slaves, 
upon filing an affidavit in the Clerk’s office of the Garrard County Court, 
that said slaves are imported for his own use, and not for the purpose of sel¬ 
ling as merchandize. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That Daniel Stovall and Isham Thomas, 
be allowed to retain, in this State, a negro man, purchased out of jail in this 
State, having run away from J^ouisiana, and that they be relieved from all 
liability in keeping the same. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That Edward H. Wilson, of Cumberland 
county, is hereby released and exonerated from all the penalties of the act 
of 1833, prohibiting the importation of slaves, incurred by reason of having 
purchased the following slaves, viz: Orre, Edward and Solomon, wlio had 
been imported into this State in violation of said act of 1833. 

Sec. 6. That William Dodd be, and he is hereby, released from all the 
penalties of the law of 1833, for having imported into this State a negro 
boy. 

Ordered, That said bill, as amended, be engrossed and read a third time. 

The rule of the House, constitutional provision and third reading of said 
bill having been dispensed with, and the same being engrossed, 

Mr. Dudley moved to amend said bill by adding thereto an engrossed 
clause, by way of ryder. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved the previous question, and it was decided in the af¬ 
firmative. 

The main question was then put—Shall the bill pass? and it was decided 
in the affirmative.

That the Treasurer of the city of Louisville shall hereafter pay to the 
town of Portland the annual tax of fifty cents on each hundred dollars of the 
capital stock of the Portland Dry Dock and Insurance Company, directed to 
be paid to the city of Louisville by the provisions of an act, entitled, an act 
to incorporate the Portland Dry Dock and Insurance Company, approved 
February 29, 1836, including what has not yet been collected by the city of 
Louisville; and on failure of the city of Louisville to collect said tax, or to 
pay the same over when collected as required herein, the town of Port¬ 
land may file her bill in chancery in the Louisville Chancery Court, making 
proper parties thereto, and jurisdiction is hereby given said court to hear 
and determine said cause, and to enforce the decree therein : Provided, 
That if the city of Louisville shall enter upon the records of the Mayor and 
Council a waiver of all claim to said tax, then the Portland Dry Dock and 
Insurance Company shall pay said tax to the towm of Portland ; and juris¬ 
diction is hereby given the Louisville Chancery Court, upon proceedings 
being had, to enforce said payments; Provided further. That the President 
and Trustees of the town of Portland shall appropriate said tax exclusively 
to the support of common school education in the town of Portland.

1. Mr. Rowlett presented the petition of sundry citizens of Owen county, 
praying an ajrpropriation to aid in tlie erection of a bridge across Mill creek, 
in said county. 

2. Also, the petition of sundry citizens of Gallatin county, praying that 
the County Court of said county be required to open a road to Gale’s mill, 
in said county. 

Which petitions were severally received, the reading thereof dispensed 
with, and referred to the committee on Propositions and Grievances. 

Mr. Railard asked leave to withdraw the petition, &c., of William J. Card- 
well—which was granted, and the petition and documents withdrawn. 

IMr. Campbell, from the committee to whom was referred a bill regulating 
the time of holding Justices’ Courts, i-eported the same, with an amendment 
as a substitute for said bill. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz : 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That hereafter the several Justices of the Peace in this Common¬ 
wealth, shall hold a court for the trial of civil suits once in every three months, 
to commence on the first Mondays in the months of January', April, July 
and October, and shall continue not more than ten days, and they shall be 
governed by the laws now in force in relation to Justices of the Peace, ex¬ 
cept so far as modified by this act: Provided, That when a Circuit Court 
shall commence on either of the Mondays in the months aforesaid, the Jus¬ 
tices’ Court shall commence on the second Monday of said month. 

iSec. 2. That if any Justice, from any cause, shall be unable to attend and 
hold his court, the same shall stand adjourned to the 4th day, at 4 o’clock, 
P. M., and any other Justice of the county may attend and hold the Court. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the several 
County Courts in this Commonwealth, to lay oft’ their counties into Judicial 
Districts, and to record the same upon their order book, and the said Justices 
sliall be governed thereby; and no judgment shall be rendered by any Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace, unless the warrant shall have been executed at least five 
tlays before the commencement of the term at which it is tried, except by 
consent of parlies. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That execution shall not issue until ten 
days after the rendition of judgment, unless the party entitled to the same, 
or some one for him, shall make oath that he or she verily believes that the 
defendant or defendants will move his, her or their property beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Justice, or otherwise make way with the same. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That if any Justice of the Peace shall be 
interested, directly or indirectly, in the event of any warrant returned be¬ 
fore him for trial, or if either of the parties shall make affidavit that he or 
she verily believes that an impartial trial cannot be had before said Justice, 
on account of any undue prejudice or partiality of said Justice, a change of 
venue shall be granted, and all the papers handed over to the nearest Justice 
of the Peace, to whom there is no objection, who shall proceed to try the 
case, without regard to the time prescribed for holding his terms, and from 
his decision an appeal may be taken, as in other cases. 















Sec. 6. That it shall not be lawful to execute any writ in any civil case, 
before a Justice of the Peace, upon any person or persons in any other 
county than the county in which such person or persons may at the lime re¬ 
side, or be the county of his or her domicil, except in cases where any sucli 
person or persons may be removing out of this State, or absconding to avoid 
any process, or may be non-residents of this Commonwealth, unless the suit 
is bi ought in that county in which the contract was made. 

Sec. 7. That all olHcers of this Commonwealth issuing executions, shall 
not cause any execution of fieri facias to be made returnable in less 
than ninety days. 

The amendment proposed by the committee, as a substitute for said bill, 
reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That hereafter tlie several Justices of the Peace in this Common¬ 
wealth, shall liold a court for the trial of civil suits once in every three 
months, to commence and be holden in the months of January, April, July 
and October, and shall continue not more than ten days at each tei-m, and 
they shall be governed by - the laws now in force in relation to Justices of 
the Peace, except so far as modified and changed by this act. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the several County Courts in this 
Commonwealth, at tlieir April or May term of the year 1843, to lay off their 
counties into Judicial Districts, and to fix the time for the commencement 
of said terms, and to record the same upon the order hook, and the said Jus¬ 
tices shall be governed thereby; and no judgment shall be rendered by any 
Justice of the Peace, unless the warrant shall have been executed at least five 
days before the commencement of the term at which it is tried, except by 
consent of parties. 

Sec. 3. That execution shall not issue until ten days after the rendition 
of judgment, unless the party entitled to the same, or some one for liim or 
her, shall make oath that he or she verily believes the defendant or defend¬ 
ants will move his, her or their property beyotid the jurisdiction of the Jus¬ 
tice, or otherwise make way with the same. 

Sec. 4. Be it f urther enacted. That if any Justice of tlie Peace shall be 
interested, directly or indirectly, in the event of any warrant returned be¬ 
fore him for trial, or either of the parties shall make affidavit that he or she 
verily believes that an impartial trial cannot be had befoi'e said Justice, a 
change of venue shall be granted, and all the papers handed over to the near¬ 
est Justice of the Peace to whom there is no good objection, who shall pro¬ 
ceed to try the case, without regard to the time prescribed for holding his 
term, and from his decision an appeal may be taken, as in other cases. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That if any Justice, from any cause, shall 
fail, or be unable to attend and hold his courts, the same shall stand adjourned, 
from day to day, until the fourth day at four o’clock, P. M., and any other 
Justice of the county may attend and hold the court; and if any Justice, 
without good cause, shall fail or refuse to hold any of the terms of his court, 
such Justice so failing to hold any of said terms, shall be liable to be fined, 
on presentment or indictment, any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars 
for each failure to hold his court. 

Sec. 6. Be it fuidher enacted. That it shall not be lawful to execute any 
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writ in any civil case before a Justice of the Peace, upon any person or per¬ 
sons in any other county than the county in which such person or persons 
may at the time reside, and be the county of his or her domicil, except in 
cases where any such person or persons may be removing out of the State, 
or absconding to avoid process, or may be non-resident of this Common¬ 
wealth, unless the suit is brought in that county in which the contract was 
made. 

Sec. 7. The several Justices shall keep a docket, and shall docket every 
warrant in the order and time in which the same may be issued; and in try¬ 
ing cases at the terms of his court, they shall be called for trial in the order 
they may stand on the docket. And when any Justice, from any cause, 
shall not be able, or shall refuse, to hold his court, the Constable of that dis¬ 
trict shall notify some convenient Justice of such fact; and such Justice 
shall, as soon as he may have disposed of the cases before him in his court, 
proceed to, and open the court of such Justice who may fail or refuse to hold 
court, and hear and determine all the cases set for trial at such court; and 
such Justice so holding the court, shall be entitled to all the fees made at 
said court. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That this act shall not apply to Justices of 
the Peace within the cities of Louisville and Lexington, except so far as it 
makes provision for a change of venue in a suit before a Magistrate. 

Sec. 9. That the provisions of the sixth section of this act shall apply to 
all courts, except the Circuit Courts, County Courts, General Court and 
Chancery Courts.

scribed as bond No. 179; and that the Auditor of Public Accounts, by virtue 
of said act, has given to said Sayre a certificate, dated April 7lh, 1842, of 
the lost bond, in which the said bond No. 79, is truly and correctly described 
as bond No. 179, but declines paying the interest accruing thereon, by rea¬ 
son of the erroneous description of said bond in said act as aforesaid. And 
whereas, it is also represented that the said David A. Sayre owned, and in 
the month of July last, in the mail betAveen I^exington, Kentucky, and the 
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city of New York, lost two bonds on the Commonwealth of Kentucky, for 
one thousand dollars each, made payable to James Davidson, or bearer, in 
thirty years from date; one dated May 15th, 1842, No. 1134; the other 
dated May 29th, 1842, No. 1137, and three coupons of thirty year bonds of 
said Commonwealth, for interest due July 1st, 1842, No. 1134, for $7 50; 
No. 1135, for $2 17, and No. 1137, for 8'5 33—Therefore, 

Sec. 1. Re il enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That the certificate of iheAuditorof Public Accounts to the said 
David A. Sayre, for the bond No. 179, shall be as valid, for all intents and 
purposes, and the interest may lawfully be paid thereon as fully as if it had 
been correctly described in the prenmlde of said act. 

Sf.c. 2. That so soon as the said David A. Sayre shall exhibit and file with 
the Auditor of Public Accounts his affidavit stating therein that he was the 
owner at the time they w'ere lost, of the said two thirty year bonds. No. 
1134 and No. 1137, and the three coupons aforesaid; and that he verily be¬ 
lieves that the same were stolen or lost out of the mail between Lexington, 
Kentucky, and the city of New York, and that the same have not been re¬ 
gained by him, or any other person for him, to his knowledge ; whereupon, 
it shall be lawful for the Auditor, after noting on the margin of the book 
containing a schedule of the said bonds, the words “ lost in the hands of 
David A. Sayre,” to give lo said Sayre a certificate, specifying the amount, 
when due, the number and dale of each bond represented to be lost as afore¬ 
said; and it shall be lawful for the Auditor to pay the interest accrued and

A message w-as received from the Senate announcing the passage of a bill 
from this House, entitled, an act to add the county of Owsley to the 10th ju¬ 
dicial district, and for other purposes, with amendments.

By Mr. Dixon—A bill to incorporate the tienderson Hotel and Warehou?e 
Company.

The House then, according to order, resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole on the state of the Commonwealth—Mr. W. C. Marshall in the 
Chair, on the bill from the Senate, entitled, an act to amend the charter's of 
the Banks of Kentucky; and after some time spent therein, the Speaker I'e- 
sumed the chair, when Mr. Marshall reported that the committee had, ac¬ 
cording to order, had under consideration the bill aforesaid, and had gone 
through with the same, and instructed him to report the bill to the House 
without amendment—which he handed in at the Clerk’s table. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved to amend said bill by adding the following five amend¬ 
ments which had been proposed in the committee of the whole by the 
Speaker, viz: 

1st. Amend the bill by adding to the proviso of the 11th section the fol¬ 
lowing : And should said Bank establish the branches herein provided, they 
shall also have the right to determine, at the expiration of the original char¬ 
ter, whether they will go into liquidation, and wind up the concerns of the 
66 
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Bank. And the right, at the succeeding Legislature after tiie termination 
ot the original charter, is hereby reserved to repeal the extension of the 
charter hereby made. 

2d. Proviso to the 12th section: Provided however. That the bonus or 
tax on the stock heretofore paid by said Bank to the State, shall not be di¬ 
minished or lessened by reason of retiring such stock. 

3d. Continuation of the proviso to the 14th section: But if the next Le¬ 
gislature fail to take legal steps to enforce the forfeiture, on account of any 
I'ailure on the part of any of the Banks to comply with the provisions and 
conditions hereby imposed, such failure to act shall be deemed and held in 
law as conclusive evidence of the fact of a compliance, and the restoration 
of the charter shall be complete and unconditional. 

4th. Strike out the ISth section, and insert the following: The President 
and Directors of the Northern Bank of Kentucky are hereby authorized to 
retire, of the capital stock of said Bank, seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars of the stock now held by the Stale in the bonds of the State, in the 
following manner: The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and the Presi¬ 
dent of the Northern Bank, are hereby constituted the agents of the State of 
Kentucky, vested witlrfull and complete authority for, and on behalf, and in 
the name of, the State of Kentucky, to purchase, by sale of said bonds, or so 
much as can be used, or to exchange said bonds for individual stock in the banks 
of the Northern Bank ot Kentucky or Bank of Louisville, provided the same 
can be done at not less than one hundred dollars, in bonds, for one share of 
stock. To the extent that the bonds may be so used, shall the slock of the 
State, held in bonds, be retired by the substitution of individual stock. The 
dividends arising from the individual stock so purchased, shall be first charged 
with the interest on the identical bonds so sold or exchanged, and the re¬ 
mainder paid over to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. Nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed to hold the Northern Bank responsi¬ 
ble as endorsers of said bonds when sold or exchanged. 

5th. Strike out the 22d section.

Ordered, That Mr. Maxey inform the Senate thereof. 

Mr. Finley, from the committee on Internal Improvement, to w'hom was 
referred a bill from the Senate, entitled, an act to amend the law respecting 
the Lexington and Ohio Railroad—reported the same without amendment. 

Mr. Thomasson moved an amendment to said bill. 

Ordered, That said bill and amendment be made the special order of the 
day for Monday next; and that the Public Printer forthwith print 150 
copies of said bill and amendment for the use of the members of the General 
Assembly. 

On motion of Mr. Tibbatts, 

Ordered, That the committee of the wliole be dischargd from the further 
consideration of the bill to add to the resources of the Sinking Fund. 

The House then took up for consideration said bill. 

The said bill was then amended, and, as amended, reads as follows, viz: 

■ Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That no money broker, nor exchange dealer, shall, after the first 
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day of April, A. D. 1S43, buy and sell bank notes, money, bills of exchange, 
drafts, checks, treasury notes, charge premiums for acceptances, or endorse¬ 
ments upon bills or negotiable paper, or otherwise carry on tlie business of a 
money broker, or exchange dealer, without a license first liad and obtained 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. That the tax on said license shall be paid annually in advance, in 
proportion to the amount of business expected to be done, or capital em¬ 
ployed, Avhich ever is of greatest amount, to be ascertained by the oath of 
the party, and at the following rates; When the amount of capital employed, 
or business expected to be done, is five thousand dollars, or under, the sum 
of fifty dollars; over five thousand, and under ten thousand dollars,seventy- 
five dollars; over ten thousand, and under fifteen thousand dollars, one hun¬ 
dred dollars; over fifteen thousand, and under twenty thousand dollars, one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars; and over twenty thousand dollars, one hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars. 

Sec. 3. That the Clerks of the several County Courts in this Common¬ 
wealth shall, upon the payment of the lax authorized by the second section 
of this act, administer to the person applying for license as an exchange 
broker, the following oath or affirmation, viz; I, A. B., do solemnly swear, 
or affirm, (as the case may be,) that in my business of exchange broker 
and money dealer, in the county of , I expect to employ capital not 

exceeding $ , or to transact business in my capacity of exchange 

broker and money dealer, to an amount not exceeding $ : So help 

me God. The certificate of which oath, together with the receipt of the 
Clerk, signed by him, with the seal of office annexed, shall be a license to 
the person obtaining the same, to earry on his or her business as an exchange 
broker, in the county where such license shall be obtained, for the space of 
twelve months. 

Sec. -4. If any person shall presume to carry on his or her business as an 
exchange broker and money dealer, without having first obtained a license 
therefor, he, she or they shall, in addition to the tax hereby imposed, forfeit 
and pay to the Commonwealth of Kentucky the sum of one lliousand dol¬ 
lars, to be recovered by action of debt, in the name of the Commonwealth, 
or by motion in the Circuit Court, ten days previous notice of such motion 
being given, by the Attorney of the county, or by presentment or indict¬ 
ment of a grand jury; Provided always, That the occasional dealing in 
money and exchange, except the same is done as a business, shall not be 
considered and held a violation of this act. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the several Circuit Judges in this Common¬ 
wealth, to give this act specially in charge to the grand jury, and of the sev¬ 
eral Attorneys for the Commonwealth, to prosecute for all violations of the 
same, and he shall be entitled to twenty per cent, of all moneys he may col- 
lect, and pay the remainder over to the Clerk of the County Court, to be by 
him disposed of in the manner hereinafter directed. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That no person or persons within this Com¬ 
monwealth, shall act as agent or agents for any individuals, or as.sociation of 
individuals, not incorporated and authorized by the laws of this Common- 
Aveailh, to eflect insurances against losses by sea, or on rivers, in the nature 
of marine insurances; or insurances on lives; or granting annuities; oragainst 
any other loss or peril, whether by rain, flood, ice, fire, or other casualty, by 
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land or water, upon all or any species of property, aliliough such individuals 
or associations may be incorporated for that purpose by any other State, 
without a license lirst had and obtained for tliat purpose, which tlie Clerks of 
the several County Courts in this Conimonwealtli aie hereby authorized to 
issue, with the seal of their office annexed, upon payment to them of the 
sum of one hundred dollars. \ 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That any person or persons, acting as agent 
or agents, for any individuals, or association of individuals, not authorized 
by the laws of this Commonwealth, to effect insurances against losses, risks, 
or perils of wdiatsoever nature, either by land or water; insurances on lives; 
granting annuities, upon all and every kind of property, although such indi¬ 
viduals may be incorporated for that purpose by any other State, shall pay 
to the agent of the Auditor of Public Accounts, semi-annually, the sum of 
live dollars, upon every sum of one hundred dollars, upon the amount of all 
premiums received by such agent or agents, or any other person or persons 
for them, or which shall have been agreed to be paid for any insurances ef¬ 
fected, or agreed to be effected, or procured by him or them, as such agent 
or agents, against loss or injury sustained by sea or inland navigation, or 
against loss or injury sustained by lire; or insurances on lives; or granting 
annuities; or against any other loss or peril, of whatsoever nature, whether 
by land or water—and the said agent or agents shall, on the lirst Mondays 
in May and November, in every year, furnish to the agent of the Second 
Auditor of Public Accounts, a true and correct list of all such premiums, 
verified by oath or affirmation, before a Justice of the Peace, and a com¬ 
plete, full and correct list of the amount of all such insurances, whether on 
marine, lire, or other risks before mentioned, verified as aforesaid, and pay 
the said sum of five dollars in every hundred dollars, and any agent or agents 
who shall offend against the provisions of this act, shall forfeit and jiay to 
the Commonwealth the sum of one thousand dollars, to be recovered and 
applied as is directed in the fourth and fifth sections of this act, in case of 
money brokers and exchange dealers: Provided always. That notwith¬ 
standing such forfeiture, and the payment thereof, such agent or agents 
shall remain personally responsible for payment of said premiums to the 
agent of the Second Auditor of Public Accounts, who may sue for and re¬ 
cover the same to tlie use of the Commonwealth; and the principals of 
such agents, their property, goods and chattels, shall be liable to the pay¬ 
ment of all such judgments, lines, decrees, and may be proceeded against, 
by action, bill, attachment, distress, or otherwise, by the said agent of the 
Second Auditor of Public Accounts, to the use of the Commonwealth. 

Sec. 8. That hereafter, when any person having title to any real estate of 
inheritance, or being possessed of estate mixed or personal, shall die intes¬ 
tate as to such astate, leaving no children, nor their descendants, nor heirs 
lineal in the ascending line, and the same, by the laws of this Common¬ 
wealth, w'ould descend, pass to, and be distributed to his heirs at law, and 
next of kin, being collaterals only, that then, before title to such real estate 
shall vest in such heirs collateral, or distribution be made to such next of kin, 
there shall be paid to the agent of the Auditor of Public Acrounts, by such 
heirs collateral, or next of kin, or by some one for them, if such collateral 
heir or next of kin shall stand related to the intestate in the second degree, 
as when such estate shall descend and pass to, or be distributed to brothers 
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and sisters, five per centum ad valorum upon tiie whole amount of such es¬ 
tate, to be ascertained in the manner hereinafter directed; and if such heirs 
collateral, or next of kin, shall stand related to such intestate in the third 
flegree, as where such estate shall descend, ])ass to, or be distributed to bro¬ 
thers’ and sisters’ children, or brothers and sisters of the father and mother, 
the sum of seven and one half per centum upon the whole amuont of such 
estate; and if such heirs collateral, or next of kin, shall stand related to such 
intestate in any degree more remote than the thiid, the sum of ten per cent¬ 
um upon the whole arnountof such estate; and the degrees of consanguinity 
shall be ascertained by the rules and tables of consanguinity adopted by the 
J^nglish law of descents. And it shall be the duty of the agents of the Au¬ 
ditor of Public Accounts, to appoint two discreet housekeepers of the county 
to ascertain the amount and value of such real estate, who shall be in no 
wise related to the intestate, or such heirs collateral, or next of kin, who, 
after being duly sworn by a Justice of the Peace of the county wherein such 
estate, or the greater part thereof, may lie, shall proceed to appraise the 
same, and with the certificate of their appointment and qualification, return 
such appraisement to the Clerk of the County Court of such county; and if 
such estate be mixed or personal, the quantity and value thereof shall be 
ascertained in the manner estates of deceased persons are now appraised by 
the appraisers appointed by the County Courts. 

yEc. 9. Be it further enacted, That any person or persons engaged, either 
as principal or agent, as a pedler of goods, vvares and merchandize, may ob¬ 
tain a license to peddle and retail his goods, wares and merchandize, through¬ 
out the Commonwealth, upon application to the Clerk of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, and paying to him the sum of fifty dollars therefor, rvhich the said 
Clerk is hereby authorized and empowered to grant, endorsing thereon, that 
such license are not transferable or assignable; and if any pedler of goods, 
wares and merchandize shall presume to carry on his trade as such, in any 
of the counties of this Commonwealth, without first having obtained such 
license, except he have a county license for such county, he shall forfeit and 
pay to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, the sum of two hundred dollars, to 
be recovered and applied, as is herein before directed, in case of exchange 
brokers and money dealers: and the goods, wares and merchandize of such 
pedler, shall be liable to the payment of such forfeiture. 

Sec. 10. That the same taxes imposed upon estates descending and being 
distributed to collateral heirs and next of kin, be imposed upon all devises 
and bequests to such heirs and kindred, and to strangers, the same tax 
imposed upon descents to collaterals of a degree more remote than the 
third, to be ascertained in the same manner, and subject to the like regu¬ 
lations. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted. That the taxes for all the licenses hereby 
imposed, and all fines and forfeitures accruing to the Commonwealth under 
tins act, shall be paid into the Treasury, and carried to the credit of the 
Sinking Fund; and the several Clerks, for the issuing of the licenses hereby 
authorized, shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar.

The said substitute reads as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That the Goveimor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, nominate and appoint two fit and competent persons, none of whom

shall have been a contractor, engiaeer, or superintendent of any of tlie pub¬ 
lic works of this Commonwealth, or member of any local or general Board 
of Internal Improvement, who, together with the President of the present 
Board of Internal Improvement, are hereby constituted a Board of Com¬ 
missioners to hear and adjudicate upon, and determine all claims against this 
Commonwealth, in favor of the several contractors for the public works, in¬ 
cluding both the roads and rivers thereof. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That each of said Commissioners, before 
proceeding to adjudicate on any of said claims, shall take an oath, before 
some Justice of the Peace of this Commonwealth, that he will well and 
truly, to the best of his skill and ability, discharge the duties imposed on 
him by this act; and said Commissioners shall be entitled to receive, whilst 
actually engaged in said duties, each the sum of three dollars per day. And 
should any vacancy occur in said Board, by reason of the resignation, fail¬ 
ure or refusal of any member thereoi’ to serve, or from any other cause, 
prior to the completion of the duties required, the Governor is hereby au¬ 
thorized to fill such vacancy or vacancies immediately. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of said Board to take into consideration 
as well the damages sustained, and what may in justice and equity be due 
said contractors, by reason of any stoppage or suspension of their said con¬ 
tracts, or for, or on account, of any work done and unpaid for, or work 
partly done, or materials furnished or procured, or partly procured, for the 
works aforesaid, as by reason of the discount upon the State bonds paid to 
said contractors instead of money, for their work; and in investigating all 
claims for loss on said bonds, they shall carefully consider whether said con¬ 
tractors, by the terms of their original contracts, or by any subsequent con¬ 
tract, fairly entered into, without a necessity therefor, occasioned by the 
State’s failure to comply or pay according to said original contracts, have 
stipulated and agreed to receive said bonds at par. And said Board shall 
further enquire, whether, in any payments heretofore made to said contrac¬ 
tors, or any of them, in said bonds, adequate allowance has been made for 
the depreciation thereof, and in case of such original or subsequent agree¬ 
ment, without any promise or understanding that any other funds were to 
be paid instead of the bonds, so originally or subsequently, in writing, agreed 
to be received at par; and adequate allowance has been made for the depre¬ 
ciation thereof, no further allowance shall be made to said contractor or con¬ 
tractors, so agreeing to take said bonds at par, or to any contractor to whom 
an allowance has already been made for such depreciation, nor shall any al¬ 
lowance be made to any contractor for depreciation on any bond or bonds 
passed off by him, or any one for him, at par. And said Board shall have 
power, and they are hereby required to examine any contractor applying 
for depreciation, and require him to disclose, on oath, the amount of bonds 
passed off by him, or any other person for him, at par, and the actual loss 
sustained on the bonds received by him from the State; Provided, Said Board 
shall not allow to said contractors for depreciation. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That said Commissioners, within the 
months of April, May, June and July, or in one or more of these months, 
in the year 1843, shall hold their sittings on such days and at such places, 
at or in the vicinity of the public works, as is hereinafter provided, giving 
reasonable and public notice of the time and place of holding their said sit- 
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lings; that they shall liave power to administer oaths, to summon witnesses, 
and receive evidence by depositions, or orally, in as full and ample a man¬ 
ner as the Circuit Courts of this Commonwealth now have; and any per¬ 
son giving false testimony before them, shall be subject to the punishment 
prescribed by law against perjury. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That if any contractor shall allege that in¬ 
justice has been done him in any settlements heretofore made, within’six 
months past, by the Board of Internal Improvement, or resident or chief 
Engineer, in estimates made of his work or materials, it shall be the duty of 
said Board of Commissioners to correct said settlements or errors, if any 
there be, and allow to such complaining contractor the amount that may be 
found to be justly due him upon the correction of any error in any former 
settlement or measurement of his work, according to contract prices; and 
if said Board shall ascertain that any error or mistake has occurred in any 
estimate or settlement heretofore made, whereby the contractor so com¬ 
plaining lias been allowed or received more than he is justly entitled to by 
the terms of his contract, the same shall be charged to him, and deducted 
from his general allowance for work and labor done, if there be any thing 
due him therefor; if not, from his allowance for damages or depreciation. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of said Commis¬ 
sioners, so soon as they shall have completed the examination and settlement 
of the claims hereby authorized to be made, to report the same to the Gov¬ 
ernor, whether their reports be favorable or unfavorable to said claims. And 
in all cases where said report shall be unfavorable, the same shall be an ab¬ 
solute and final bar to said claims; and in all cases where said report shall 
be favorable, the said Board shall fix the amount allow'ed in three classes: 
first, for work and labor done, materials furnished and procured, or partly 
so, and unpaid for, and the amount, if any, that may be allowed on account 
of any mistake or error, in any former settlement aforesaid; second, for 
damages for any stoppage or suspension of the works aforesaid; third, for 
the depreciation on bonds, giving in such class the items of allowance. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the Governor 
forthwith to transmit and file in the office of tlie Auditor of Public Ac¬ 
counts, all of the claims of the first class as shall be allow'ed and reported to 
him by said Board of Commissioners; and the Auditor, upon the application 
of the person entitled thereto, shall draw his w’arrant upon the Treasurer 
for the amount of said claim: Provided, The fund hereafter set apart for 
that purpose be sufficient to pay all the claims allowed, and thus filed with 
said Auditor; but if the aggregate of the claims allowed exceed the amount 
hereby provided, then the w'arrant of the Auditor shall be for the same 
proportion of the fund provided, as the particular claim is of the aggregate 
allow'ed. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That the Governor of this Commonwealth 
be, and he is hereby, authorized, so soon as the reports of said Commission¬ 
ers are to him returned, to issue bonds of this Commonw'ealth, provided so 
many be necessary, of the denomination of one thousand dollars each, pay¬ 
able in thirty years from their date, bearing an interest of six per cent, per 
annum, payable semi-annually at the Bank of Kentucky at Louisville, and 
signed and executed after the manner of the thirty year bonds heretofore 
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issued by this Commonwealth, which said bonds shall be received at par, in 
payment of all claims herein provided for: Provided, That no greater amount 
of bonds shall be issued than the amount of revenue authorized to be col¬ 
lected by this act will pay the interest on. 

Sec. 9. Beit further enacted, That nothing in the foregoing provisions 
contained, shall be construed to authorize the Auditor to issue his warrant, 
or any payment to be made until the action of the next Legislature upon 
the report of the Commissioners, except for work and labor which has been 
actually done. 

Sec. 10. That so much of an act, approved February 23,1837, as exempts 
the first three hundred dollars in value of what a person may be worth from 
all sources, be, and the same is hereby repealed; and from and after the pas¬ 
sage of this act, the same shall be subject to taxation, at the rate of fifteen 
cents upon each one hundred dollars, in tlie manner provided for in the said 
recited act, to be set apart to pay the interest on tlie bonds hereby author¬ 
ized to be issued. 

Sec. 11. That so much of any act or acts as may require the portion sub¬ 
scribed by the State in any Turnpike road, to be withheld until the individ¬ 
ual stockholders shall pay the portion subscribed by them, be, and the same 
is hereby, repealed; and after the passage of this act, the portion subscribed 
by the State, shall be paid in the same manner as if the individual stock- 
iiolders had actually paid their subscriptions of stock in all cases where work 
has actually been performed, to an amount sufficient to pay for such work. 

Sec. 12. That the Commissioners herein appointed, are authorized to ap¬ 
point a clerk, who shall be entitled to the same compensation herein allowed 
to the Commissioners. 

Sec. 13. That the services of the Board of Green River Commissioners 
are hereby declared to be dispensed with, and the Board of Commissioners 
appointed by this act, are vested with full authority to settle all accounts of 
moneys received and paid out by them, and the Board of Green River Com¬ 
missioners are required to make a full settlement of all their accounts with 
the Board created by this act. 

Sec. 14. That the Commissioners created by this act, shall hold their ses¬ 
sions for receiving proof and settlement of accounts, at the following places, 
to-wit; in the towns of Frankfort, Glasgow, and city of Covington; and 
in addition to the allowance before mentioned, shall be allowed each twelve 
and a half cents per mile, in travelling to and from their places of sitting.

al causes. 

And be it further enacted, That if any process should be improvidently 
made returnable to the summer terms, such process shall be held good for all 
intents and purposes, as if made returnable to the fall terms.

Resolved hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
^Bhut it shall be the duty ot the Secretar}' of State, in the presence of the 
.♦governor, Second Auditor and Treasurer, to count and destroy by burning, 
Irom time to time, the six years Internal Improvement bonds which have 
been or may hereafter be taken in exchange for thirty year bopds, under the 
act ot A'larch 3, 1842, entitled, an act authorizing the exchange of thirty 
year State bonds for sixty year State bonds. That before such bonds shall 
be destroved, duplicate lists thereof, described by dates and numbers, shall 
be made and signed by the Governor, Second Auditor and Treasurer; one 
to be delivered to the Secretary of State, and the other to the Second Au¬ 
ditor, to be by them recorded, in w'ell bound books, in their respective offi¬ 
ces: Provided however, That nothing herein contained is to be construed 
as repealing the second section of the act of Alarch 3, 1842, which makes it 
the duty of the Secretary of State to report, at the commencement of each 
session of the General Assembly, a list of the bonds cancelled under said act. 
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The rule of the House requiring joint resolutions to lie one day on the 
table having been dispensed with, the said resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Tibbatts, from the committee for Courts of Justice, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a bill to revive the laws against usury—reported the same, with 
amendments, which were concurred in. 

The said bill, as amended, reads as follows, viz; 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted bij the General Assemhhj of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That an act entitled, an act to alter and amend the law con¬ 
cerning usury, approved February G, 1819, shall be, and the same is here¬ 
by, repealed, as to all contracts hereafter to be nuide; and the first section 
of an act entitled, an act against usury, approved January 26, 1798, shall 
be, and the same is hereby, re-enacted, and declared to be in full force: 
Provided, That nothing in this act contained, shall prevent the lender and 
borrower of money from agreeing upon a conventional interest, at the rate 
of eight per centum per annum; Provided, That such rate of interest is 
expressed in the writing evidencing the loan, and tiiat the loan or forbear¬ 
ance be for a period of not less than one year; And provided, That the 
right to conventional interest shall not belong to any incorporated com- 
pany. 

Sec. 2. Any borrower of money or goods, may exhibit a bill in chancery 
against the lender, and compel him to discover,-on oath, the money or thing 
really lent; and all bargains, contracts, or shifts, which have passed between 
them relative to such loan, or the re-payment thereof, and the interest or 
consideration for the same; and if, thereupon, it shall appear that more than 
lawful interest was reserved, the lender shall be obliged to accept his princi¬ 
pal without interest, or other consideration, and pay costs. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That if any person shall receive, of money, 
or other thing, interest greater than at the rate established in said act of 26th 
January, 1798, except as is provided in relation to a conventional interest 
of eight per cent, in the first section of this act, the whole amount of inter¬ 
est received for the loan or forbearance, may be recovered from such person, 
or his or her representatives, by the creditors of the persons paying the 
same, who shall have judgment, and a return, in substance, “ no property,” 
on an execution issued thereon; and if no creditor shall bring suit to recover 
the same for six months after it shall have been received, or the demands of 
such as shall sue therefor, shall not be large enough, together with costs, to 
include the amount so received, then the Commonwealth shall have the 
right to sue for the same, or the residue thereof, by action of debt, in the prop¬ 
er court. Such suit shall be brought at the instance of the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney' of the district, or at the instance of any other person, or upon the 
presentment of a grand jury; and any money so recovered at the suit of 
the Commonwealth, shall be applied to the jury fund. The limitations to 
the actions given in this section, shall be ten years instead of five years, as 
in other cases. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That where an action shall be brought by 
the assignee of a note, or other writing, for the payment of money or prop¬ 
erty, the plaintift' shall file an affidavit in the papers of the suit, stating that 
he or she knows of nothing usurious in the making of the note, and stating 
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at what rate of discount the assignment thereof was made to him or her; 
and where the writing shall appear to have been usuriously made, the plain- 
tift shall not recover; and where it shall appear that a greater discount was 
made in the purchase of said note, or other writing, than as aforesaid, the 
judgment shall only be rendered for the sum paid, and interest thereon: Pi-o- 
vided. That the money loaned, under the provisions of this act, shall be 
loaned within the next six months after its passage: Provided, That the 
eight percent, shall be lawful for two years, and no longer; and after that, 
the lawlul rate of interest shall be six per cent., and no more.

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A message was received from the Senate announcing that they had rece¬ 
ded from their 1st and 4th amendments to a bill from this House, entitled, 
an act for the appropriation of money. 

And that they had passed bills from this House of the following titles, viz: 

An act for the benefit of William H. Wooten. 

An act to amend an act, entitled, an act to incorporate the town cf In¬ 
dependence, in the county of Kenton. 

An act to amend the charter of the Louisville turnpike company, and Lou¬ 
isville and Elizabethtown turnpike company. 

With an amendment to the last named bill. 

The said amendment was then twice read and concurred in. 

And that they had adopted a resolution concerning the claims of Contract¬ 
ors on the public works. 

Mr. Tibbatts moved to take up from the table a bill from the Senate, en¬ 
titled, an act to suppress usury and extortion. 

The said bill reads as follows, viz: 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted hij the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That any borrower of money or goods, may exhibit a bill in 
Chancery against the lender, and compel him' to discoA’^er on oath, the money 
or thing really lent, and ail bargains, contracts or shifts, which have passed 
between them relative to such loan, or the re-payment thereof, and the in¬ 
terest, or consideration for the same; and if, thereupon, it shall appear that 
more than lawful interest was reserved, the lender shall be obliged to accept 
his principal without interest or other consideration, and pay costs. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any person shall receive of money 
or other thing, interest, greater than at the rate established in the act of 26th 
of .January, 1798, the whole amount of interest received for the loan or for¬ 
bearance, may be recovered from such person, or his or her representatives, 
on bill filed by the creditors of the person paying the same, Avho shall have 
judgment, and a return in substance, “no property,” on an execution issued 
thereon; and if no creditor shall bring suit to recov-er the same for six 
months after it shall have been received, or the demands of such as shall sue 
therefor, shall not be large enough, together with costs, to include the 
amount so received, then the CommonAvealth shall have the right to sue for 
the same, or the residue thereof, by action of debt in the proper court; such 
suit shall be brought at the instance of Commonwealth’s Attorney of the 
district, or at the instance of any other person, or, upon the presentment of 
a grand jury; and any money so recoA^ered at the suit of the Common¬ 
wealth, shall be applied to the Jury Fund : Provided, That upon all con¬ 
tracts for the actual loaning of money, to be made within one year after the 
passage of this act, interest at the rate of seven per centum per annum shall 
be lawful, Avhere the same shall be reserv'ed by Avriting signed by the jtarty 
borroAving, if the Avriiing shall also state the fact of borroAving; but ihispro- 
viso shall not alloAv such a rate of interest on any forbearance on any former 
transaction Avhate\'er, or on any reneAval of a loan heretofore made ; and if 
said writing, reserving such a rate of interest, shall state the rate of interest 
actually reserved untruly, or shall state a loaning of money as aforesaid. 
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when there was not such a loaning of money as aforesaid, the contract shall 
be deemed usurious. The limitation to the actions of the Commonwealth, 
and suits of individuals, given in this section, shall be ten years instead of 
five years, as in other cases. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That when the payee of a note or other 
writing for the payment of money or property, shall bring any suit thereon, 
he or she shall, on or before the calling of the cause, file an affidavit therein, 
stating that said note or other writing was not made upon any usurious 
transaction, aflecting said note or writing, directly or indirectly, or if there 
be any usury affecting said note or writing, he or she shall, in the affidavit, 
declare how it affects it, and the rate of usury specifically, or he or she, or 
some one for him or her, in his or her absence, shall state that said note was 
not executed in Kentucky, or in either of the adjoining States, as the person 
making the allidavit does verily believe; and if such affidavit be not made, 
the suit shall be dismissed at the plaintiff’s costs; but if the affidavit declare 
a rate of usury, the judgment shall not be rendered for any thing but the 
principal sum. The affidavit required herein, may be made before any Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace or Judge of this State, or before the Clerk of the court 
where the suit is brought, or, by a parly residing out of the State, before 
any Justice of the Peace, Judge of a court, or Notary Public, and the certi¬ 
ficate of such officer, without other authentication, shall be sufficient. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That where an action shall be brought by 
the assignee of a note or other writing, for the payment of money or 
property, and the plaintiff shall not file an affidavit, to be made as aforesaid, 
in the papers of the suit, stating that he or she knows of nothing usurious 
in the making of the note, and that the assignment thereof was not made to 
him, or her, at a greater rate of discount than ten per centum per annum 
for the time to run from the assignment till the note or other writing was 
payable, or an affidavit setting forth the usury specifically, if there be any 
known to the plaintiff, or setting forth the sum or value paid or rendered for 
said note or other wTiting, if a less sum or value were paid or rendered, than 
at the rate of discount often per cent, as aforesaid, and if such affidavit be 
not filed on or before the calling of the cause, it shall be dismissed at the 
plaintiff’s costs; but if the affidavit shall set forth a rate of usury, judgment 
shall only be for the principal sum; and if the affidavit shall set forth a rate 
of discount larger than at the rate of ten per cent, as aforesaid, the party 
shall only recover judgment for the sum paid for the note or other wi’iting, 
and interest thereon; and the residue of the sum payable on said note, or 
other writing, shall be adjudged to the Commonwealth, to be applied to the 
Jury Fund. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That no Sheriff, or deputy Sheriff, shall, 
directly or indirectly, purchase any note, or other writing, or any interest 
therein, for the payment of money, or personal property, on any person 
within his county, where the amount is over fifty dollars; nor shall such of¬ 
ficer, directly, or indirectly, buy any judgment, or any interest therein, ren¬ 
dered against any person living in his county; nor shall he take any thing 
from any person, to forbear the levy or execution of any process, or delay 
any sale; nor shall he pay to the plaintiff or his representatives, less than 
the amount collected on any execution, (lawful commissions and fees ex¬ 
cepted,) on any agreement with the plaintiff, or his representatives: And if 
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any one shall offend herein, he shall be liable to be fined fifty dollars on in¬ 
dictment by a grand jury, to be applied to the Jury Fund, and shall, on con¬ 
viction, be deprived of his office, and be incapable of ever after holding the 
same. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That no Constable shall, directly or indi¬ 
rectly, purchase any note or other writing, or any interest therein, for the 
payment of money or property, on any person in his county, where a Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace would have jurisdiction to give judgment thereon; nor 
shall any Constable, directly or indirectly, purchase any judgment or any 
interest therein, rendered by any Justice of the Peace in his county ; no 
Constable shall take any thing from any person, to forbear the levy of any 
process, or delay any sale, nor shall he pay to the plaintiff, or his represen¬ 
tatives, less than the amount of money collected on any execution, (lawful 
commissions and fees excepted,) on any agreement with the plaintiff, or his 
representatives; and if any one shall offend herein, he shall be liable to a 
fine of twenty five dollars, on an indictment by a grand jury, to be applied 
to the Jury Fund, and, upon conviction, shall be ipso facto deprived of his 
office, and shall not be capable of ever after holding the same. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That this act shall not take effect until the 
first day of April next. All acts or parts of acts coming within the purview 
of this act shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed. This act shall not 
affect any contract heretofore made.

shall be a forfeiture of all interest; and it shall be lawful for a party to any 
suit in law or chancery to plead the facts, and require the lender to testify 
in the case; and if being summoned the lender fails to attend, or attending 
fails to testify, then the fact shall be adjudged as pleaded, and judgment 
rendered accordingly: Provided, That nothing herein shall be so construed 
as to authorize any incorporated company to loan money at a rate of inter¬ 
est higher than six per cent per year; and the sureties and creditors of the 
borrower may have the same right to sue for and recover usury as the bor¬ 
rower now has: and “provided also, '1 hat this section shall continue and be 
in force for two years from and after its passage, ami no longer.
